Then 
going on with her relation, gentlemen, faid ihe>.this la 
:^y hiftory ; and among all my mis/ortimes, this nmly 
has efcap'd a recital. That not one o^ thenumerous at- 
tendants 1 brought from my .kingdom ha» furvivM the 
rnins of my ^(ortyne, but this good fquire Y^ith the long 
beard ;. the ireft ended their days in a great ftorm, which 
dafli'd Qur'ihip tg pieces in the very fight of the harbour 9 
and he and I had.been iJiarers in their deftiny,- had we 
jiot laid hold of two, phuiks, by which afiiftance we were 
driven to Is^nd, in a manner altogether miraculous, and- 
agreeable to the wjiole (cries of my life, yrl^ch feems, 
indeed, but one continued miracle.

The dofe of Don Quixote's fpeech, which related tp 
his noe manying, toncE^d Sancho fo to the qui'ck^ that 
he ' cdiild not fbrbear bawllhg out his . tefen^ments : 
Body o' me, Sir Don Quixote, cry'd he, you zrt certainly 
•ut of your wits, or how is it .polfible you ihould iliclc 
mt ftrilung a bargain with fo great a lady a^ this is ? 
D* you thmk, nr, fortune will put fuch dainty bits in 
your way at every comer ? Is my lady Dulcinea hand- 
fomer, d* 'you think ? No marry is' iH< not half fb 
liandiome: I couM almoft fay /he*a not worthy to tie 
this lady's Aoe-lachets. Tam likely indeed to get the 
earldom I have fed myfelf with' ho^es of, if you fbend 
your time in fiihing for muArooms m the bottom of the 
fea. Marry, marry out 'of hand, or Old Nick take you 
/or me ; lay hold of the'kihgdom whith is ready to leap 
Into yotnr handt \ and as foon as you ate a kin^ e'en 
ifiake me a marquis, or a^ peer of the land, /and after- 
wards let things go at fixes and fevens^ 'twill be all a cai^ 
to Sancho. Don Quixote, ' quite divefted of all patleme, 
at the blasphemies which were fpokeh againft his /)ady 
Dulcinea, could bear with him no longer } and thcre«> 
fore, withcfut fo mvcH as a word to give him notice of 
his diipleaifure, gav« him two fuch'blo>vs with his lance, 
that poor Sancho meafur*d his 'length on the ground, 
and had certainly there breathM his laft, had not the 
knight defifted, through the perfuafioos of Dorothea. 
Thuik*ft thou ((aid he, af^er a coiifider^ble paufe) moft 
infamous peaiDnt^ that X ihall always have.lelfure and 
difpofition to put Up thy affronts : afid that thy whole 
bufineis fliall' be to ftudy new oflfences, and mine to 
give thee ne<v pardons ?^ Poft thou hot know, excom- 
mtuicated traitor (for certiMnly^^ccommunication is the 
fea^ puasihaicnt Mb fall u6on thee, alt^ ftt(h proftna-

^ilbrMy vile dive and ignominious vagabond, tha( I

TDj 6iiews ? $waky thou villaio witn the yiper*t 
tongue $ who do ft thou imagine has reftorM the queen 
t6 her longdoitay cut off the head of a giant, and made thee 
^ marfUB (fbr ( count i41 this as dont already) but the 
Mnver of Du|ciiv»> w|io makes u& of my arm, as the 
Inftrument of her a£l in me ? She fights and overcomes 
ta me s and J Jiive and breathe in her^ holding life apd 
bei^g (rom her, Hioubafe-bom wretch! art. t^on not 
tiOfle&M of the utmoft ingratitude^ thou who i^eft thy* 
Self exalted froqt die very drqgs of the earthy to nor 
bih'ty and honour, and yet doft repay fo great a benefit 
vrith Qblo<iuics agiunft the perfon of thy benefa£bels. 

Sapcho was hot ib mistily hurt^ but he coulii hear 
what his mailer iaid well enough | whercfojre gsetting 
tipon his le^ in aH ha^ he ran for ihelter behind Do* 
lothea^s pamy, and being got thither^ haik you, fir^ 
fryM he to him^ if you have no thought of marryiof 
tms fame lady, 'tis a clear cafe that the kin|dom will 
never be yours ^ and if it be not^' what good can you be 
abittodome? Then l^t any one judg^ whether I have 
|iot caufe to compIai|i, ^inierefore, gpod your wodhiy;, 
mJUty her once for allj now we have her raip'd down, 
{tt it were^ from heavep to us,^attd you may after keep 
company with my lady Dnkinea ^ for I gueis you*ll not 
be tneoply king m the world, that has kept a oiiis or 
two in a .corner. As for beauty, d*you fee, I'll not 
tneddle nor inake ; for (if | muft % the trudx) I liJcc 
both the gentlewomeo well enough ip confcieiic^ y ^ha* 
pow I think on^t, I have never leen ^he lady DiucSnea. 
Ho^, not feen her» blafphemoua traitor, leply'd Don 
iQuijcote, whenjuft now ^ubrou|ht^ft me a menage 
j|rpm her 1 I iay, aniV^'er*d Sancho, I have not feco 
lierfo ici^rely as to take notice of her features and good 
parts ofte^by one | but yet, as 1 faw *exn at a bluA, 
and all ak onc€> inethought I bad no reafon to find 
f{|ul$ wi^ *qm VTfll^ I pr(|o^|hce ^ow^ quoth 
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t>o]i Qoixotey and ^thou jnuft excufe me for what I 
have done to thee ; for the £rft motions are not in our 
power. I perceive that well enough, faid Sancho, and 
that's the reafon my iirft motions are always in my 
tongue \ and I can't for my life help fpeaking what 
comes uppermoft. I;iawever, friend Sancho, {aid Doa 
Quixote^ thott had'ft beft think before thou fpeakeft ^ 

for the pitcher never goes ib oft to the well I need 

iay no more. Well, what muft be muft be, anfwer*d 
Sancho> there's fomebody above who it.Q& all, and will 
one day judge which has moil to anfwer for, whether I 
for fpeaking amifs, or you for doing fo. No more of 
this Sanchoy (aid Dorothea, but run, and kifs your 
lord's hands, and beg his pardon ; and for the time to 
<tome, be .more advis'd and cautious how you run into 
the praife or difpraifc of any perfon ; but efpecially take 
care you do not fpeak ill of that lady of Tcbofo, whom 
I do not know, tho' 1 am ready to do her any fervlce s 
and for your own part^^ truft in heaven 5 .foryou.ihau 
iitfaiUbly have. a lordihip, which /hall enable you to live 
like a prince. Sandio mrugg'd up his (houlders, and in 
a fneakii^ pofhire went and afk'd his mafter for his 
hand, which he held out to him with a grave counte- 
nance \ and after the fquire had kifs^d the back of it, 
the kzught gave him his bleflii^ and told him he h4i a 
word or two with hino, bidding him come neater, that 
he might have the better convenience of fpeaking to 
him. Sancho did as his mafter commanded^ and going 
a little from the company with him ; fince thy retifrn, 
faid Don Q^iscote, applying himfelf to him, I have nei- 
ther had time nor opportunity to enquire into the parti« 
culars of thy embaify, and the anfwer thou, haft brought ;

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Ihe Mows yon gave me e^en' now, ^vere rather given ne 
on account of uie quarrel which the devil (HrrM up be- 
tween your woHhip and me t*other night, than for your 
diflike of any thing which was fpoken againft my ladj 
t)alcinea. Pr*ythee> Sancho, ciyM Z>on Quixote^ be 
careful of falling again into fuch irreverent expreflions ; 
lor they provoke me to anger, and are highly ofFenfive. 
J pardonM thee then for bong a delinquent but ^oa 
art ienfible that a new offence muft be attended with a 
liewDunifhment. As tney were g<»ng on in fuch dif. 
courfe aa this, they faw at a difbnce a perfon riding up 
to *em on an afs, who, as he came near enough to be 
diftinguiih*4> feem*d to be a gipfy by his habit. But 
Sancbo Panza, who, whenever he got fight of any ailes^ 
loIlowM them with his eves and his heart, as one whole 
thoughts were ever fix*a on his own, had fcarce given 
lum half an eye, but he knew him to be Gines de Paf- 
fimpnte, and by the looks of the gipfy found oiit the 
viAge of his afs ; as really it was the verv fame which 

Sines had got under him ; who, to conceal himfelf from 
e knowledge of the publick, and have the better op- 
jportunity of making a good market of his beaft, had 
clodi*d himfelf like a ^pfy ; the cant of that fort of 

£!0ple, as well as the languages of other countries, be- 
g as natural and familiar to tiaem as their own. Suicho

Sancho ran immediately to his afs, and embraced him : 
Aow haft thou done, cryM he, fincc I faw thee, my 
^-^tiflg and treafttre; my dear ^pple, th^ delight of m ^ • 
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cyet, and my deareft compaaion ? And then he ftroik'd 

and flabberM him with kijiesy as if the beaft had been m 

xational creature. The ais^ for his partj^ was as filehC 

as cou*d be, and gave Sancho the h'bexty of as many 

■ki^s as he pleased, without the reoirn of lo much as one 

word to the many qneftioiis he had pnt to him* At 

light of this the reft of the company came up with him, 

and paid their compliments of congratulation to Sancho 

for die recovery (^ his afs, efpecially Don Quixote, who 

told him, that tho* he had found his au a^sin, yeC 

would, not he revoke the warrant he had gir*n him for 

the three afles j for which favour Sauicho retttm*d him 

a multitude of thanky. 

While diey were travelling together, and difcouififl^ 
after this manner, the curate addrefs*d himfelf to Doro^ 
thea, and gave her to underftand, that fhe liad excd-* 
lently difchargM herfelf of what flie had undertake as 
well in the management of the hiftory itfelf, as hi her 
brevity, and adapting her ftile to the particular terms 
made ufe df in l^oks of knight-errantry. She returned 
for anfwer, that ihe had frequently conversM with fuch 
romances, but that fhe was ignorant of the fituation of 
the provinces, and the fea-ports, which occafion*d the 
blunder fhe hald made, by faying that fhe landed at Of^ 
funa.

The gentleman, reply*d the 
curate, has fome qualities in him, ev*n as furprizing in 
a madman, as his unparallelM frenzy : for, take him 
but off from his romantick humour, difcourfe with him.

'While they were tnus difcourfing) Don Quixote^ profe— 
cuting . his converfe with his fquire 3 Sancho> faid he^ 
let as lay alide all manner of animofity, let us forget and 
forgive injuries * ; and anfwer me as fpeedily as thoti 
can*ft, without any remains of thy laft difpleaiurey faowy 
Ivhen, and where didft thou find my lady Dulcinea f 
'What was (he doing when thou firft pay^dft thy refpe^s 
to her ? How didft thou exprefs thylelf to her ? What 
anfwer was ihe pleasM to make thee ? What countenance 
did Ihe put on at the perufal of my letter ? Who tran- 
fcribM it fairly for thee ? And every thing elfe whicfi 
lias any relation to this afiair, without addition, lies or 
flattery. On the other fide, take care thou lofeft not a 
tittle of the whole matter, by abreviating it, left thou 
Tob me of part of that delight which I propofe to myfelf 
fvom tt. Sir, anfwerM Sancho, if I muft fpeak the 
truth, and nothing but the truth, no body copyM out 
the letter for me ; . for I carryM none at sul. That^s 
Tight, cryM Don Quixote, for I found the pocket-book^ 
in which it was written, two days after thy departure; 
which occafion'd exceeding grief in me, becauie I knew 
not what thou cou]d''ft do, when thou found^ft thyfelf 
without the letter j and I cou*d not but be inducM to 
believe that thou would'ft have returnM, in order to 
take it with thee. I had certainly done ib, reply!3

^%^underftand me, as the ncKeft fragrancy diffused 
jcrotind a perfiimer's hngaxihe of odours ? This, at 
Je^ft, you muit grant me. t did indeed feel a fort o£ 
^ent a little onfavoury, faid Sanch6, fomewhat vigb^ 
xous t>r fo ; for J fuppofe fhe had wrought hard, and 
fvreat fomewhat jblcntifuny. *Tis falft, alifwer'd th^ 
ikniflit, thy finelling has bccft debauched by thy owxi 
ffcen^ or fome canker in thy nofe j if thdu cooId*ft tell 
rfifc Kent of opening rofts, fragrant lilies, or the chokci?.

What is thy jBidvice as to* 
my ]ady*s comtnands M Vifit her > I know her power

Thou advifeft me thus, anfwerM Don Quixote^ tluie

upon it ptefently, leave the lady Dulcinea for the prefent^ 
and go kill tl^s fame giant, and make an end of that 
bufinefs firft ; for I dare fwear *twill yield you a good 
market.

you know me ? doii*t yOu remember poor Andrew, 
iMrhom you caused to be untyM from toe tree? lyitfa 
that the knight knew him ; and raifiiig him up, tumM 
to the ^mpany^ that you may all JtnoWy imd he, of 
bow great importance, to the redreifing of injuries, 
puniihing vice, and the univerial benefit of mankind, 
the bttfinefs of knight-errantry may be, yon mail ua- 
derfbuid, that riding through a defart fome days ago, 
I heard certain lamentable fcreeks and out-«riet : prompt- 
ed by the mifery of the afiUded, and borne awmy by the 
zeal of my profeflion I followM the voice, and &und 
this boyv whom you all fee, bound to a gxeat oak ; Vm 
glad he*s prefent, becaufehe can atteft the truth of my 
relation. I found him as Itoldyou, bound to an oak, 
naked from the wafte upwards, and a bloody-^mlnded 
peafant fcoiirging his back unmercifiilly with the t«ins , 
of a bridle. I prefently demanded the cauie of his ie- 
vere chaftifement ? the rude fellow anfwerM, that he 
had liberty to puniih his own fervant, whom he thus us*d 
for fome faults that arguM him more knave than fool. 
Good fir, faid the boy, he can lay nothing to my chaxge, 
but demanding my wages. His mafter niade fome reply, 
which I would not allow as a juft excufe, and ordered 
him immediately to unbind the youth, and took his oath 
that he would take him home and pay him all his wgu 
upon the nail, in good and lawful coin.

And when they do not underftauiid 
this propofition^ which they feldom do, we are obl}^*<l 
l>y operation, to make it yet more plain and obvious eo 
their fenfes : and yet all this labour will at laft prove Ea— 
cflfedual to the convincing them of the irerities of oar 
religion. The fame muft be my method with you, fincv 
^our flrange defire is fo very foreign to all manner of 
3%afon, that I very much fear I fliall fpend my time and 
labour in vain, in endeavouring to eonvince you of yokar 
own fblly, for I can affoid it no Other name. Nay, dici 
3 not Icnrz you as I do, I ihould leave you to the profe— 
cution of your own odd humour, which certainly tends 
to your ruin. But to lay your folly a little more opeii^ 
^roa bid me, Anielmo, attempt a woman of honottr, 
cautious of her reputation, and one who is not muds 
indinM to love $ for all theie good qualifications yoa 
allowM her. tf . therefore you idready kAn^ your wife 
ilf po0eis*d of all th^e advanta^s of mtidence^ 9Hcr^ 
tion, honour^ and refervednefs, what have you more to 
tenqutre after ? And if you believe, as I my felf do^ that 
ihe will be impregnable to all my aflaults | l^iat greater 
and better names will you give her, than flie already de- 
/erves ? Either you pretend to think better of her, than 
jpeally you do, or elfe yon defire you know not what your 
felf. But thai if you do not believe her as virtuous as yon 
pretend, wily would you put it to the trial, why do yon 
jnot rathor oii&her aa yon think Ae deferves f On tlie odier 
liaod, if ihe be as good as you profefs you believe her, 
^hy would you go to tem^ truth and goodnefs h felf, 
without .any reafonable profped of advantage ? For 
when the trial is over, Ihe will be but the fame virtuous 
woman ihe was before. Wherefore *tis allowM that it 
is the tSt& of temerity, and want of reafon, to attempt 
what is. likely to produce nothing but danger and detti* 
ment to the undertaker, efpeciidly, when there is no 
necefiity for it, and when we nay eafily forefee the lolly 
of the undertaking. There are but theft motives to 
incite us to difficult attempts, religion, intereft, or both 
togstl^et^ 'The firft makes the fainta endeavour to leo4 
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aogelick Eves in thefe frail bo£9« Hie (bcpn^ aukcs 
u» expose durfelvcs to the hoards of long voyagies aflfiel 
travels in ttirfuH of riches. The tjiiH motive i» conn 
poiyidiKf or both^ vA prompts us to ad »s wel). foi; tl^ 
honour of Qod^ as for our own partlcuW gh»y ^ iffv 
terefts J as for example, the daring adventims of thff v%s 
Banc ioidier. >yho^ virgM bv his du^ to Cod, hU 
pripce, aad l&is country, fiercely nui9 into the midft of 
a dmd^l breach| uiitenrifyM ^^4th any cpfUtdesatioas af 
tha danger that thre^teijis him. The(e are thiog^ dW. 
every day, and let them b; nev^r fQ-da^pgerpus^ thw 
bring honour, glory^ and trofit, to thof(|^ tliat atteinp\ 
fhem, ]^t by the p/ojeS yoU i&il^ to reduce to an 
experiment, y<»> wiU never Qbtgin, either the glcw^ of 
Heaven, pront 6x reputation : jEar iliQUkl the ax^en^M^c 
aniWor your expeftatioQ, it ^11' make Qb addittoQ,. e^t 
ther lo your content, honour, or riches \ but if it difii 
appoi^e pur hopes, it xnakeB you the moil mi&rabip 
inan alive. ^\ tJbe imaginary advantage of no maf 'a 
knowing your difgrace will (9011 vani/h^ whicn you eo^» 
iidtr, that to know it your i^^ will ^ enouj^ to iUpr

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So duit your boailed deatij, far from alleviating your 
grief, will only ferve to ^icreale it : and if your eyes 
do not exprels it by outward tears, they wiU now from 
your Tery heart in blood. So wct>t that funple dodlot^ 
who, as our poet tells us, made that experioient on the 
brittle veflel, which the more prudent Reynoldus ex- 
CQsM himfelf from doing. This, indeed, is but a poe- 
tical fiction, but yet the moral which it enforces is wor- 
thy being obfenrM and imitated. And accordingly I 
liope you will ilifcover the fbange miftake into which yo» 
would run, principally when you have heard what I have 
ftrther to fay to you. 

Suppoie, Anfelmo^ you had a diamond, as valuable, 
tn the judgment of the beft Jewellers, as fuch a ftone 
could be, would you not be utisfyM with their opinioiiy 
vrithout trying its hardncfs on the anvil ? You moft 
own, that ihould it be proof againft your blows, it 
would not be one jot the more valuable than really it was 
liefbre your fooliih trial} butfhould it happen to break, 
as well it might, the jewel was then entirely loft, as 
well as the fenfe and reputation of the (Owner. This 
precious diamond, my friend, is your Camilla, for io 
ihe ought to be efleemed in all men*8 opinions as well as 
^our own j why then would you imprudently put her in 
clanger of falling, fince your trial will add no greater va* 
lue to her than £he has already ? but if (he fliould prove 
iiail, refleft with yourfelf on the unhappinefs of your 
condition, and how juftiy you might complain of your 
l)eing the cauie of both her ruin and your own* Coa- 
fider, that as a modeft and honeft woman is the moft 
valuable jewel in the world, fo all women^s virtue and 
lionour coniift in the opinion and reputation they main* 
tain with other people, and fince that of your wife is per- 
jfed, both in your own and all other men^s opinion, why 
-will you go^ to no purpofe, to call th6 reality of it in 
queftion ? you muft remember, my friend, that the na- 
^uce.of womcn^is, at bcfl, but weak and impeded } 
amd for that reafon we Aiould be fo far from cafting rubs 
In iti way^ tint Wp ough^ with ail iauigiaable care, to 
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remove every appeannce that might hinder iti ooioie to 
that pede£tioa it wants, wliich it virtue. 

If you believe the fiatunUifh, tiie Ermine is a very 
white little creature ; when the hunters have found its 
haunts, they iiirround it ahnoft with dirt and nure, 
toward which the Ermine being forcM to fly, rather than 
iuily its native white with dirt, it .fui}^ itfclf to be 
taken, preferring irs colour to its liberty and life. The 
virtuou8*woman is our Ermine, whoie chaftity is whiter 
than (how; but to preferve its colour unftlly'd, yon 
muft obferve juft a contrary method : The addrefles and 
fervices of an importunate lover, are the mire into which 
you (hould never drive a woman : for *tis ten to onfe 
ihe will not be able to free her feff -and avoid it, being 
but too apt to ftumble into it ; and therefiture that fliould 
be always remov*d, and only the candour and J)eauty of 
virtue, and the charms of a good fame and reputation 
placM before her. A good woman is alfo not unlike a 
mirtoor of cryilal, which will infallibly be dimm*d and 
fiain*d by breathing to6 much upon it : ihe muft rather 
be usM like the reliques of faints, ador*d but not 
touchM ; or like a garden of curious tender flowers, that 
may at a diflance gratiiy the eye, but are not permitted 
by the mafter to be trampled on or touch*d by every be- 
holder* I Aall add but a few verfes out of a late new 
play, very flt for our prefent purpofe, where a prudent 
old man advisM his neighbour, that had a daughter, to 
lock her up doie { and gives thefe reafons for it^ befides 
feveral others : 

f' Since nothing is frailer than woman and glafs,

as evidtnt; mv wlUa Aio ftm ms take fuch »lib«ty 
with hei^ At will tmagine that i have dUboveind foma 
irreafcn«ft. in her, that has. given mc afluianM- to make 
her (b guiky » difcQir«yy by whkh ike eAMmns her- 
Iblf injured in her honour, you btdn^ th^ ptind^ml paic 
of her, muft of neceflity be «Aft«l with, the al&pats 
As foceiiFcs. For this- is tks rsaibn wh/lhc hoAand, 
though never (b dtfervlng, eautioof and eanfi^ foffeiff^ 
the infikmy of a fcandaloos name if his wiA goes aftzay ; 
whereas in reafon he ought rathar to- bt an ^hjuSt of 
compafion than 'contempt, fteing tht misfoitiu* pro- 
ceeds fiom the vice and fbliy of the wifa^ not his*own 
defeas. But iince die nealbA and juftiee of the man*s 
lufeing for the wtA*s tsan^ngiikNi. i|iay be fewkeabJe 
to you, m give yoa the beft account of' it I caa-^ and 
pray do not think me tedious, fince this is meant for 
your good. When woman' wat given tot man, and mar- 
dage firft oidain*d in pBiidi% man and wife woiv mad« 
and ptononncM one AeA ; the huiband therefore being 
of a piece with the wife^, whatever aflleds heraftAs 
hiiBf as a part of her ; tha*, as I have Aid, he has beea 
ino occafion of it : for as the whole bodv is affected by 
the pain of any part, aa the hBid; friXL Aare the pain of 
^mo^ tho* it n«vwc<us*d that pain, fo iff lAie huAand 
to^^^'f with hitwi£|^i|^agay, be^i^ Ae is patt 9f 
ium* And ii&ce ^ w^rdly honowrt. aa4 ^iAlff9^^>n <^ 
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SerivM from fidh and blood, and the fcandalous bafenef' 
of an unfaithful wife proceeds from the fame principle, it 
neceflkrily follows, that the huiband, tho* no party in 
the dflSsncr, and intirely ignorant and innocent of it^ 
muft have his ihare of the infiuny. Let what I have faid, 
my dear Anfelmo, make you ienfible of the danger in- 
to which you would run, by endeavouring thus to difturb 
the happy tranquillity and repofe that your wife at pre- 
fent enjoys ; and for how vain a curiofity, and extrava- 
gant a caprice, you would roufe and awake thofe peccant 
hurooiirs which are now hilPd afleep by the power of an 
unattempted chaftity. Refled farther, how fmall a re- 
turn yoa can expedl from fo hazardous a voyage, and 
fuch Taluable conunodities as you venture j for the trea- 
fure you will lofe is fo great, and ought to be fo dear^ 
that all wo^s are too inexpreflfive to fhew how much 
you ought to efteem it. But if all I have faid be too 
weak to deftroy your fbolifli refolve, employ fome other 
infhtunent of your difgrace and ruin : for, tho' I fhould 
lofe your friendihip, a lofs which I muft efteem the 
greateft in the world, I will have no hand in an a0air (k 
prejudicial to your honour. 

Lothario uid no more, and Anfelmo difcovering a 
defponding melancholy in his face, remainM a great 
while filent and confounded. At lafl, I have, faid he, 
mf fHend, liftenM to your difcourfe, as you might ob* 
fenre, with all the attention in nature, and every part of 
what you have faid convinces me of the greatnels of your 
wifilom and firiendihip ; and I muft own, that if I fuf- 
fer my defires to prevail over your reafons, I ihun the 
good and purfue the evil. But yet, my friend, you 
oaght, on the other fide, t6refled, thatmydiftemper is 
not much unlike that of thofe women, who fometimes 
long for coals, lime, nay, (bme things that are loath* 
fome to the very fight ; and therefore fome little arts 
ftottld be us*d to endeavour my cure, which might eafily 
be aflleded, if yon would but confent to folicit Caniilla, 
though it were but weakly and remifsly ; for I am fure 
Ae will not b« lb fiail to funcnder at the firft aflault, 
which yet will be fufficient to g^ve me the (ktisfaaion T

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defirc; and in this you will fulfil the duly of our fntui^ 
ihip, in reftoring me to Ii&, and fecurin^ my honour, hj 
your powerful and perfwafive reafuis. Aiidyou arein- 
oted bound as my friend to do thus much to fiscure me 
horn betraying my defefb and fbUies to a fbanger, 
which would hazard that reputation, which yoa luivt 
taken fo much pains to preferve f iince I am fo bent oq 
this ^experiment, th^at if you refme me, I (hall certain- 
ly apply my felf elfewhere : and though a while youx 
reputation may fuifer in Camilla's opinion, yet when ihe 
has once prov'd triumphant, you naay cure that wound^ 
and recover her good opiniao^ by aiioiee» diibovacy ^ 
your deiign. Wherefore I conjure you to com^y vitli

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Matters being thus adjufted, they rcturnM to Aniei« 
too's houfe, where tbey round the beautiful Camilla fad 
with concern ibr the abfence of her hun}ard beyond hii 
Qfual houn Lothario left him there, and retired home, 
aspenfiye how to oome off handfbmefy in this ridicoloat 
mvxy at he had left Anfehno pleased and contented with 
his undertaking it.

Lo- 
thario at laft awakM, and going out with his friend, be 
anfwerM his enquiry to this purpofe, that he did not 
thij^k it convenient to proceed farther, at that time, 
than fome general praife of her wit and brauty, whidi 
would beft prepare his way for what he might do iieiC' 
after, and difpofe her to give a more eafy and willing esr 
to what he mould fay to her : As the devil, by layin» 
a pleafing and apparent good at firft before us, Infinuates 
himfelf into our inclinations fo that he generally gains 
his point before we difcover the cloven foot, ifhisdif- 
guife pafs on us in the beginning.

The next dav Anfelmo deliver'd him the four thou<» 
land crowns, and with them as many perplexing thoughts, 
not knowing how to fupply his invention with fome nc^ 
ftory to' amufe his friend. However at laft he refoWd 
to return the money, with aiTurarice that Camilla was » 
URmov'd with prelents, as with praife, and as untouched 
with prom)fes as with vows and fighs of Love ; aiiil 
therefore all farther attempts wou*d 5e But a fruitlela 
labour. This was his intention ; but fortunft that med'-« 
di'd too mtich in thefe affairs difappointed his defigns*

Lothario, Lothario ! cryM Anfelmo, is it thus 
that you keep your prpmifes ? is this what I fhould ex- 
peft from youi; friendihip *? I oBferv'd you tltfough that 
door, and found that you faid not a word to Camilla ; 
and from thence I am very well iatisfy*d, that you have 
only imposM on me all the anfwers and relations you 
have made. Why did you hinder me from employing 
fome other, if you never intended to fatisfy my defire ? 
Anfelmo faid 00 more, but this was enough to confound 
Lothario, and cover him with fhame for being found in 
a lye. Therefore to appeafe his friend, he fwore to him, 
from that tin\s f^nvard. to fct in 2094 Wnsft z^o^^ the

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flatter, and that fo elTeflQally, that he himfelf, if he 
v^ouM again give himCelf the trouble of obferviii^ bin-, 
ihoold ^nd proof enough of his fincerity. Anfelioo be- 
lievM hizn \ and to give him ^he better opportunit}-, ht 
engaged a friend of his to fend for him, with a great deal 
of importunity, to come to his houfe at a village near 
the city, where he meant bo fpend eight days, to take 
away aU apprehenfion and fear from both his friend and 
))is wife. 

Was ever man (b unhappy as Anfelmo, who ipduAri- 
Aufly contrivM the plot of his own ruin and diihonour? 
he had a very good wife, and poiTefs'd her in quiet, with- 
out aiiy other man*s mingling in his plealuresj hn 
thoughts were bounded with her owA houfe, and her 
huiband, the only earthly good fhe hop^ or thought on, 
and her only pleafure and defire ^ )m will the rule of 
hers, anj meafure of her conduct. When he j^&m 
love, honour, beauty and difcretion, without pai|i ot toil, 
vrhat flipu*d oroyoke.himto feek withfo muph danger 
And hazft'd or what he ha^i already, that which was not 
to b^ found in nature ! he that aims at things impofiiblf, 
jought juftly to lofe thofie advantages which are withifl 
the bomida pf poHibility, as ^e ppet fing$ :

The next day Anfelmo went out of town j having fir* 
^ form'd Camilla« thap his friend Lothario would lot"^ 
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^^ter his affairs^ and keep her company in his abfenc^ 
and deiirM her to make as much of hun ^ of himfel^i 
His lady^ like a difcreet woman, beggM him to coniideif 
how improper a thing it was for any other to take hi* 
pbce in his abfence ; and told him, tnat if he doubted 
hjT ability in managing her houfe^ he fliould try her buC 
this time, and Ihe qu^pn'd not but be would firid Ihtf 
bad capacity to acquit herielf to hia fatisfailion in greater 
matters. Arifelmo ^epIyM^ that it was her duty flot td 
^Ifpute, but obey his coihmand ! to which Ihe returned, 
that ihe would Qomply, tho* much againft her will, hk 
ihort, her husband left the town: Lothario, the nibet 
day, was receivM at her houfe with all the refpefl that 
rould be paid a jfriend fo dear to her husband ; but yet 
with ^ much caution, that (he never (vermitted herielf 
to be left alone with him, but kept perpetually fome of 
her maids in. the room, and chiefly Leonela^ fof whonl 
ihc had a -particular love, as having bean bred in htt 
father's houfe with her from her infancy. 

Lothario faid nothing to her the three ftrft days, not* 
vithftanding he might have Ibuhd ah Opportunity when 
the fervants were gone to dinner ; for tho* the prudent 
Camilla had orderM Leonela to dine before her, that flic 
Aighthave no dccafion to go out of the room ; yet ihe, 
who had other' afliiirs to employ her thoughts^ ^tnore 
agreeable to her inclinations (to gratify \t^i€h tnat was 
ufualty the only convenient time flle eould find) wai 
act Co veiry pun£hially obedient to h^r lad/s com* 
mands, but thkt flie fometimas left theih together* Lo'* 
thario did not yet' make ufe o^ thefe advantages, as t 
have laid, beiA^ awM by the vhtue an4 modeify of Ca-* 
milla.

For though 
he Slid nothing, his thoughts were active, his eyeS were 
cmployM to fee and furvey the outward charms of a fornft* 
'fo perfect, that *twas enough to fire thje moil cold, and 
foften the moft obdurate Inart, In tfiefe intervals of 
filence, heconfiderM howmuch ihedefervM to be be« 
lov'd j and thefe confideratlons by little and little under-*

In £ne, Camilla's b^uty, and the 
opportunity given him by the huiband him^dU*, wholly 
vanquiih*d his faith and friendship.. And now having an 
eye only to the means of obtaining .that pleafure, to

ad fpent the three firftdays of AnfflffioVabfence, in a 
conflict betwixt love and virtue, heaften^ted, by all 
3Qaeans poiTiblej to prevail with Camilla,, and difooverM 
t^ much paiHon in his. wo^ apd a£lloi}s„ that Camilla, 
lurpric'd with the unexpe^^ed aflault, flung from him 
tout of the room, and letir'd with hafU toher chamber. 
Hope is always bora with love, nor did this.repulfe in 
£he leaft difcourage Lothario from farther- attempts on 
tpamilla^ who. b^. this appeared.. more .charmiii& and 
more worthy his purfuit;. She» on the other hai^, Imew 
not what to do upon the difcov^ryOf that in Lothario, 
■which Ihe never couM have imagined. . The fefult of her 
st^fiibions was this, -that fince ihe cmoluM' npt give him 
ainy opportunity of fpeaking to \itt agMn> without the 
hazard of her. reputation and honp«;Qf, die wou*d fend a 
letter to l^er huAand to folicit his rMitm to his houfe. 
Ifhe letter fhe ient hy a meileliger that vexy' night | and 
St was to this purpofe, 
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JH vtbicb the. hijhry of the durious Ixnp^rUneat is ^Jkti 

AS *tis very improper toleav6 aJi arnly Without A 
generiil, and a garrifon without its goverflor ; 1*6 
to me it feems much more imprudent to leave a youn^ 
marry^d wonlail without her hufband j efpedaily when 
'' there ar^ no affairs 6( confiiquence to plead for hit 
*' ahfeiice. I find my feliT ib ill ift vour^S, iind fo im-* 
patient^ and unahle to dndufe it any longer, that if yo« 
come not hohie very quickly^ I fliall be obliged to 
return to my father's, tno' I leave your houfe with- 
out any one to look after it S for the perfon to whoni 
you have intrul^d the t^t df youk* ^aMilV, |has^ I 
believe, more regard to his OMm pleafure ttuii youi^ 
concerns. You are wife and prudent, and therefore I 
ihall fay no more, nor is it convenient I ihou*d* 

Anfelmo was not a Uttle fatisfyM at the receipt d th!i 
letter, which afTur'd him that Lothario had begun thft 
attempt, which ihe had repellM according to his hopes | 
and therefore he fent her word not to leave his houfei a(^ 
furiog her it AouM hot belong before he rstum*d* Ca* 
miJla was furprisM with his a^wer, and more perplet*d 
than before, being equally afraid of gouig to her father^ 
and of ftaying at home ; in the firft me difobey*d her 
hufiwnd, in the latter ran the rifqae of her honour, ^Ths 
worft refolution prevailM, which was to ffaiy at her own 
houfe, and not avoid Lothario's company, left it fhou*^ 
gtive fome caufe of fufpicion to her (ervants. And now 
file repented her writing to Anielmo, left he (hou*d fuf'* 
pe^ tnat Lothario had obfervM fome indifcretion in her^ 
that made him lofe the refpe^ due to her, and gave him 
affurance to offer at the corrupting her i^rtue : but con* 
fiding in heaven and her own mnocence, which (kt 
thought proof fgaioft all Lothario's attenipts, flie re* 
iulv'd to make iio anfwer to whatever he would fay t9 
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ber, snd never 'ifiolte td tronble her haflbind lilnth com- 
fftaiiits, for fear of engaging hhn ih difputes and qnarreU 
with his friend. Fori thatreaibn fkt confiderM how ihe 
ipight beft excufe him to Anfehnqr when he fhouM ex- 
amine the csufe of her vrriting to nim iathat manner. 
With a refolutioQfo innocent and dangerous, the next 
&y ihe gave ear to all that Lothario fald : and he^ve 
the aflault with fuch force land vigour, that Camilla's 
conftancy could npt ftand the fhodc unmov*d^ and her 
virtue c<^u'd do no more than guard her eyes from betray- 
ing that tender compaffion, of which his vows and in- 
treaties, 9nd all his fighs and tears had made her heart 
fenfible» L6thario difcoverM this with an infinite fatis- 
jfa£tion, and no lefs addition to his flame ; and found 
that he ought to make ufe of this opportunity of Anfel- 
sno*8 abfence, with all his force and importunity, to win 
€0 Valuable a fortrefs. He began with the powerful 
l)attery of the praife of her beauty, which being direftly 
T^ointed en the weakeft part of woman, her vanity, uith

as grtiat as a l^veT wou*d defire. I;othario was not un-

<}bdurate a rock, it 4noft at laft have fall'n. He wept, 
pray*d, 'fiatt^'d^ pcofiiis'd, fwore, vow'd, >a&d ihew'd 
lb much paflion and truth in what.h^ ^aid, that beating 
down the care ■ef her honour, he, at laft, triumphed 
over what he fcafce durft hope, tho"* what he moft of all 
defir'd ; for A^e, jEit laft, furrender^d, even Camilla fur- 
rcnderM. Nor o«ght we to wonder if ihe yielded, fmce even 
Lothario^s fi-iendihip and virtue were not abJe to wich- 
iland the terrible ailauit j an evident proof that love is a 
power too ftrong to be overcome by any thing but flying, 
and that no mortal creature ou^t to be fo prefumptuous 
as to ilaad the encounter, fines, there is need of fome- 
thing more than human, and indeed a heavenly force, 
to confront and vanqui/h that human pa^ion. Leonela 
was the only confident of tliis amour^ which ihefe new 
lovers and faithlefe friends could not by any means cen-

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-to Camilla^ that her hafttand^ for her trial;, had de- 
signedly given him this opportunity, to which he ow'd 
fo extreme a happinefs j becaoTe fhe fhouM oot think he 
vranted love to fohcit hkr himfelf with importunity, or 
that fhe was gainM on too eafy terms. 

Anfelmo capt home In a few days, but di/cover*d not 
"what he had loft^ the* it was what he moil vahiM and 
efteem^d : from thence he went to Lothario, and cm- 
bracing him, beggM of him to let him know his fate. 
All I can tell you, my friend, anfwer'd Lothario, h 
that you may boaft yourfelf of the belt wife in the 
world, the ornament of her fex, and tlie pattern which 
all virtuous women oueht to follow. Words, offers, 
prefents, all is ineffeftual, the tears I pretended to ibcd, 
mov*d only her laughter, Camilla is not only miftrefs 
of the greateft beauty, but of modeffy, dKcretion, 
fweetnefs of temper, and every other virtue and perfec- 
tion that add to the charms of a woman of honoux;. 
Therefore, my friend, here take back your mbftcy, I 
have bad no occafion to Jay it oot, for Camilla's in- 
tegrity cannot be comfpted by fuch bafe and mercenary 
things as gifts and promifes. And now, Anfelmo, be 
at laft content with the trial you have already made ; 
and having fo luckily got over tne dangerous (juick-fands 
of doubts and fufpicions that are to be met with in the 
ocean of matrimony, do not venture out again, with 
another pilot, that veflel, whofe ibength you have fuf- 
fidently experiencM j but believe yourfelf, as > on are, 
fecurely anchorM in a fafe harbour,' at pleafure and cafe, 
till death, from whofe force, no title, power, nor dig- 
nity can fecure us, does comfc and cut the cable. An- 
felmo was extremely fttisfy'd with Lothario's difcourfe, 
and belicvM it as firmly as if it had been an oracle j yet 
defir'd him to continue his purfuit, if it were tut to pafs 
away the time : he did not require he ftouM prefs Ca- 
milla with thofc importunities he had before usM, but 
only make fome verfes in her praife, under the name of

Anfelnlo wai not lefs profufe in his praife of thi!<$ fon^ 
fiet, than he had been of the other, and fo added nrw 
fuel to the fire that was to confume' his reputation* He 
contributed to his own abufe, in conunending his falfe 
friend*s attempts on his honour, as the raoft important 
fervice he could do it ; and this made him believe, that 
every ftep Camilla made down to contempt and difgrace, 
vras a degree ihe mounted towards that perfe^ion of vir- 
tue whicE he ddir*d ihe ihould attain. 

Some 
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Some tim« after, Camilla being alofte with her inaid^ 
1 am afhamM, faid ihe, my Leonela, that I gave Lo** 
thario fo eafy a conquell over me, and did not know 
my own worth enough to make him undergo fome 
greater fatignes^ before I made him fo entire a furrender. 
I am afraid he will think my hafty confent the'efl«£t of 
the loofenefs of my temper, and not at all confider that 
the force and violence be us*d, depriv'd me of the power 
o^ refifting. Ah ! madam, return'd Leonela, let not that 
difquiet you ; for the fpeedy beihm'ing a benefit of an 
intrinfick value, {ind which you defign to beftow at laft, 
can never leflen the favour ; for according to the old 
proverb. He that gives quickly gives twice. To anfwer 
your proverb with another, reply *d Camilla, That which 
coft little is lefs valued. But this ha» nothing to do 
with you, anfwcr'd Leonela, iince *tis faid of love that 
it fometimes goen, fometimes flies ; runs with one, 
walks gravely with another ; turns a third into ice, and 
fets a fourth in a Aame : it v^ ounds one, another it kills t 
Lke lightning it begins and ends in the fame moment :

^0 gain a conqueft, took the fliort opportimity of my 
'nafter*s abfence, which bemg fo fhort and uncertain, 
We, that had before determinM this fhou*d be done, 
added force and vigour to the lover, not to leave any 
thing to time and chance, which might, by Anfelmo^a 
return, cut oft* all opportunities of accompli/hing fo 
agreeable a work.

it, being certain that ihe durft not make any difcovery to 
her mafter : for when ence a miihefs has fufFerM her 
▼irtiie to be ^nqui/h*d, and admits of any criminal cor- 
refpondence^ it fubje6ts her to her own fervants, and 
makes her fubfisrvieat to their leud pradices^ which fhe, 
is flaviihly bound to conceal. Thus it was with Camilla^ 
who was forced to wink at the vifible rendezvous^ which 
Lconela had with her lover, in a certain chamber of the 
boiife which fhe thought proper for the occafion ; nor 
was that all, flie was conftrain'd to give her the oppor- 
tunity of hiding himy that he might not be feen by her 
hu/band. 

Bat all this caution did not fecure him from being feen

For Lothario 
concluded that Camijlla, that had made no very obftinate 
refinance to him, had as eafily furrcnderM to fome 
other ; and he fancyM that the perfon he faw come from 
her houfe was the new-favour*d lover ; never remembring 
there was fuch a perfon as Leonela in the houfe, and 
that he might be a lover of hers. For when once a wo- 
man parts with her virtue, ihe lofes the elleem even of 
the man whofe vows and tears won her to abandon it \ 
and he believes ihe will with as little, if not lefs difficulty, 
yield to another j he perverts the leaft fufpicions into 
reality, and takes the ilighteil appearance for the moil 
evident matter of fad>. 

Thus Lothario, diftra£ted by the moft violent jea- 
loufy in the world, without allowing himfelf time to 
confide^, gave way to the tranfports of his rage and dc- 
firf of re\ enge on Camilla, who had not injurM hinn

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Jbe goes ImmediAtcIy to Anfelino^ and having found him 
abed : I have, my friend, faid he to him, mefc fercial 
days undergone a moil fevere conflict within my miDd, 
and usM all the force and violence I was capable of to 
conceal an affair from you, which I can no longer /br- 
bear difcovering, without an apparent wrong to juftic^ 
and my friendfhip. Know then that Camilhi is turn 
ready to do whatfoever I Ihall defire of her ; and the rea- 
fon that moft prevailed with me to delay this diiboT-«iy, 
vas, that I would be fatisfy'd whether flie were in ear- 
ned, or only pretended this compliance to try mc j but 
had fhe been 10 virtuous as you and I believ'd her, Ifae 
would, by this time, have informM you of that impor- 
tunity which, by your defire, I us*d : but finding dat 
/he is fiient, and takes no notice of that to you,' I have 
reafon to believe that fhe is but too fincere in thofe' guilty 
promifes ihe has made me, of meeting me to my fatiC- 
faftion in the wardrobe, the next time your abfcDce 
from the town ihould furnifh her with an opportunitr. 
(This was true indeed,' for that was the place of th«3r 
common rendezvous) Yet I would fiot have you, ooii> 
tinu'd he, take a ra(h and inconfiderate revenge', Caoe 
*tis pofliblej before the time of aflignation, her vhtac 
may rally, aijd fhe repent her folly. Therefore, is yw 
have hitherto taken my advice, be rui'd by mc now, 
that you may not be imposed on, but have a fuffickot 
convid^ion before you put your refolves into'executkn. 
Pretend two or three days ab fence, and then priva»3y 
convey yourfelf behind the hangings in the wardrobe, a 
you eafily may, whence you may, without difficulty, he, 
an eye-witnefs with me of Camilla's condu^-^ and if it 
be as criminal as we may juftly fear, then you may widi 
fecrecy and fpced puniih her, as the injury defennes. 

Anielmo was extremely furpriz'd at fo unexpe^led t 
misfortune, to find himfelf deceiv'd in thofe imagiuvy 
triumphs he pleasM himfelf with, in Camiila^s fuppos^J 
victory over all Lothario's alTaults. A great whik ht 
was in a fiient iufpchce, with his eyes deje^ed, withooC 
force, and without fpirit ; but turning at lafl to his 
fxkiA, you iiave doo? all^ U\^ he, Lothario, diat I 
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i-tmld erpeft from fo perfe£l a friend/hjp, I will there- 
*?re be entirely gtiidcd by your advice j do therefore 
ii-hat you pleafc, but ufc ail the fccrecy a thing of tWs 
xatttre requires, Lothario> afTuring him of that, left 
iim 5 but ftill of repentance for the ra/hnefs he had 
Icen goilty of in telhng him fo much as he had, iince 
lie tDight have taken a fufficient revenge, by a lefs cruel 
and difhonourable way. He cursM his want of fenfe, 
and the weaknefs of his refolution, but could not find 
out any way to produce a lefs. fatal event of his trea- 
chery, than he could julUy expedt from the experiment. 
But at laft he -concluded to inform Camilla of all he had 
done j which his freedom of accefs gave him oppor-p 
tnnity to do that very day, when he found her alone ; 
and fhc began thus to him. I am fo opprefsM, my Lo- 
thario, with a' misfortune which I lie under, that it 
w^ certahily for ever deftroy my quiet and happinefs, if 
tiiere be not fome fpeedy remedy found for it : Leonela 
is grown fo preAiniptuous, on h<!r knowledge of my af* 
fans, that file admits her lover all night to her chamber, 
and fo expofes my reputation to the cenfure of any that 
Aall fee him go out at unfeafonable hours from my 
houfe ; and the gr^ate/^, and moft remedilefs part of my 
grief is, that I dare not corrc£l or chide her for her im- 
pmdence and impudence ; for being confcious of our 
corrcfpondence, mt obliges me to conceal her failings, 
which I am extremely apprehcnfive will in the end be 
very fatal to my happinefs. Lothario Was at firHr jealous 
that Camilla defignM cunningly thus to impofe her own 
nrhrado on him for Leonela^s ; but being convincM by 
ner tears, and the apparent concern in her face, he be* 
gan to believe her, and at the fame time to be infinitely 
conlbunded and griev*d for what he had done. Yet he 
ccnforted. Camilla, affuring her he would take effectual 
tare for the future, that Leonela*8 impudence flionld do 
her no prejudice, and therefore begg'd her not to torment 
herfelf any noore about it. Then he told all the un- 
happy effeas of his jealous rage, and that her husband 
had agreed behind the arras to be witncfs of her weak - 
Kis, He afk'd her pardon for the folly, and her co' 

la 
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fel how to redrefs and prevent the ill efl«€t of It, ani 
bring them out of thofe di^lculties into which his mad- 
nefs had plung'd them. 

Camilla exprefs'd her refentment and her fears ; . and 
accus'd his treachery, bafenefs, and want of confidcra* 
tion ; yet her anger and fears being appeas*d, and a 
w6man^s wit being always more pregnant in difficulties 
than a man>> fhe immediately thought of a ^'ay to deli- 
ver them from dangers that bore fo difmal and nelple^ a 
face. She ther^ore bid him engage Anfelmo to be there 
the next day^ afl'uring him ike did not queftion but by 
that means to get a more freouent^ and fecure opportD- 
nity of enjoying one another Uian Uiey hitherto had had. 
She would not make him privy to her whole defign, 
but bid him be fure to come after her hujband was £^ 
as foon as Leonda ihou*d call him, and that he ihou^d 
anTwer as diredly to whatfoever ihe ihou*d ailb him, as if 
Anfelmo were not witlun hearing. Lothario (parM no im- 
portunity to get from her her whole defign, that he might 
a£t his part with the greater afTurance^ and the better to 
contribute to the impofing on her husband. AH you 
have to do, replyM CamiUa, is to anfwer me diiedly 
what I ihall demand ; nor would (he difcover any mor^ 
for fear he fhould not acqulefce in her opinion (whicn 
fhe was fo well fatisfyM in) but raife difficultieai and 
by confequence, obflades, that znight hinder her defign 
from having the defir*d event, or nm her upon fome lefi 
fuccefsful proje£^, Lothario complyM^ and Anfehno in 
appearance left the town to retire to his friend in tbe 
country, but fecretly return*d to hide him&lf in the 
wardrob?, which he did with the greater eafe, becauie Ca- 
milla .and Leonela wilfully gave him opportunity. We may 
eafily imagine the grief with which Anfelmo hid him- 
fclf, fince it was to be a fpe£lator of his own di/honour, 
and the lofs of all that happinefs he poflefsM In the em- 
braces of his beautiful and belov*d Camilla. On the 
other hand, fhe being now certain that Anlelmo was hid, 
enterM the wardrobe with Leonela^ and fetching a deep 
and piteous. figh, thus addrcfs*d herielf to her: ah t my 
leonela ! would it not be much better that thou pierce 

this 
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in^unotis bofom with Anfelmo's dagger, T)cforc I 
te what I defign, which I have kept from thee 
-vJiat thou might'ft not endeavour to difappoint me ? Yet 
fo 5 for, where is tiie juftice that I ihould fuffer 
another^s ofit^nce ? No, I will firft Jf now of Lotha- 
what a^Yion of mine has given him affurance to -make 
a difcovcry of a palfion fo injurious to his friend, and 
-nr^ honour. Go to the window, Leonela, aifd call the 
-wTOced tav\ to me, who doubtlefs is waiting in the 
" flje ct the -jfignal for his admiflion to accomplift his vil- 
launous defign j yet firft my refoiution flial! be perfbrm'd, 
ifrhicia tho* it he crnel, is wliat my honour ftriftly de- 
mands of me^ Ala's ! my dear lady, cryM the cunning 
lieoiiela, alas ! what dp you intend to do with that dag- 
■■gcr ? Is your "fat^ dtfrgn againft yourfelf or Lothario ? 
Alas ! you can attadk- neither without the ruin of your 
fame and rcptftdtion. You had better give no opportu- 
nity to that bad m?n by admitting him while we are thus 
alone in the honfe •: confider, madam, we are but two 
yreaJk: and helpkft 'women, he a ftrong and refolute man, 
'whofe force is redoubled- by tbe paffion and defire that 
pofiHs him 5 fo that before you may Be able to accom> 
plHh what you defign, he may commit a crime that will 
be more injurious to you than the lofs of your life. We 
have reafonto curft my mafter Anfelmo, who gives fuch 
ircqnent opportunities to impudence and diihonefty to 
pollxite our houfe. But, n^adam, fuppofe you fhould 
lull Mm, as I believe you defign, what fliall we do with 
his dead bo<Jy ? What! faid Camilla, why we would 
leave him in this place to be buried by Anfelmo ; for it 
muft be a grateful trouble to him to bwy with his own 
hand his own infamy and diftonour. Call him there-t 
fore quickly, for methinks every moment my revenge is 
deferred, I injure that loyalty I owe to my husband. 

Anfelmo gave great attention to all that was faid, and 
every word of Camilla's made a ftrange alteration in his 
fcntmients, fo that he could fcarce forbear coming out to 
prevent his friend's death, when he heard her defpcrate 
Tffolution againft his life ; but his defire of feeing th© 
end of fo brave a refolve withheld him, till he faw 
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abfoiiite oeceffity of diicovenisg hiaafelf to lunder tic 
mi/chief. Now Camilla put on, a fear and weaiuic^ 
which refembled a fwoon : and having thrown heiielf oa 
a bed in the rocm, LeoneU began a moft dokfiil hsoKH- 
tation over her : alas ! iaid ihe, how unfortunate ihooid 
I be^ if my lady, fo eminent for virtue and chaftity as 
well as beauty, fhould thus perilh in my arms ? Thi% 
and muoh more ihe uttered with that force of perfc^ 
diffimulation, that whoever had feen her would have 
concluded her one of the moft innocent virgins in tiie 
world, and her lady a meer perfecuted Penelope* Ca- 
milla ibon came to herfelf, and cry*d to LconeLiywhy don*t 
you call the moft treacherous and unfaithful of friendt ? 
Go, fly, and let not thy delays wafte my revenge and 
anger in meer words and idle threats and curies. Ma- 
dam, reply'd Leoncla, I will go, but you mnft fiift give 
me that dagger, left you commit fomfi outrage upon 
your felf in my abfence, which may give an eteinal 
caufe of forrow to all your friQn4s that love and value 
you. Let not thofe fears detain you, (aid Camilla, 
but aflure yourfelf I will not do any thing till you re- 
turn ; for tho' I /hall not fear to puoifti myielf in tbe 
higheft degree, yet I ftiall not, like Lvctetia, puniA 
myfelf without killing him that was the principal caufe 
of my diihonour. If I muft die, I /hall not refuie it ; 
but I will firft /atisfy my revenge on him that bai 
tempted me to come to this guilty aflignation, to make 
him lament his crime without being guilty of any 
myfelf. 

Camilla could Scarce prevail with Leonela to leave her 
alone, but at laft /he obeyM her and withdrew, when 
Camilla entertained herfelf and her husbax^ with this 
following foliloquy : good lieav''nj faid /he, had (not 
better hfive continued my repulfes, than by this feeze 
ing confent.fufter Lothario to think fcandaloully of me, 
till my aflions /hall convince him of his error ? That 
indeed might have been better in fome refpe^, butthep 
I /hould have wanted this opportunity of revenge, an) 
the fatisfadbon of my h«sband*s InjurM honour, li he 
vcFe permjitted without any coue^ion to go oflF with the 

. infoleocf 
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s&lence of offering fuch oriminal aflaults to my virtue. 
No, no, let the traitor's life atone for the guilt of hi$ 
Falfc and unfaithful attempts, and his blood quench that 
lead fire he was not content fliould burn in his own 
breaft. Let the world be witne6 if it ever comes to 
know my ftory, that Camilla thought it not enough to 
prefervc w virtue and loyldty to her husband entire, but 
alfo revenged the hateful affront, and the intended de* 
ftruaionofit. But it might be moft convenient per- 
haps to let Anfelmo know of this before 1 put my re- 
venge in execution ; yet on the firfl attempt I fent him 
word of it to the village, and I can attribute his not 
refenting fo notorious an abufe to nothing but his gene- 
rous temper, and confidence in his friend, incapable or 
believing fo try'd a friend could be guilty of fo much as 
a thought againft his honour and reputation } hor is this 
incredulity fo ftrangc, fmcc 1 for fo long together could 
not perfwade myfelf of the truth of what my eyes and 
ears convey'd to me ; apd nothing could have convinced 
roe of my generous error, had. his infolence kept within 
any bounds, and not dared to proceed to large gift*, 
large prpmifes, and a flood of tears which he flied as the 
imdiflcmblcd tefHmony of his paflion. But to what 
purpofc are thefe Qonfiderations ? Or is there indeed any 
need of confidering to perfwade me to a brave 'cfolve ? 
Avaunt falfe thoughts. Revenge is now my talk, let 
the treacherous man approach, let him come, let him 
die, let him perifh 5 let him but pprifli, no matter 
what's the fatal confequcnce. My dear Anfelmo re- 
ceiv'd me to his bofom fpotlcfe and chafte, and fo (hall 
the grave receive me from his arms. Let the event be 
as fatal as it will, the worft pollution I can this way 
UStt is of mingling my own chafte blood with the im- 
pure tnd corrupted blood of the moft falfe and treache- 
rous of friends. Having fald this, Ae traVersM thp 
room in fo paflionate a manner, with the drawn dagger 
in her hand, and fhcw'd fuch an agitation of fpirit in 
her looks and motion, that ihe appear'* like one di- 
^aed, or more like a nwrfer^, thaft a tender and 

^^^%- Anfelrr 
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Anfefano, not a little to his fatisFaftion, very plaiof^ 
faw and heard all this from behind, the arras, whim 
with the grcateft reafon and evidence in the world rc- 
inov*d all his paft doubts and jealoufies, and he with 
abundance of, concern wiihed that Lothario would not 
come, that he might by that means cfcape the dangff 
that fo apparently threatned him j to prevent which he 
had difcovcrM himfelf, had he not feen Leonela at that 
inftant bring Lothario into the room. As foon as Ca- 
milla faw him enter, flie defcrib*d a line with the 
poniard on the ground, and told him the minute he prc- 
fum*d to pafs that, Ae would ftrike the dagger to his 
heart : hear me, faid fhe, and obferVe what I lay with- 
out interruption j when I have done, you fliall hare 
liberty to make what reply you pleafe. Tell me firit, 
Lothario, do you know my husbaKd, and do you kno>v 
me ? The queftion is not fo difficult but y6u may give 
me immediate anfwer ; there is riol heed of confidering, 
fpeak therefore without delay. Lothario was not fo dull 
as not to guefs ,at her de/ign in having her husband hid 
Ibehind the hangings, and therefore adapted his anfwcrs fo 
well to her queftions, that the fldtlon was loft in the 
appje arancQ of reality. I did never imagine, fair Ca- 
milla, faid Lothario, that you would make this afligna- 
tion to aik queftions fo diftant from the dear fend of my 
coming., If you had a mind ftill to delay my promis'8 
happinefs, you ihould have prepared me for the difap- 
pointment ; for, the nearer the nope of poffeffion brings 
us to the good we defirc, the greater is the pain to have 
thofe hopes deJlroy'd, But to anfwer your demands, I 
muft own, madam, that I do know your htf5band, and 
he me j that this knowledge has grown up <vith us from 
our childhood j and, that I may be a witncfs againft my 
felf of the injurjrl am compellM by love to do hira, I do 
alfo own, divineCamilla, that you too well know the 
tendernefs x)f our mutual friendmip : yet love is a fuffi- 
cient excu{e for all my errors, If they were much more 
criminal than they are. And, madam, that I know yru 
is evident, arid love yOu equal to him, for nothing but 
"-^"r charms could Iuiyc power enough to make me for- 
get 
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g^t what I owe to my own honour^ and what to the 
holy kiws of friendship, all which I have been forcM to 
break by the refiftlefs tyranny of love. Ah ! had I 
known you lefs, I had been more innocent. If you con- 
fcfs all this, faid Camilla, if you know us both, how 
dare you violate fo facred a friendship, injure fo true a 
friend, and appear thus confidently before me, whom 
you know to be efteemM by him the mirrour of his love, 
in which that love fo often views itfelf with pleafure and 
fatisfadtion j and in which you ought to have furvey'd 
yourfelf fo far, as to have fccn how fmall the tempta* 
tion is, that has prevailed -on you to wrong him. But 
alas ! this points me to the caufe of your tranfgitflion, 
feme fufpicious adion of mine when I have been leaft 
on my guard, as thinking myfelf alone ; but aflure your- 
felf wlutever it was, it proceeds not from loofenefs or 
levity oi principle, but a negligence and liberty which 
the lex fometimes innocently fall into when they think 
themselves unobferv'd. If this were not the caufe, fay, 
traitor, when did I liftcn to your prayers, or in thelcaft 
regard your tears and vows, fo that you might derive 
from thence the fxnalleft hope of accomplifhing your in- 
famous defires ? Did I not always with the laft averfion 
and dilHain rcjcft your criminal paffioa ? Did I ever be- 
tray a belief in your lavifh promifes ? Or admit of your 
prodigal ^ts ? But fince without fomc hope no love can 
long fubfift, I will lay that hateful guilt on fome un- 
happy inadvertency of mine 5 and therefore wiU infli£l 
the faxne punifhment on myfelf, that your crime de« 
ferves. And to Shew you that I cannot but be cruel to^ 
you, who will not fpare myfelf, I fent for yqu to be a 
witncfe of that juft facrifice I fliall make to my dear 
hufband's ingurM honour, on which you have fix'd th«, 
blackeft mark of infamy that your malice could fuggeft^ 
and which I alas ! have fuUied too by my thpughtlcft 
neglea of depriving you of the occafion, if indeed I 
gave any, ofnouriBiing your wicked intentions. Once 
more I tell you, that the bare fufpicion that my want of 
caution, and fettiiigfo fevere a guard on my aaions as I 
©ught, has mtfde you baibQ^r fnch vrUd. and. iwmo- 
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intentions, i« the iharpeft of my affliftions, and 'whzt 
with my own hands I refolve to puniA with the utmoft 
fevcrity. For, ihould I leave that punishment to ano- 
ther, it would but incrcafc my guilt. Yes, I will die; 
"but firft to fatisfy my revenge, and impartialjuftice, I 
will unmov'd, and unrelenting, deftroy the fatal caufe 
that has reducM me to this deiperate condition. 

At thefe words <he flew i^ath fo much violence, and fo 
well.afted a fury on Lothario with her naked dagger, 
that he could fcarce think it feigned, and therefore fe- 
cured himfelf from her blow by avoiding it, and holding 
her hand. Thereupon, to give more life to the fifbon, 
as in a rage^at her aifappointed revenge on Lothario, Ae 
cried out t fince my maJicious fortune denies a complei: 
fatisfad^iontomvjuftdefires, at leaft itfliall not be in 
its power intirely to defeat my refolotion. "With that, 
drawing back her dagger>hand from Lothario who held it, 
ihe ftrucfc it into that part of her body where it might do 
her the ^fl damage, and then fell d6wn, ais iainticg 
away with the wound. Lothario and Lepnela furorizM 
at the unexpeAed event, knew Hot yet. what to mink, 
feeing her itiii lie all bloody on the ground \ Lothario 
pale and trembling ran to her to take out the dagger, bat 
was delivered of his fears when he faw fo h'ttk blood fol- 
low it, and more than ever admir*d the cunning and wit 
of the beautiful dunilla. Yet to play his part as well, 
and fliew himfelf a friend, he lamented over CamiUa^s 
body in' the moft pathetick manner m the world, as if 
flie had been really dead : he cursM himfelf, and cursM 
his friend ' that had {>ut him on that fatal experiment ; 
and knowing that Anfelmo heard him, he faid fuch 
things that were able to draw a greater pity for him than 
even fbr Camilla, though ihe fecm*d to have loft her 
life in the nnfortunnte adventure. Leonela remov*d her 
body to the bed, and begg*d Lothario to feek fome far< 
geon, that might with jul the fecrecy in the world cart 
her lady's wound. She alfo aik'd his advice, bow to 
excufe it to her mafter, if he ihould return before rt 
"xfMj cm*t. He replyM, they might iky what 
as'd> that he was not in a humour of advifisg, 

but 



but bid her endeavour to ftanch her miftrefs*s blood, i 

he would go wiierethey ihould never heax; more of kin 

Bcd io he left thcip, with all the appearance of grief a 

concern that the occafion required. He w^s no fooi 

gone» but he had Icifure to reflet, with the great 

wonder imaginable^ on Camilla^s and her woman's co 

dua in this alFair, and on the aflfurance which this fee 

had ^ven Anfelmo of his wife^s virtue ^ finoe now 

could not but believe he had a feoond Portia^ and 

long'd to meet him, to rejoice over the beft diiTembl 

impofture that ever bore away the opinion of truth* Ia 

»ela ftanch'd the blood, which was no more than u 

cellaxy ibr covering the cheat, and waihing the wou 

with vione only as ihe bound it up, her difionxib was 

moving^ and fo well a^ted^.that it had befoi alone fui: 

cieat to have coovincM Anfelmo that he had the nn< 

virtuous wife in the world. Camilla was not lilent, b 

added frefli confirmations ; in every word ftp fpoke, i 

complun'd of her cowardice and baieaefs of fpirit^ tli 

denyM her time and force to difpatch that hfe, whi( 

was tapt fo hateful to her. She aJkM her tooj wheth 

flie ftouM inform her hufband of jvhat had pafsM, 

not ? Leonela was for her concealing it, fince the di 

covery muft infallibly engage her huiband in a revenge . 

Lothario, which muft as certainly expofe him too j i 

thofc things were never accomplifh'd without thegreati 

danger 5 and that a good wife ought to thf beft of h 

power ja-cvent involving her hufband in quvrels. C 

milla yielded to herrcafons j but added, that they m\ 

find out fomc pretended caufe of her wound, which 

would certainly fee at his return. Leonela reply*d, tl: 

it was a difficult tafk, fince flie was incapable isven 

jeft to diffemble the truth. Am I not, anfwer'd pamil 

under the lame difficulty, who cannot fave my life 

the odious refuge of a falfhood ? had we not better tb 

confcfs the real truth, than be caught in a lie ? we 

madam, retum'd Leonela, let this give yow no farti 

trouble, by-to-morrow morning I ihall find out fome t 

pcdient or other ; though I hope the place where t 

wound is, »»y wnwal it enough from hii ©biisrvation 
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fecttre Qi from all apprehen/ion ; leave therefore thf 
whole event to heaven^ which always ^ivours and affi£b 
the innocent. 

Anfelmo faw zsA heard this formal, tragedy of Hs 
ruin*d honour, with all the attention imaginable, in 
which all the a£tors performM their parts fo to the life, 
that they feemed the truth they reprefented ; he wifh'd 
with the laft impatience for the night, tlut he might 
convey himfelf from his hiding place to his friend's houfe, 
and there rejoice for thi$ happy difcovery of his wife's ; 
experienced virtue. Camilla and her maid took care toj 
fVimiA him with an opportunity of departing,^ of which | 
he foon took hold, for fear of lofing it. *Tis impollibie | 
to tell yoa all the embraces he gave Lothario, and the , 
joy and extreme fatisfa£Hon he exprefs'd at his good for* j 
tune, or the extravagent praifes he gave Camilla. Lotha- 
rio heard all this without taking a friend's /hare in the : 
pleafure, for he was fliock'd with the concern he had 
to fee his friend fo grofly impos*d on, and the guilt of 
his own treachery in injuring his honour. Thou^ An- 
feUno eafily perceivM that Lothario was not touched with 
any pleafure at his relation, yet he believ'd Camilla's 
wound, caut*d by him, was the true motive of his not 
iharing Kis joy ; and therefore alTurM him, he need not 
too much trouble Mmfelf for it, iince it could not be 
dangerous, flie and her woman having agreed to conceal 
it from him. This caufe of his fear being removed, he 
defired him to put on a face of joy, fince by his means 
he /hou*d now pqflefs a perfect happinefs and content ;

with all his force, againft the walls. Good folks, faid 
Sancho, my mafter does nor want your hearkning ; why 
don't you mil In and help him ? though I believe 'da aN ' 
ter meat muitard, for fure the giant is by this time gone 
to pot, and givinjg an account of his ill life.: for ] faw 
his blood run all about the houfe, and his head failing in 
Vi»i,IJ, K the 
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the pfiiddU onH : but i«ch a head I *ds luggor than any 
"f winc-ikin in Spain. Death and hell (cries the inn- 
kf^er) ril be cut like a cucumher, if thi« Doa Qiuzote, 
oi Don DevU, has not been hackij!ig my wine-fliins that 
#ood iiird at his bed's-head, and this caxcomb has taken 
the fpiit Uquor for blood. Then running with the 
whole company into the room, they found the poor 
knight in the moft comical pofture imaginable. 

He was ftanding in his fljirt, the' fore-part of it fcarcely 
reathing to the bottom of his belly, and about a fpan 
ihorter behind ; this added a very peculiar air to his long 
lean legs, as dirty and hairy as a beaft's.

Sancho ran up and down the room 

fearching for tfie giant^s head, *till finding his labour 

fruitJefs, well, wrfl, faid he, flow I fee plainly that ttit 

boufe is haunted, for when \ was here before, in this very 

room was I beaten like any ftock-Hft^ but knew no moie 

than the man in the moon who ftruek itie 5 and now the 

giant's head that 1 iaw cut o^ with thefe eyes, is vani(h*d; 

and Fm lure I faw the body fyMK. blood like a pump. 

What a prating and a nonfenfe does this damnM Ton of 

a whore keep about blood and a pump, and I know not 

what, faid tit inn-keeper ; I tell you, rafcal, 'tis jny 

wine-fluns that are (l.aft*d, and my wine that runs about 

the floor here, and I hope to fee the foul* of him tBat 

fpilt it finiMmingin hell for his pains. Well, well, faid 

Sancho, don*t tr<MibIe me ; I only tell you, that I can't 

iind the glant*^ head, and my earldom is gone afler it, and 

fo I'm undette, like fak in water. And truly Sancbo's 

waking dl«ain was as pleafant as his mafter^s wiicn afleep; 

the inft-kesper was alihofl mad to ^(it the fooHfh fqtitre 

harp lb Oti thelaiiie firing with his frahtick mailer, and 

fwore thcv fbould not come off* now as before, ^ that theiir 

chivalry aould he Ti6 fatisfa£tion for his wine, but t^at 

they ikmld pay him fauce for the damage, and for the 

very leathern patches which the wounded winc-fklns 

would Want. 

Don Qtfixote^ in the mean while, belh^vlng he Had 
UnifliM his adventure, and miflaking the curate, that 
held him by the arms, for ihe princefs Micomicona, fell 
on his knees before him, and with a refpeA due to a 
royal prefsnte ; now tnay your highnefs, faid he, great 
and iUuftriOus piincefs, live fecure, fVee from any further 
apioehenAotis ^om your conquerM enemy 5 and now ana 
I acquitted of my engagement, fince, by the afliftance 
- of heaven, and the influence of her favour, by whom I 
live and conc^uer, your adventure is fo happily atchieved.

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put the pant in pickle } Here are tKe bulls *, and I 
tm an earl. The whole company (except the ixm-keep- 
cr^ who give himfelf to the devil) were like to fplit at 
the esttravagancies of niaf^r and man. At lall^ the 
Wber, Cardenio, and the curate, having, with much 
ido, cot Don <^ixote to bed, he preiently fell afleep, 
Wing heartily tir? ; and then they left him, to comfbrt 
Saacho Panza for the iofs of the giant^s head j but it was 
Jio eafy flutter to appeafe the inn-keeper, who wnk at 
liit wit*t end for the unczpeded and fudden Aite of his 
ivine.skins 

The hoftefi, in the snean time, m up and dofwn the 
lioufe crying and roaring : in an ill hour, £ud fiie, did 
this unlucky knight-errant come into my houfe ; I wiib, 
for my part, I had never feen him, ior he has iieen a 
dear gndl to me. He and his man, his horfe and hii

Her 
honeft maid Maritomes feconded her fury ; but Mr. Cu- 
jsate ftopp'd their mouths by promUing that he would 
fee them fatisfy'd for their wine and their skins, but 
efpccJally for the tail which they kept foch a clutter 
about. -Dorothea comforted Sancho, aiTuring him, that

he would have purfuM him, but Leonela tlinging about 
hhn, begg'd hihi to appeafc his anger and concern, fincc 
the perfon that made his efcape was her hufband, An- 
felmo would ho* believe her, but drawing his dagger, 
threatnkd to kill her if (he did not immediately make mil 
difcovery of the matter, Diftrafted with fear, Ihe beggM 
him to fpare her life, and flie would difcover things that 
jnore nearly, related to him than he imaginM, Speak 
quijiWy thep, tcplyM Anfelmo, oryott dip, *Ti9 imp*^ 
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fible, KtornM fiie^ that in this confufion and fright I 
/hould fay any thmg that caa be underflood $ but give 
xne but till to morrow morning, and ) will lay fuch tlusgs 
before you, as will furprize and amase you : but believe 
sne, fit:, the perfon that kapM out of the window, is a 
young man of this city, who is contraQed to me. This 
fomething appeas'd Anfehno, and prevaiPd with him to 
allow her till the next morning to make herconfeffion ; 
for he was too well affur'd of Camilla's virtue^ by the 
paft trial, to fufpe^l that there could be any thing relating 
to her in what l.eonela had to tell him : wherefore faft- 
ningher in her room, and threatning that flie ihould ne- 
Wier come out till flie had done what ihe had promifs*d, 
he returned to his chamber to Camilla, and told her all 
that had pafs'd, vrithout omitting the promife ihc had 
given him to make fome ftrange di^overy the next morn- 
ing. You may eafily imagine the concern this gave Ca- 
milla ; ihe made no doubt but that the difcovery Leonela 
had promifs*d, was of her difloyalty ; and without 
waiting to know whether it were fo ornot, that very 
night, as foon as Anfelmo was alleep, taking with her 
all her jewels, and fome money, flie got uodiicovered 
out of the houfe, and went to Lothario^ informed him 
of all that had pafsM, and deilr'd him either to put her 
in fome place of fafety, or to go with her whetc they 
rr.i^t enjoy each other feeure from the fears of Anfeliro. 
This furprizing relation fo confounded Lothario, that for 
fome time he knew not ^hat he did, or what refolution 
to take 'y but at laft, with CamiUa*8 confent, he put her 
into a" nunnery where a fifter of his was abbeis, and im- 
mediately, without acquainting any body with his de- 
parture, left the city. 

Anfelmo, as foon as it was day, got up, without mif- 
fing his wife, and hurry 'd away to Leonela*8 chamber, 
to hear what flie had to fay to him \ but he fgund no 
bcdy there* only the /heets ty*d together, and failen*d to 
the window, ihewM which way /he had made her efcape; 
on which he reCurnM very fad to tell Camilla the adven- 
ture, but was extremely furpriz'd when h.e found her net 
in the whole hook, nor couid h^or any ji^w» of her from

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lus fervants : but finding in his fearcb her trunks open, 
and tooQl. of her jewels gpne, he no longer doubted of his 
diihonour : ib, penfive and half dxefsM as he was, he 
went to Lothario's lodging, to tell him his misfortune ; 
but when his iervants inform*d him that he was gone that 
very night, with all his mon^ and jewels, his pang^ 
were redoobrd, and his grief increasM almoil to madneS. 
To conclude, he returned home, found his houfe empty, 
for fear had driven away all his fervantSr He knew not 
what to think, fav, or do : he faw himielf forfaken by 
his friend, his wife^ and' his very fenrants, with whom 
he imaginM that heaven himfeif had abandon*d him ; 
but his greateil trouble was to find himfeif robbM of his 
honour and reputation, for Camilla's crime was but too 
evident from all thele concurring circumihnces. After a 
thoulknd difbra£ting thoughts, he refolvM to retreat to 
that village whither he formerly retired to ^ve Lothario 
an opportunity to ruin him 5 wherefore Caftning up his 
doorsy he took horfe, full of defpair and ianguifhiog 
forrow, the violence of which xvas to great, that he had 
fcarce rid half way, when he was forced to alight, and 
tying his horfe to a tree, he threw himfeif beneath it ; 
and fpent, in that melancholy pofhire, a thouiand rack- 
ing reflections, moft part of the day, till a little before 
night he diicoverM a paflenger coming the fame road, of 
whom he enquirM what news at Florence ? the traveller 
reply'd, that the moil furprixing news that had been heard 
of late, was now all the talk of the city, which was, 
that Lothario had that very night carry^d away the 
wealthy Anfehno^S wife CamiU% which was all conifefs'd 
by CamiUa*s woman, who was apprehended that night 
as fhe flippM from the window of Anfelmo's houie, 
by a pair of ibeets. The truth of this ftory I cannot 
affirm, continued the traveller 5 but every body is aik)- 
nifhM at the accident $ for no man could ever fufjpe^ fuch 
a crime from a perfon eng^g'd in fo ftridl a /liendfhip 
with Anfelmo, as Lothario was ; for they were caU*d 
the two l^iends. Is it yet known, reply*d Anfelmo, 
which way Lothario and Camilla are gone ? No, fir, re* 
tura*d the traveller, tho* the goveiAor has made ?- 
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ftrift a fcaJcK after them aj 5s poflifile. An)Mino ask* 
no more ^eftjons, but after they had ta^d their learw 
of eadi Other, the traveller left him and parfued bis 
journey, 

Thw mournful nevrs fb aifefbed the tmfbrtunate An- 
felmo, that he was ftruck with death almoft that very 
moment ; getting therefore on his horfe, as wel^ as fas 
couldy he arriv'd at his friend's houfe. He knew no- 
thing yet of his difgrace ; but feeing him fo pale and 
melancholy, <X)nchided that fome great misfortune had 
befallen him. Anfelmo defirM to be immediately led to 
his chamber, and fumifli*d with pen, ink and paper, 
and to he left alone with his door locked : when fil- 
ing that his end approacVd, he rpfolv'd to leave ii 
writing the caufe of his fudden -and unexpefted deatt. 
Taking therefore the pen, he began to write ; bat ui- 
able to finifli i^hat he defignM^ he dy*d a m^yr to hw 
impertinent turrcrfity. The genticman finding he did not 
call, and tfiat it grew late, 'refoIvM tq enter his cham- 
ber, and fee whether his friend Was better ox worfe j he 
found him hsdf out of bed, lying on his face, with ti; 
pen in his band, and a paper open b^ore him* Seting 
him in this pofture he drew near him, callM and mov*d 
him, but foon found he was dead ; which made bim 
call his fenrahts to behold the unhappy event, and then 
took up the paper, which he faw was written in Au- 
felmo's own hand, and was to this cffeft.

** know that I forgive her ; foy ihe w^s not obliged to 
** do miracles, ijor was there any reafon I ftould ha:ve

till he could give the reafons h'c dtfignM. The not 
day the gentleman of the houfe fcnt word of Anfehno'a 
death to his relations, who already knew his misfortunes

$he 
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^be herfelf was indeed very near that death which her 
husband had paTsM, though not for the lofs of him, 
but Lothario, of which fhe had lately heard a flying 
report. Bat though ihe was a widow now, ihe would 
neither tak^ the veil, nor leave the nunnery, till in a 
few days the news was confirm*d of his being flain in a 
battle betwixt Monfieur de I«autrec, and that great Gene- 
ral Gonzalo Fernandez de Cordona, in the kingdom of 
Naples. This was the end of the offending, and too 
late penitent itiend ; the news of which made Camilla 
immediately profefs herfelf, and foon after, overwhelm*d 
with grief and melancholy, pay for her tranfgreffion 
with the lofs of her life. This was the unhappy end 
of them all proceeding from fo impertinent a begio* 
niag. 

I like this novel well enough, faid the curate $ yet, 
after all, I cannot perfuade myielf, that there^s any 
thing of truth in it j and if it be purely invention, the 
author was in the wrong { for *tis not to be imagined 
there cott*d ever be a husband fo foolifli, as to venture 
on fo dangerous an experiment.

She 
ftruggl'd fo hard, and the gentleman was fo diibrder'd by 
beholding her, that his mask droppM oflT too, and di/* 
covered to Dorothea, who was afliihng to hold the lailj, 
the face of her husband Don Ferdinand : fcarce had ihe 
known him, when with a long and diixnal oh ! ibe fti 
in a fwoon, and wouM have reached the floor with all 
her weight, had not the barber, by good fortune, Aoo^ 
behind and fupported her. The curate run prefentJy X9 
Kelp her, and pulling off her veil to throw watex in her 
face, Don Ferdinand prefcotly knew her, and was ftnick 
almoft as dead as ihe at the fight : neverthelefs be did 
not quit Lucinda, who was the lady that Ani^'d fr 
hard to get out of his hands. Cardenio hearing Don*! 
thea's exclamation, and imagining it to be Lucindi^ 
voice, flew into the chamber in great dtfoi^er, and tk 
firft objed he met was Don Ferdirand holding Luciod^ 
who prefently knew him. They were all ftfuck duial 
with amazement : Dorothea gaz*d on Don Ferdlnandj 
Don Ferdinand on Cardenio ; and Cardenio and Luring 
ofi one another. At laft Lucinda broke filencc, and ^ 
drcHing Don Ferdinand, let me go, faid ihe 5 unlooft 
your hold, my lord i by the generofity vou (houM hat% 
or by your inhumanity, fince itmuft be io, I conjure v^% 
leave mt, th^t J may ding like ivy to my oldfuppoitj 
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and fiiQcn whom, neither your thietts^ liormi|eri^ floT 
gifts, aor promiies, coold ever alienitte my love* Coa* 
tend not ag^nft heaven, whofe power alone could bnag 
me to my dear huiband*s fight, oy iiicK Grange and im^

blefs'd fortune firft made thee mine ? Lucinda then 
opening her eyes, and finding herfelf in the arms of her 
Cardenio, without regard to ceremony or decency, thn^w^ 
her arms about hi$ neck, and laying her face to his, 
yes, faid fhe, thou art he, thou art my lord indeed I 
'tis even you yourfcif the right owner of this poor, har- 
rafsM Captive. Now fortune aft thy worft, nor fears nor 
threats fhall ever part mc from the fole fupport and 
comfort of my life. This fight was very furprizing to 
Don Ferdinand and the other fpe£lators. Dorothea per- 
ceiving, bv Don Ferdinand's change of countenance, 
and laying nis hand to his fword, that he prepared to 
affault Cardenio, ftll fuddenly on her knees t and with 
an endearing embrace, held Don Ferdinand's legs fo faft^ 
that he could not ftir. What means, cry'd &fi, all ia 
tears, the only refuge of my hope ? See here thy owa 
and detrtft wife at my feet, and her you would enjoy 
in her true husband's arms. Think then, my lord, 
how unjuft is your attempt, to difToIve that knot which 
Heaven has ty*d fo faft. Can you e'er think or hope 
i'uccefs in your defi|;n on her, who contemning all dan* 
gers, and confirm'd in ftrifteft conftancy and honour, 
before your face lies bath'd in tears of joy and pafCon 
in her true lover*s bofom ? For Heaven's fake I jntreat 
you, by your own words I conjure you to mitigarc your 
atnger, and permit that faithful pair to confummate.' 
their joys, and fpend their remaining days in peace i 
thus may you make it appear that you are generous and

pombie, tho* at the ezpence of his life. But Don Feit- 
'dinand*s ^ends, the corate, the barber, and all the 
•oknpany (not foi^tting honeft Sancho Panxa) ^ to^ 
(ether about Don Ferdinand^ and intreat^ him to pity 
the beautiful Dorothea's tears : tha^ confidering vhat 
ftehud iaid, the truth of whicn waa apparent, it would 
be the higheft injuftice to fruftrate her lawful hopes ^ 
that their ftrange and wonderful meeting could not be 
nttribated to chance, but the peculiar and direding pro- 
vidence of Heaven j that nothing (as Mr. Curate tczj 
Well urgM) but death could part Cardenio from La* 
cinda^ anid that tho* the edge of his fword might fepa- 
late tSem, he would make them haopier by deathj than 
Jie oonld hope to be byfurviving; that in irrecorerable 
accidents, a fubmiHion to fate, and a refigoation of our 
wiUe. fliewM not only the greateft prudence, but alfa 
the nigheft coilnige and generoiity \ that he fhvoU not 
envy thofe happy lovers what the bounty of Heawa 
had confhrM on them^.but that he ihou*d turn his eyts 
en Dorothea*s grief^ view her incomparable beauty, 
which, with her true And unfc^*d love, made large 
mnends for the meannefs of hbr parentage ; but princi* 
nally it lay upon him, if he glory*d in the titles of Ko- 
•ility and Chriitianity, to keep his promiie unviolated ; 
that the more reafonabk part of mankind could not 
<itherwife be fatisfr*d, or nave any efteem for him > 
wi£o that It was the fpecial prerogntive of beauty, if 
heightned by virtue and adornied with modefty, to laf 
dens to any dignity, without difparagement or fcandal 
to the perfon that raifesit j and that the ftrong di^tei 
uf delight having been once indulged, we |re not to be 
blamed for following them afterwvds, provided tbey ba 
not unlawful. In Aort, to thefe reaibnt they added lb 
many enforcing arguments, that Don Ferdinand, whs

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^ut ,ftoope(t down, and embracing Dorothea^, rifcj ma^ 
dam^ (aid he, it. is not proper that (he (hould lie. 
proib:atc at my feet, who triumphs over my foul : if 
I have not hitherto paid yoa all the rt^^€t I ought^ 
'tvras perhaps fo ordered by Heaven, that having by this 
a ftrongfcr canvi£lion of your confbncy and goodnefs^ 
I may henceforth fet the greater value on your merit \ 
iet the future refpe^s and fervices I Ihall pay you, plead . 
a pardon for my paft tranfgreiTions i and let the violenc 
paJSions of my loNt, that firft nude me yours, be aa 
cxcufe for that which caus*d me to forfake you : vievy 
the now happy Ludnda^s eyes, and there read a thou- 
fand farther excufes ; but I promifft henceforth never to 
difturb her quiet ^ and may ihe live long and contented 
>vith her dear Cardenio ^ as I hope to do with my dear* 
eft Dorothet. Thuf concluding, he embracM her again 
fo lovingly^ that it was with no fmall difficulty that he 
kept in Tub tears, which he endeavoured to conceal, be- 
ing aiham*d to difcover fo effeminate a proof of his re- 
morie. 

Cardenio, Lucinda, and the greateft part of the com- 
pany could not fo well command their pailions, but all 
M^ept for joy \ even Sancho Panza himfelf ihed tears, 
though as he afterwards confefs'd, it was not for down- 
right grief, but4»ecaufe he found not Dorothea to be the 
queen of Micomicona, as he fupposM, and of whom he 
expeAed fo many favours and prefe^jments. Cardenio 
^d Lacinda feU at Don Ferdinand* s feet, giving hin» 
thanks, with . the ftrongeft expreflions which gratitude

. parents prcY^ted him \ how afterw4rds, jftad with 
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Atme and tnger, he left tlie city> to wait a mtat ton* 
tnodimu opportunity of revenge ; how in a ihort tine 
he learnt uiat Locinda was fted to a nunnery, relblrmg 
to end her days there, if ihe could not fpend them with 
Cardenioi that, havingdefirMthofe three gentlemen to 
go with nim, they went to the nunnery, and waiting 
till they found the gate open, he left two of the ges- 
tlenrea toitcure the door, while he wfth the other n- 
ttrM tiie houfe, where they found Lncinda talking v'ith 
• nun in the doifteri they forcibly brought her theocs 
to a villagCf where thev difguis'd themfehes for their 
Biore convenient flight, which they more eafily brwght 
hbout, the nunnery being fitoate in the fields, diftant 
a good way from any town. He likewiie added, W 
l.uciada finding her&lf in hit power, fell into a froeo, 
and that after ihe came to herfehT* Ihe contiouaUf 
"vwpt and figh*d> but would not fi>eak a fyUible f tod 
that, aecompamed with filence only and teara, th^ bad 
travelled till they came to that inn, which proved to 
lum tf fait anival at Heaven^ having put a happy cos- 
clufioA to all his earthly miifortoacs.

poor $ancho droopM pitifully 5 he found hi$ lord/hp 
and his hopes Taiu/h^d intofmbke, the princefs Micc- 
micona was chang*d to Dorothea^ and th3t giant to Don 
Ferdinand $ thus very nrafty and jnelancholy he ftipt' 
into his mailer*! chamber, who had At^t on^ and waa' 
juf^ waken*d^ little thinking of what had happcnM. 

I hope your early rifing will do you no hurt, f^d he, 
fit knight of the woeful figure ; but you may m>w fleep; 
OR till doom*i-day if you will ; nor need yo^ trouble' 
your head any longer about . killing aiiy gjant, * or refto- ' 
ring the princefs, for sAX that is doijie to yon^ hand..

Rifcj rife, 
fir, faid Sanchb, and fee what fine work you have cot 
out for yourfelf ) here*! the devil-and^all to pax fo^ and 
your great queen is change! into a private gentlewoman, 
caird Dorothea, with fome other fuch odd matters, 
that you will wonder with a vengeance. lean wonder at 
nothing here, faid Don Quixote, where you may remem- 
ber I told you all things rulM by inchantment. 1 be*- 
lieve it, quod) Sancho, had my tolling in a blfinket been 
of that kind; but fure *Cwas the likei^ a toffing in n 
blanket of any thing I ever knew in my life. And tl»^ 
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Umc um-keeper, I remember yenr well, wai ooe o^ 
tlzofe that toisM' roe into the air, uid as cleverly and 
heartily he did It as a tnan could wiih. FlI iay that for 
him I fo that ai^er all I begin to unell a rat, and do 
per*lou^y fufpe£lL that all our inchantment will end in 
nothing but bruiies and broken bones. Heaven will re- 
trieve all, faid the. knight: I will therefore drefsj and 
march to the diiicovery of uiefe wonderful transformati- 
ons. While Sahcho made him ready, the curate gave 
Don Ferdinand, and the reft an account of Don Quixote's 
madnefs, and of the device he ufed to draw him from 
the ^ Poor Kock, to which the fuppos^d difdain of his 
miibefs had baniihM him in imagination.

ish mantle that reached from her ihoulders to her feet« 
The man was wcU-ihapM and ftrong, his age about for- 
ty, his face fomewhat tann'd, his muftachios long, and

Don)-% 
thea placing the lady by her, l)|Cgg*d her to tuce off her 
veil. She looked on her companion^ ai if fh^^e^uir'd 
him to let her know what . ihe faid ; which, >n^)ien he 
had let her u^derfbnd in the Arabian tongue, joininj^ 
his own requeft aifo, ihe diftoverM fo oharming a face^ 
that Dorothea imflginM her more beautiful than Luctnda; 
ihe on tltt other hand, fancy'd her ha^^fomer than Do- 
rothea ; and moft of the company believM her more 
beautiful than both of 'em. As b^ty hat always a 
prerogative, or rathci: charm, to attra£t men^s inclina- 
tbnsj the whole company dedicated their deflres to ferve 
the lovely Moor. Don Ferdinand ask*d the ftranger her 
name, he anfwerM Lela Zoraida ; /he hearing him,, and 
gucffing what thcyv ask'd, fuddenly rcply'd with great 
concern, tho' very l^racefuUy, no, no Zoraida, Maria, 
Maria ; giving then^ to underftand, that her name 
was Maria and not Zoraida. Thefe words, fpoken with 
fo mvch eagernefs, rat fed a concerii in every body, the 
ladies efpeciaily, whofe natural tendemefs ihew*d it« 
felf by their tean ^ and Lucinda embracing her very 
ktringly, ay, ay, faid fhc, Maria, Maria, which words 
the Moori^ lady repeated by way of anfwer.

tat dieir fupper very heartijy. Don Quixote, to latfe 
the divcifioBy never minded his meat^ but infpirM with 
the fame fpirit that movM him to preach io much to titf 
l^t-herdsy he began to hold forth in thia ttaontr. 
Certainly^ gentlemen, if we rightly confider it, thoft 
who make knight-errantry their prafeffion, often metC 
with tnoft furprising aodftupendous adventaiti. Tor 
whit mortal in the worhl, at this time eotring wkfain 
this caftky and feeing us fit together as we do, wOI 
imagine and believe us to be the fame perfons which 
in mlity we are ? who is there that can fudge;, that 
this hdy by my fide Is the great queen we all know her 
to be, and that I am that knight of the woeful figon^ 
(^ univerfally made known by £une Mt is then no lon- 
ger to be doubted, but that this exerdie and pr»* 
feifion furpaflcs all others that have been invented by 
mani and is ib much the more honourable, as it b bwic 
cxposM to dangers. i<et none prefume to tell me that 
the pen is preiferable to the (word ; for be they who 
they will, I ihall tell them they know not what tbey 
lay ; for the reafon thev give, and on which chidl^ 
tlicy rely, is, that the labour of the mind exceeds tbit 
of the body, and that the exercife of arms depends on- 
ly on the body, as if the uie of them ^-ere the bufineft 
of porters, which requires nothing but much ftrength* 
Or, as if this, which we who profefsitcall fhivahy^ 
did not include the »£t% of fortitude, which depend yaf 
fiauch upon the underftanding. Or elfc^ u if that 
warrior, who commands an army or defends a dty bc- 
Aeg*d, did not labour as much with the mind as nrltk 
the body. If this be not f<^ let experience teacb si 
Vhether it be poflible by bodily ftrength to difcorer or 
gucfs the intentions of an cocmy. The Arming ds-

iUodiflc, wAMeia tl^ body liat no Aaie. It baing 
thcteibrc evident, that the exerrife of arms teoTiirei 
the help of the mind as weN as learning, let "ntiit in 
the next phce, whether the fieholar or the foUier*! mind 
uodoiipset the i^aateft labout. Novr thb tsM be thd 
better knovm, by vesaidNig the end and olje£t oach of 
them alma at 2 for uiat intention i« to be moft. valued^ 
which itoakfS m nebkft end iti oljeA. The feope and 
end of karniag. I mean, human learning (in thiv place 
I fpcak not Si di%inity, whofe aim ia to guide fbuis to 
keafca, for no other caneqaal a de6ga %b infinite arthat) 
ia to five a perftAioa xo diAri^utive joftice^ beftowiog 
apon every one his due, and to procure and cpule good 
laws to be oblenr*d \ an ond rttlly generons^ gf t. 
and wovthY of high connmendatioa \ but yet not equal 
to that which kaifJit-eirantry lends to, whofe obje£( 
and end is peace, i^ch is the greateH blefiing man caa 
wiA for in this life. And tfherefore Ihe iirft good 
acwB the world. leceiv'd, was 'that the angels brought 
in the night, whidi was the beginning of our day» 
when they iang in the ahr, ^^osy to ^od on high, peace 
upon earth, and to men good-wilL And the only 
annaer of ialutation taught by the beft naAer in het'*' 
▼ca, or vpOB earth, to his friends and fo^ouritcs, was» 
that entnng any hoale they IhoaM ^ peace be to 
tKia houfe. Aai at othnr tiaftes he fiud to them, my 
peace I ghre to yoo, my peace I leave to yoa» peace be 
among yow. A jewd and Icgeey- wotthy of foch a 
doaor, • jewd fo pmcious, that without it there can 
be no hapfiaeft cither in earth or heaven. This peace' 
ia the true end of war s for arm? and war are one 
mid the feme thing. Ailewiiig then this truth, that 
^ end ttf war. is peace, and that in this it exctlt thflf 
end of learnings Jet «t now weigh the bodily labouss th^ 
fchohr undergoes, againft thofe the. wartioux:- fuiiarak 
ai^ then fee which are gre^teft. The method en<l 
language B^a <2aixo(t ^s*d in deirverthg hiirrfelf were 
fnch, that noae of his hearers at that'<nD« look*''' 
iwoii him m a mad-man. But on the contraryi v 
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of them "being gcDUejnen, to whom the ufe of azmf 
properljT appertains, they gave him a wiUiag attention : 
8uui he proceeded in this manner, Thefe, then, I iaya 
are the fufteringB and hardifhips a fcholar endures. Firft, 
poverty, (not that they are all poor, but to urge the

neither can the icholar miisof fomebody^ ftove or fiie* 
£de to fit. by, where, though he be not thoroughly 
heated, yet he may gather Mrarmth^ and at laft ilcep 
away the nighjt under a roof. I will not touch upon 
other lefs material orcumftanc^^ as the want of liiiefl^ 
and fcarcity of ihoes, tbianeia and baldnefa of their 
clothes, and thjeir furfeitlng when good fortnne throws a 
feafl in their way : this is ^ diflfa»k and uncoath path . 
they txeady often ilumbling and falling, yt^ rifing agsin 
aUid puihing on» tiU they al^ain the pRfcrment they aim 
at } whither being arriv'd, we havoieenmaity of them.

perfwaded is it felf cold, though contrary to the rules of 
natnrek Bi»t now fee how he expe^ night to make 
amends for all thefe hJvdflsips in the bed preparMfor 
hiaa, which unlefs it be his own faulty nrver protea 
toonanow i for he may freely lay out as noch of the 
BiOiiBdy as he pleafes, aiid tumbl^to his content, with* 
out danger of loiinfthe Aeets. But above all. when 
the dav Aall come, wherein he is to put in prance the 
eieidfi: of his pr<^eflioa, and ftrire to gain feme new 
degree^ when the day of battle /hall conr, then, as % 
mask of his honour, ihall his head be dignified with a 
cap nade of lint, to ftopa hole made by a bullet, or -be 
perhaps carjried o6f maim'd, at^the expence of a leg or 
an arm. And if this do not happen, but that mcrd* 
fol heaven preferVe his life and limbs, it may. fall out 
that he Aall remain as poor as before, and muft w 
thnnwh ou»y eneouatcrs and battles, imr always ec 
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off vlAoriont, to obtain foxne little pivfennent ; an^ 
thde miracles too are rare : but, I pray tell me, gen> 
tlenen, if -ever you nade ft yout objfarvattoD, howfthr 
are thofe who obtain due rewards in war, in compatifixi 
of thofe numbers that perifli ? davbtle^ you will an- 
Iwer, that there is no pari^ between them ; that the 
dead cannot be reckon*d up, whereas, thofe who lr>e 
and are rewarded, may be numbered with tkree figures*. 
It if quite otherwife with Ibholars, ifot only thofe who 
follow the law, but others alfo, who all either by hook 
9t by crook get a Ikeliitood, io that tho* the follier t 
fulFerings be much greater, yet his reward is much lels» 
To this it may^be sdfwer*d, that k is eafier to reward 
two thoo&nd-icholars, tlum thirty thoufand Ibldien, 
becaofe the former are recompensM at the expence of 
the publicky hjt given them employments, which of 
iKceflity muft be &llow*d on thofe of their profeffioo, 
bat the lattercantaot be gratified otho^fe than at tbt 
coft of the maAsr that employs them ; yet this Teiy 
difiSculty mokes g^od my argument. But let us lay this 
matter ^afide, as a point difficult to be decided, and let 
lis return tothfc pre^aence due to arms above learning, 
a fobje^ aa yet in debate, each party bringing ftrDOg 
reaibns to make out their pretenfions. Among othets, 
learning urges, that without it wai^re itfelf could not 
fubfift; beciuiewar, as other things, has its laws, and 
M governed by them, and laws are the province of leir&- 
ing and fcholan. To this objeftion the foldiers make 
anfwer, that without them the laws camtot be main- 
tain*d, for it is by aims that commonwealths are defend- 
ed, kingdoms fupported, cities fecur'd, the htgh-vay 
made fafo, and thefea deliver'd from pirates. In Aort, 
were it notfi>rthem, commonwealths, kingdoms, rao- 
narchics, cities, the roads by land, and the waters cf the 
&a^ would be fubje£l to the ravages and confufion that 
attends war while it lafis and is at liberty to make ufe of 
its unbounded power, and prerogative. Beiides, it is 
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all oonCroveriy, that what cofts draref!, h, and 

onght moft to -be valued.

honour and reputation. Within eight days time I wiU

iuthfaig of It) ai yOo ihall fee hy experience. Now there- 
fore tell meif yoa are rtfolv*d to follow my advice about 
your ibttling in the world. And turning to me^ aa the 
ddeily he hid me anfwer firft. I told him, that he 
ought not upon our account to divide or leHcn his ef atr^' 
OK way of laving; that we were young men and could 
Ikiit in the world s and at laft I concluded, that for my' 
paft I would he aloI<lier, and fenre God and the King \n 
that boDOurable profeffion. My fccond brother made the 
&me ftgard^I offer, and chofe to go to the Indies \ re-.' 
folvug to lay out ia goods the ihace that ihould be given 
him Cere. The youngeft, and I believe, the wifeft of 
us ally faid he would be a chorch»man ; and in order to 
it, go to Salamanca, and there fini/h his ftudies. Aft^r 
this, my father embnuf d us all three, and In a few days 
pcrform*d what he had promis*d ; and, as T ren|en|ber, 
ft was three thoufand ducats a^piece, which he gave us ii| 
money ; for we had an uncle who bought all the eftate^ 
and paid for it in ready money, that it might not go out 
of the family. A little after, we all took leave of my 
father ; and at parting I could not forbear thinking it a 
kind w inhumanity to leave the old gentleman in fo 
ftralght a condition : I prevaiPd with nim therefore to 
accept of two thoufand of my three, the remainder be- 
ing ittfBcient to make up a foldier*s equipage. My ex- 
ampte work'd upon my other brothers, and they each of 
thcmpreiented him with a thoufand ducats ; fo that my 
^bcr rtmain'd with four thoufand ducats in ready nio« 
ney, and three thdofand more in land, which he chufci 
to keep, and not fell out-right. To be (hort, Wc took 
our Ian leave of my 6ithcr and the uncle I have men- 
I ^'d, not witheut lAuch frief and tcois on all fider 
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They particular^ recommending to us to let tliesi kfiBVy 
by all opportunities, our good or ill fortunes ; «ft vn- 
misM K> to doy and having received the blemi^ of ow 
old father, one of us went (Iraight to Salamanca, tk 
other toSevil, and I. to Alicant, where I waeinfon&'d 
of a Cenoefe (hlp« which was loading wood for Genoa. 
This year makes two and twenty £nce I firft left isy 
^ther*s noufe, and in all that time, tho* I have viit 
feveral letters I have not had the leaft news, either of 
him, or of my brothen. And now I will relate, in fev 
words, my own adventures in all that courfe of y*^ 
I took ihipping at Alicant, arrivM fafe and with a good 
jf^aiTagc at Genoa, from thence I went to Milan, vboc 
I bought my equipage, refolving to go and enter m^ 
in the armv in Piedmont ; but bemg come as 6r 2s 
Alexandria de la Paille, I was informed that the giot 
duke of Alva was palling into Flanders with an anny \ 
tills made me alter my firft refolution. I followed hiOi 
and was orefent at all nis engagements, as well as at the 
deaths of the Counts £gmont and Horne \ and at hfi I 
Jbad a pair of colours under a famous captain of Goa^* 
lajara, whofe name was Diego de Urbina. Some tir^ 
aner my arrival in Flanders, there came n^ws <^ '^ 
league concluded by Pope Pius V, of happy jneawy 
in conjuh£lion with Spain, againft the common eacmf 
the Turk, who at that time had taken the illanl <^ 
Cyprus from the Venetians ; which was "an unfortiui^'' 
and lamentable lofs to Chriflendom, It was alfoce*- 
tain, that the General of this holy league was the mf^ 
ferene Don Juan of Auftria, iiatuhJ brother to our go<^ 
King Don Philip. The great fame of the prepafatioo 
for this war excited in me a vehement defire of beiei 

i>rerent at the engagement, which was expeded to i^' 
ow thefe preparations | and although I had certain aj* 
furance, and, as it were, an earned of my being advaflci 
to be a captain upon the firft vacancy : yet I f^efolv*^ ^' 
leave all thofe expedlations, and return, as'l did, (' 
Italy. Mv good fortune was fueh, that I arnv'djoi 
about the fame time that Don JuaQ of Auftita laodsd at 
Cenoa^ ia order to go to Naples, afld jou) the Yw/o^' 
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6eet, as he did at Meflina. In ihort, I was at that great 
action of the battle of Lepanto, being a captain of foot, 
to which poA my good fbroune, more than my defert, 
had now advanc*d me^ and that' day, which was fo 
happy to all Chriftendom (hecaufe the world was then 
<liiabu8*d of the £Tror they had entertained, that the 
Turk was uvrinclble by fea) that day, I fay, in whkh 
!^e pride of the Ottomans was firft broke, and which 
was fo happy to all Chriftians, even to'thofe who dy*d 
ih the liglht, viho were more fo than thofe whd remain*d 
aliye and conquerors, I aloiie was the unhappt man ; 
^oce, inftead of a naval crown, which I might have 
hop'd for in the time of the Rotnans, I found myfelf 
that very night a flavKj with irons on my feet, and ma- 
iiacles on my hands. Hie thing happened thus : Vehali^ 
King of Algiers, a brave and bold pirate, having board- 
ed and taken die Capitana galley of Malta, in vhlch 
cnly three knights were left alive, and thofe defperately 




into the enemy*8 galley, which getting loofe from ours^ 
that intended to board the Algerine, my foldiers were 
hindred from following me, and I remained alone among 
a great numher of enemies j whom not being abk 
to refift, I was taken after having receiv*d feveral 
wounds ; and as yon have heird already, Vehali having 
efcap^d wilSi all his fquadron, I found myfelf his prifo* 
ner ; and was the oniy afflicted man among fo many 
joyful ones, and the only captive among fo many frefe ; 
for on tha^ day above 1 5000 Chriftiahs,who row'd in the 
Turkifli galleys, obtam'd their kmg-wifli'd-for Ubcrty; 
I was carry^d to Conftantiiiople, where the Gran4 
Seignor Selim madeVehall, My mafter, general of thfl^ 
^ea, he having behav*d himfelf very well in the hatde^ 
and brought %way with him the great &g of the order . 
of Malta, as a pcoof of his valour; 

The fecond year of mv capti^ty, I w*s i flave ih the 
<^«pitana galley at Navartno ^ ' and Itook notice of th'- 
Chriftians faulty in letting flip the opportunity they 1*

After this we returned to Conihntinople ; add the | 
aext year, whkh Was 157^, news oame that Dot Jvao | 
lof Auflria had taken Tunis and its kingaom from tbe 
IVrkSy and given the poC^^iSon cf it to Muky HuuA, 
having thereby defeated all the hopes of leigotQg of 
Muley Hamida, cne of the ctudeft, and ndthal one of 
the hiravcft Moors in the world. The Grand SdgBor 
wa« croubkd at this |q(8, and^.vfusg his wonted siti- 
4cti wiUi tilt ChfffliwBy lie fintck up % POMi witb 
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tKe Venetians^ who wext much more deflrous thaft hf 
of it. 

The 'jtMi after, whkh was 15^4, he attackM thd 
Coletta^ and the fort Which Doti Jua^ had begun, but 
not abore half finUhM, before I'unis. All thia while 
I was a galley-flave, without any hopes of libetty \ aC 
kaft, I could not pi^mife myfelf to obtain it by way of 
nnfoxn j for t wai refolv*d not to wttte iny father tht 
newt of my misfortune. * La Goletta and the fort 
were both takes, afbr ibme refiftance i the TurkiH^ 
army confining of 75000 Turks in pay^ and abovo 
400000 Moors and Arabs out of all Africa near the fea ^ 
with fuck prorifions of war of all kinds, and fo many |>io« 
neera, that they might have coverM the Ctletu and th« 
fort, with earth hy handfuh. The Goletta was fiift 
taken^ tho* always before reputed impre^iable ^ ani It 
wat not loft by any fault ot its defenders, who did all 
that cottld be expoocd from them ; but becaufe it waa 
fbuqd by experieocc, that it was p^£licable tp iM^t 
trenches in that fandy foil, which V^as thouoht to haV« 
water tmder it within tw9 foot, bu^ tht Turks funk 
above two yards and found ndne j by which mean^ 
filling iacks with &nd, and laying them^ on oaeano^ 
ther, they raised them fo high, that thev over-topt aA< 
commandied the fort, in which none could be ikl^ nojr. 
ihew themfelves upon the walls. It *W been the opi* 
nlon of moft men, that we did ill to /hut Ourlblves op in^ 
the Goletta j and that we ought to have been drawia 
out to hinder their landing \ but they who iay ib, talk 
without enerience, and at random, of fuchthio^i lor. 
if in all there were not above 7000 niea in the Golottil 
and the fort, how could fo fmall a number, though 
never i^ brave, take the open field againft luch forces aa 
tho{b of the dnemi^ ? And heiw is it polTiblr that ak. 
place can avoid being taken, which can nava no reltel^'

Don Pedro Puerto QneiOi 
Ceneral of the Ooletta, was taken prifoner, and wu £> 
affliaed at the lofi of the place, that he dy'd of grief hf 
Che way, before he got to Conftandnople, whithor they 
were earning him. They took alfo prifoner the com- 
Slander of the fort, whofe name was Oahriel Cerbelloa, 
a Adaoefe, and a great endneer, as well as a valiasC 
ibldier. Several perlbns of quality were killed in thde 
two fortrefles. Slid amongft the refl was Pagan Doris, 
the^brother of the famous John Andrea Doria, agqae- 
yous and noble-hearted gentleman, as well appeas'd by 
Bis liberality to that brother ; and that idiich made bis 
death more worthy of compaffion, was. that he re- 
«givM it from fome Arabs, to whom he had coomiitted 
las (afety after the lois of the fort, they having promiiM 
to carnr him diigoisM. in a Moor*s haUt Co Tabaics, 
which is a finall fort held on that coafi by the Geoocib, 
fcr the diving for coral ; but they cut off his head, and

•^nd yet the' mines thev made could not blow op the old 
walls, which nevertheleii were always thought the 
^ eakeft part 0f the place \ but the new fortificatioiis, 
made by the ingineer Fratin, came eafily down. In fine, 
the Turkifli fleet returned in triumph to Conitentinople, 
^^'here not long after my mafteV Vehali dy'd, whom the 
Turks us*d to call Vehali Fartax, which in Turkiih 
fignifies the fcabby renegade, as indeed he was j and the 
Turks give names aiQong themiclves, either from feme 
virtue or Tome defe£l that is in them \ and this hap- 
pens, becaufe there are but four families defcended from:

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was a CalAbrian by blrth^ tod of a mild dUpofition to« 
wards Ms flaVcs^ as alfo of good morals t9 die teft of die 
world. He had aboTe 3000 ilaves of bis ovm, til wiuch 
^ter hit death were divided, as he had orderM hj hU 
willy between the Oraiid Seignor> his fons and his tcae- 
fades. I fell to the fliare of a Venetian reneg^ide, who 
was n cabbin-boy in a Venetian fhi^ which was taken 
by Veha}i» who lov*d him fo, that he was one of hit 
favourite boyi ; and he came at laft to prove oneHf the 
crueleft renegades that ever was known. His name was 
Azanaga^ aQd he obtained fuch riches, as to rtie by 
them to be Km% of Algiers j and with him 1 left Con- 
ftantinople, wfth fome fatisfa£lion to thibk> at leafi^ 
fhatf I was in a place fo near Spain, not became I ooold 

rve advice' to any friend of my misfortunes^ but becaiiie 
hopM to tty whether I Hiould fucceed better ia Alj^en 
than 1 hid done In Condantinople, where I had try'd a 
thoti&nd ways of running stway, but' could never ett- 
cute -any of them, which I hop*d 1 /hould compafs better 
ih Algiers, for hopes never forfook me upon sdl the dif- 
a|ppointjnents I met with in the defign of recovering oy 
lioerty. By this means I kept myfdf alive, fliut un ia 
a prifen orhoisfe, which the Turks call a bagnio, whese 
they keep their Chriftlan flavet, as well mofe of the 
Ring, as thofe who belong to private peribns, and aHb 
thofe who are caHM £1 Almacen, that is, who belong to 
thepublick, and are employ*d by the city in «orks that 
belong to it . Thefe latter dd very difficultly obtain their 
liberty ; for having no particular xnaftcr, but belonging 
to Ae pnblick, they can find no body to treat 
with about their ranfom, though they have money to 
pay it. The King*s flave?, which are ranlAaable, are 
not 6blig*d to go out to work as the othexa do, except 
their ranfom fhys too long befor^ it comes t for then to 
haHen it, they make them work, and fetch wood with 
the reft, which is no fmall labour. I was one of tkoA 
who wtrt to be ranfom*d 5 for whtn they knew Ihad 
been, a captain, though I told them the impoflibaity I 
was m of being redcea'd, bccauic of my poverty, yet

Only one Spani/h foldier knew how to deal 
vith him^ his same was Saavedra \ who tho* he hod 
lone many things which will not eaiUy be forgotten by 
he Turks, yet all to gain his liberty, his mafter nerec 
^ve liun a blow, nor us'd him ill either in word or 
Iced 5 and yet we were always afraid that the leaft ol 
Eiis pranks would make him be impal'd $ nay, he him* 
felf fometimes was afraid of it too ; and if it were noti 
for taking up too much of your time, I could tell fuch 
pailages of him, as would divert the Qomptsy madi 
better than the relation of my adventure!, and caufe 
more wonder in them. But to go on s I iiiy that th« 
windows of a very rich Moor*s houie look*d upon the 
court of our priibn ; which indeed, according to the 
cufiom of the country, were rather peepiog-holes thai» 
windows, and yet the/ had alfo lattices or jealoufies on 
the infide. It happen*d one dajr, that being upon a kind 
of terras of our priibn, with only thrcie. of my cop« 
ndes^ diverting ourfelves as well as we could, byt^mg 
vho, could les^ fartheft in his chains, -all- the other 
Chriftians being gone out to work, I chanced to look 
up to thoie windows, and faw th;tc out of one of then 
vitte appeared a long cane, and to it was a bit of 
Linen tyM, and the cane was inpv*d up and down, as if 
it had expend that fome of us fhould lay hold of it* 
Vft all took notipe of it, and one of us i&ent and iSood 
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3«ft «iidei> it, to fee if ^ would let it fall i bttt reft 
« Jm came to it, the cane waa drawn m^ aad lhak*4 
to and fio fidewayi , as if thej had made Oe fame figa, 
te people do with their head when they deny. Reie- 
tirM upon diat, and the iaoe motion was nude with it 
aa before. Another of my comrades advaacM^ aad had 
the £une fuccefs as the former ; the third man was us'd 
}uft as there^ ; which I ieein^, refohr'd to tnr nqr ^v- 
tone to» ) and as I came under the cane^ it fell at mv 
feet I immediately I ontyM the linen, wiUiia which 
was a knot, which being open*d, fhew*d us abont tea 
Zianins, which is a fort of gold of bafe allay, nsM by 
tile Moors, eadi of which is worth ahoot two a«wm 
ti our monay. *Tb not to be much )iiei6oo*d^ whc' 
ther the difeovefy was not as plesalant as itiyprixiflf s we 
were In admiration, and I more oarticolarly, not bebw 
•bk to goeis whence Uhs good fortune tame to w^ a- 
|ieciaiW to me \ for *twas ^in I was more meant cbaa 
any of my comrades, fince the cane was fet go to ne 
whett it was fefiirM to them, I took my money, brake 
the cane, and going upon the temis law a ▼err te 
white hand that open*d and ftut the window with Jnflc 
By tliis «t imagin'd that feme woman who iiT*d in this 
hooit had done us this favour t and to return ^at thanks, 
vt bow*4-OuR:fc|tei after the Mooriih faftieo, with our 
adns' crofi our breads. A little after there appeared 
out of tho lamt wifidow^ a little crofs made or cue, 
which imaikodiately was pull*d in again. This codfamM 
■8 m our odnion, l^t &me driilian woman was a 
ilavainchathOBft, and that ft i^-as Oie that took pity oo 
us y bi(t<the wMtctiefs^^of the hand, and the richneu of 
^e bracelets upon the aim, whi<^ ive had a gUn^ 
of, feem'd Cb deftroy that thou^^t again { and then W9 
helier^d it was foine Chiiftiaa n^cmian tum*d Mabo- 
mecan^ whom tiieir fnaften often many, and think 
themklv«s voiy happy ) for our women are more vah'd 
by them thanthc women of their own eo«ntry. Bat 
in aU this |u«fling we weie hi enough from finding out 
tbetrutboi the aic| howevci^ w< leftlvM to be very 

dilig^at 
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lilj^eat in obiecviog the wiodoWj which was our aorth- 
^r. There paisM above fifteen days before we iaw 
eitlier the hand or cane, or any other figs whatfoever f 
though in all that time we cndeavoar*d to fiwi out 
who UvM in that houfe, and if there were in it anjr 
Chriftian wointn who waa a renegade j yet all we couid 
dlicover amounted to only this^ that the houfe belonged 
to one of the chief Moors, a veij rich man, caU'd 
AgungratOy who had been Al^yde of the Pau> which 
is an office much valu*d among thenu But when wt 
kaft expected our golden ihower would continue, out 
of that window w^ faw on a fudden the cane appew 
again, with another piece of linen» and 9 bigger Jowt ^ 
and this w4s juft at a time when the bagnio was without 
any other of the ilaves in it. We all try*d our fortoaea 
as the firA time, and it fucceeded accordingly, for th« 
caoe was let go to none but me. I nnty*d the knot, ami 
foond in it forty crowns of Spaniih gold, with a paper 
written in Arabick,' and at the top of the paper was i^ 
great crofs. I kiis'd the crofs, took the crowns, and 
returning to the terrafs, we all made our Mooriih reve« 
renees j the hand appeared again, and I having made fign* 
that Z would read tne paper, the window was ihut. We 
remain*d all ovojoy'd and aftoniih*d at what had hap- 
pen*d j and i|irere extreme defirous to know the content! 
of the paper j but none of us underibod Arabick, and 
it wat yet more diificolt to find out a proper Inter- 
preter. At laft I refolvM to truA a renegade of Murcia, 
who had ihewn me great proofs of his'klndnefs. We 
gave one another mutual afiorances, and ^n his fide he 
was obligM to keep Ifcrct all that I ihould reveal to himj 
for the rene^sades, who have thoughts of returning to 
their own country, ufe to get certificates from luch 
peribos of quality as are flaves in Barbary, in which they 
makea ibrt of an affidavit, that fuch a one, a renegade, 
is an faoneft man, and has alwava been kind to the 
Chnftians, and has a mind to make his eicape on the 
fijril occafion* Some there are who procure thefe certi* 
ficates with an hooell defian, and remain among ChriAi* 
9|ti«l long as they live} b^t others gjtt thiok on pur-». 
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|iofe to make nfe of them %▼*»«! thty go a pirating on 
the Chrli^ian (hores ; for then if they are fliip^TeckM or 
taken, they fliew thefe certificates, and fay, that thcre- 
||V may be feen the intention with which they came i& 
the Turki company ; to wit, to get an opportanit^ of 
returning to Chriftendom. By this means they eicape 
the firil fury of the Chriftians, and are ieemingly re- 
conciled to the church without being hurt ; afterwards 
they take their time^ and retpra to Barbary to be what 
th^ were before. 

One of theib renegades was my friend, and he had cer- 
tificates from us all, by which we gave him much com- 
mendation s But if the Moors hstd catch*d him with 
thoie papers about him, they would have burnt bin 
aUve. I knew that not only he underftood the Ara{»ck 
tongue, but alfo that he could both fpeak and write i: 
currently* But jtX before I relblvM to truft him entirt- 
ly, I bid him read me that paper, yrhich I had /bund by 
chance ; he open*d it, and was a good while looking 
upon it, and conilruing It to himfelf. Iask*d himifhe 
underftood it ; he fidd, yes, very well ; and that if 1 
would give him pen, ink and paper, he would txanflate 
it woid for word. We famifl»*d him with whathe de- 
fir^d, and he went to work ; having finiih*d his tranfla- 
tion, he faid, all that I have here put into Spaniih a 
word for wrwd what is in the Arabick 5 only obioTe, 
that wherever the paper fays Lela Marien, it means 
our lady the Virgin Mary. The contents were thus : 

•'TTTHEN I was achiW, my father had a flaw, 
'* VV who taught me in my tongue the ChrifHaa 
''worihip, and told me a great many things ofLeh 
** Marien : the Chriftian flave dvM. and I am fare /he 
** went not to the fire, but is with Alia, for I hate feta 
** her twice iince ; and (he bid me go to the land of the 
'< Chriftians to fee LeU Marien^ vmo had a great kind- 
*• ncfs for me, I ^o not know what is the matter j btst 
•* tho* I have feen xnsmy Chriftians dot of this windov, 
" none has appeju>*d to me fo much a gentleman as thj- 
** &lf. i am very handibmtdsd young: and can cam 
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" witli mm a great deal of Money, and other Ridiel;' 

" confider whether thou can^ft bring it to pais that we 

" may eicape together, and then thou ihalt b« my HaC^ 

** band in thy own Country, if thou art willm| 2 but 

** if thott art not, *tis all one, Lela Marien vrill pro- 

" vide me a Hoiband, I wrote thia myfelf ; nave 

<' a care to whom thou giveft it to read, do not truft 

'* any Moofy becaufe they ar« all treacherous | and 

'* in this I am much perplexed, and could wiih 

" there were not a neceflii^ of tnifting any one | he- 

" caii)e if my Father ihould fome to koow it^ he 

'* would certainly throw me into a Well, and coTOr 

" me over Mrith ftones. l4irlU tie a thread to a cane^- 

" and with that thou may*ft faflen thy anfwer ; and 

" if thou aui*ft not iind any one to write in Ara- 

" hkk, make me uoderftand thy meaning by figoi^ 

'^ for iicla Marien will help me to guefs it. She 

*' and Alia keep thee, as well as this crofs, wfaidi 

*' I often kili^ ai theChriftia»flafebadm«todo.'* 

You nay isiagioe, geiitiemeBy that we wen in id- 
miration at the eontenu ef this paper, and withal 
overjoy'd at Uiem, whkh we expreis*d fo openly^ 
that tlie renegade came to tildarftaiid that the papet 
was not lound by chance^ but that it was really wriC 
by fome one among us ; and accordlftgly he told us hit 
fufpiciooy apd defired us to truft him caiir6ly, and that 
he would vuntufe his life with at to psecore as our lU 
berty. Having Aid this, he puU'd a bnijs crucifix oet 
of his bofom, and with oiafty te«t, Iwore bv the<M 
which it ttprefented, and m when he» though a wfdMd^ 
ftaoer, did firmly believe, te be true and faithfitl ^ 
VI with all fecrecy in what we fteild impart te him $ 
for he guefs^d, tKat by the meeaa of the womc» wbo' 
had writ that letter, we might all of n» recover our leA' 
liberty j and he, in particohr, might ebtsuA what hehal 
fo ieog wiih*d ftu-, to be reeehred Maia late the bo-^ 
fom of his Bwther the churchy hem wmm, kit his iufy, 
he had been fut off as a rotten mcifkher. The 
gade pronounced sjl dUfwHh §9Muif Tcui^ and B-

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HgM of Repentance, that we were all of opioioa to 
tinft him, and tell him the whole tnith of the hii« 
Ibefs* We ftcw'd him thQ little window out of which 
the otne ue*d to mear, and he from thence took 
good notice of die houfe, in otder to infoim himfeif 
who liT*d in it. We next apeed that it would be 
siecellanr to anfwer the Mooriih lady's note $ A> im- 
mediately the renegade writ dowq what I dilated to 
liim; which yn» exa<Uy at I ihall rehte, for I have 
not forgot the leaft material drcnmftance of this ad. 
venture, nor can forget them » long as I live. The 
yrrpf^ then were thefe, 

^ ^TiHE trae Alia keep thee, my dear lady, and 
** J. that bleflM virgin, which is the true mother 
^ of Ood, and has infpir^d thee with the defign of 
^ going to the land of the Chriftians. Do thoa pny

9* ing given us a ChriiHan Have, who can read and

^* notice of all thy mtentions. As for what thou fay*ft| 
^' that as foon as thoti ihalt arrive in th(. land of the 
*' Chriilians, thou deiign*fl to be my wife, I promiie 
'^ thee on the.wOvd <^ a good ChriiHan, to take thee 
^* for my wife, and thou may*ft be afTur'd that the Qhnt- 
^* tians perform their ffibnAiti better than the Moon* 
'' AUa, and |iis ^ynothef Mary be thy guanl, my dear 
.« l4dy.'» ; 

Having writ ^nd dos'd this note, I waited two days 
till the Bag!(^i9 Was empty, and then I w^nt upon tlie 
terras, the ordioary pbo( of our (onveilation, to it/t 

* *•• il 
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if tile cane tppear*d» and it wai not long before it wit 
JKning. At- won as it appeared I ihewM ny note, that 
the titfead might be put to the -aane^ but I fbiUMl that 
was done to my hand ; and the cane being let down 
I faAoied the note to it. Not losg after the knot wa« 
let ^dly and I ttking it op, fottnd in it feveral piecet 
of gold and filvci^, above fifty crowns, which gave ua 
infinite contenty and fortify'd our hopes of obtaining 
at laft our liberty. That evening our renegade came 
to DS^ and toM us, he had foond oat tiiat the mafter 
of that houfe wai the iame Moor we had been told 
of, callM Agimorato, extremely rich, and who had one 
only daughter to inherit all ma eftate. That it wae 
the report of the < wMe city, that ihe was the handfomeft 
maid in all.Barbaryy having been demanded in marriage 
by (everd baflasand viceroys, but that ihehad alwaya re- 
fus*d to marry \ he alfo told us, thathe had learnt flie had 
a ChriAlan flave who was dead, all which agreed with the 
contents of. Uie letter. We immediately hdd a council 
with the renegwle, aiiout the manner we /hou'd u(e to 
canv ^ the Moerifli lady, and go all together to Chrif* 
tendom $ when at laft we agreed to exoea the anfwer of 
Zoraida, for thjlt is the name of the lady Who now de« 
iires to be cUlM Maiy ; as well knowing flie could beft 
advife the orerccmingall the difficulties that were in our 
^ay ; and after thk^ leiblution, the renegade aflUmd us 
again, that he would kfe his life, or deliver us out of 
captivity. 

The Bagnio was four days togethe|^fuU of people^ and 
all that time the cane was invifible ^ but as ibon as it 
letom'd to its folitude, the cane appear*d, with a knot 
much bigger than ordinary $ having unty'd it, I found 
in it a letter, and a hundred clowns in gold. The rene- 
gade happened that day to be with us, and we gave him the 
letter to read $ which he laid cotttainM thefe words.

Theft were the conteiMi of the fceoiid letter we i^ 

Mtv'd. Upon the reading of it, every one of us ofierM

^ede oppoi'd that propofition, and iaid, he would ne- 
ver coottnt that any one of us ftoujd obtain hie !i« 
kerty before the left, becauib ei^crienee had taught 
IttBi, that people once free, do not perlbnki what tkqr 
nromife when captivci $ and that foane lUvei of ouality 
nad often U8*4 that remedy, to fend one either to 
Valencia or Major^ with aeoney to buy a bark, and 
come back and lietch the reft; bat that they sever

l>erty and life we wonld have given all onra ^ fo vm 
determinM to pat ouifelves under the protedtien of. 
God and the renegade. At the iame time we anTwn^d

OUR feoegide htd m a fbrtoight^a time boacjht 
a yery gwd baric, capable of caxtyoBgiiHaove thirtf 
people ; and to- give no fufpicMn of iay otbca defign, 
he underMk a voyage -to a' place upoh/ the coaft 
caird Saf]gel, about thirty leagues to the eaftward o£ 
AJgie» towards Ofan, where there it. a great trade 
for diy*d iigt. He made this voya^ two mr throe 
times m conpasywitli- the TagarinMoor his^ partner. 
TKofe Moon arecallM is Barbary Tagarins^ who were 
driven, out of Arragon ) as they call ^ofe of Granada^ 
Mudajares ; and the fame in the kingdom of Fee are 
oH'd Elchcs, and are the beft foldiets that prince has. 

£very txaoe he pais'd with Ms hark akng the coaft> 
he us*d to caft anchor in a little bay that was not 
sbove two faow-eAot from the. garden where* Zoraida 
expelled us ; and there he usM to eicercife the Moors 
that row'd, either in makUig the Sala, which is a ce- 
remoay among dieffly or in tomt other employment | 
by whicJh he praftis'd in jeft wh*t he was rafolvM to 
execute in eameft. So fometimes he would go to the 
garden of Zoraida and beg fome fruit, and her fathei 
would ghre him fomc,^ though he did not Jcnow him. 
He had a mind to £ind an occaiioh to fpeak to Zo« 
nuda, and tell her, as he fince own'd to me, that 
he was the man who by my order -waa to carry her 
to the land of the Chriftians, and that ihe might de* 
pend upon it j but he could never get an opportu- 
nity of doing it, becaufe the Moorish and Turki/h 
Women never f jffcr themielves to be feen by any of 
their own^nation, but by their hufband, or by his or 
their father* s command ; but as for the Chriftian flaves, 
they let them fee them, and that more familiarly 
thJin perhaps could be wiih'd. I ihould have been 
Very ibrry that the xwtp49 hud £sea «r it9)Lt xr 
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Zoraida> for it muft needs have troobrd her infiiilteljr 
to fee that her bfifineOi was trufted to a renegade j and 
God Almighty, who gevemM our defig:n, orderM it fe^ 
that the ^r^ne^de was difapppinted* He in the mean 
time feeing 'how 'feeureiy, and without fafpidon, he 
went and came along the coaft, fttying where and 
tirfasn he pleas*d byoie wtv^ and that his partner 
'^ Tagarin* Mtxnrwas of his nind ia all thii^i 
that I was at liberty, and that there wanted ncMtlSng 
but fome Chriftians to help us to row ; Jiid me con- 
£der whom I intended to cany with me befides dioie 
who were raafom'd, and that I.Atoold make fuie of 
them fbr the firft Friday, becaafe he had phch*^ cm 
i^hat' day for our departure. Upon notice of this refi»> 
Jtition, I fpoke to twelve lufty Spaniards, good rowen, 
and thofe who might eafilieft get out of the taity s it 
was a grfcat fortune that we got fo many in fndi a 
conjunftttie,' beeauie there were above twenty fadl of 
irovers gone out, who had taken aboard moft of the 
ilaVes fit for the oar I and We had not hadthefe, but that 
their mafter happenM to ftay at home that foaamer, to 
finiih a Galley he was building to anise with, and 
was then upon the ftocks. I faid no more to tbeaoy than 
only tbey fhould ileal oat of the town in the etren- 
ing upon the next Friday, and ftay for me upon the 
way that led to Agimorato*s gafden. I fpoke to every 
one by himfdft and gave each of them order to fiqr no 
more to any other Chriftian they flionld fee, tiuui that 
they ibid tor me there. Having done this, I had 
another thing of the greateil importance to bring to 
pafs, which was to give Zoraida notice of our defign, 
and how far we had carry*d it, that ihe might be 
ready at a ihort warning » and not to be furprisM if 
we came upon the hoofe on a fudden, and even be- 
fore flie could think that the Chriilian bark could be 
come. This made me relblve to go to the garden to 
try if it were poifible to fpeak to her t fo one day. 
Upon pretence of gathering a few herbs, I enter'd the 
garden, and the firil peHbn I met was her father, 
uho fpoke to me in the language U8*d all over the 

Turkiih 
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TurMih dominions, which Is a mixture of all the 

C\nriftian and Moorish langaages, hy which we under* 

Aand one ajwther from Ccmftantinople to Algiers, and 

a/k^d me what I lookM for in his garden, and who 

I belongM to .* I told' him I was a flav« of Amatite 

Mami (this man I knew was his intimate friend) and 

that I wanted a few herbs to make up a (allad. . He 

tkesi alk*d me if I were a man to be redeemed or 

no, and how much my mafter aA:*d for me ? During 

the£* c{tteftions, the beautiful Zonida came out of the 

^arden-honfe hard by, hating dtfcry*dine a good while 

befbre ;" and as the Moorifh women make no difficulty* 

of Aewing themfelves to the Chriftian flaves, fhe drew 

near, without fcruple> to the place where her father 

and I were talking ; neither did her fitther fhew anjr 

diiUke of her coming, but callM to her ta come nearer* 

It would be hard for tne to exprefs here the wonderful 

furprize and aftonifhment that the beauty, the*rid» 

diefa, and the charming air of my bdotM Zoraida put 

me in t fhe was all bedecked with pearls, which hung 

thkk upon her head and about hec-Jieck and arms* 

Her feet and legs were naked, after the cufhmi of diat 

country, and fhe had upon her ancles a ki&d of bracelet 

of ^oid, and fet with foch rich diamonds that her fa-^ 

ther Talu*d them, as Ae fince told me, at ten thonfand 

pifloiea a pair ; and thofe about her ¥rHfh were of thtf 

fame value. The pearls were of the beflfort, for the 

Moorifh women delight much in them, ihd hiive morof 

pearls of all forts than any nation. Her ftther was 

reputed to have the finef^ in Algiers, and to be worth 

befides, above two hundred thoufand Spanifh crowns ; 

of all which, the lady you here fee was then miilrefs s 

but now is only fo of tne. What fhe yet retains or 

beauty after all her fulTerings, may help yoi» to gueflr 

at her wonderful appearance in the midil of her prof* 

perity. The beauty of fbme ladies has its- days and 

times, and is more or lefs, according to accidents or 

psflions, which naturally raife or diminifh the lufbre 

of it^ and fometimes quite extinguifh it. ' All 1 can 

Ufj \ at tha$ ti|&9 (he appesr*d tP V09 the beft'dreff- 
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and moft beautiful woman I had ever Teen 9 to wlu^ 
adding the obligations I had to her, Ae pafs^d with 
me for a goddeft from heaven, defcended upon earth 
for my relief and happinefs* As ihe drew near, her 
father told her, in hu country language, that I was a 
flave of his friend Arnaute AJami, and came to pick 
a fallad in his garden. She prefently took the bint, 
and a&M me in Lingua Franca, whether I was a g^* 
tleman, and if I was, why I did not ranfom my&If ? 
I told her J was already ranfom^d, and that try the 
price, ihe might guefs the value my mafter fet upon 
me, iince he had bought me for 1500 pieca of d^t : 
to which ihe reply*d. If thou hadit been my father's 
ilave, I would i»>t have let him part with thee for twice 
as much \ for, faid ihe, you Chriftians never fpeak trath 
in any thing you fay* and make yourfelves poor to de- 
ceive the Moors. That may be, madam, faid ^ but 
in truth I have dealt by my mafter, and ^o intend to 
deal by all thofe I ihall. have to deal with, iincerely 
and honourably. And when doft thou go hoaoe ? laid 
ihe. To-morrow, madam, iaid I, for here is a French 
bark that fails to-morrow, and I intend not to kie 
that opportuiuty. Is it not better, reply*d Zoraida, to 
ftay till diere come ibme Spaniih bark, and go with 
them, and not with the French, who, I am toU, are 
no friends of yours ? No j faid I, yet .if the report of 
a SpaniA bark*s coming ihould prove true, I wouU 
perhaps ijfcay for it, though *tis move likely I iiaU 
take the opportunity of the French, becaufe the defirel 
have of being at home, and with thole perfons I love, 
will hardly let me wait for any other convenient^. 
Wit}iout doubt, faid Zoraida, thou art married in Spam 
and impatient to be with thy wife. I am not, fiud I, 
marry^d, but I have given my word to a lady, to be 
fo- as foQtt as I can reach my own country. And is 
the lady handfome that has your promiie, (aid 2^faida? 
She is fo hand£niic, faid I, that to defcribe Y^et rightly, 
and tell troth, I can only fay ihe is like you. Ac 
this heir father laugh*d heartily, and faid, on my wori, 
^hf iflian, ihe muft be very charming if ihe be iilce ny 

daugh- 
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daughter, who is the greatefl beauty of all this king, 
dom t look upon her well, and thott wilt fay I fpeak 
truth* Zoraida*8 father was our interpreter for the moft 
of whet we talk*d, for though ihe underftood the Lin- 
gua Franca, yet flie was not usM to fpeak it, and fo 
ezplainM henelf more by figos than words. While 
we were in this converfation, there came a Moor ran- 
ning haftily and "cry'd aloud that four Turks had 
leap'd over the fence of the garden, and were mther- 
ing the fruit, though it was not ripe. The eld man 
fbrted at that, and fo did Zoraida, for the Moors 
do naturally fbnd in great awe of the Turks particu- 
larly of the foidiers, who are fo infolent on their fide, that 
they treat the Moors as if they were their flares. This 
made the father bid his daughter go in and fliut her- 
felf up clofe, whilft, faid he, I go and talk with thefe 
dogs ; and fbr thee, Chriftian, gather the herbs thoa 
want*ft, and go thy ways in peace, and God conduA 
thee iafe to thy own country. I bow*d to him» and 
he left me ^th Zoraida, to go and find out the Turks t 
ihe made alfo as if ihe were going away, as her £ither 
had bid her '} but ihe was no fooner hid from his fight 
by the trees of the garden, but ihe turn*d towards me 
with her eyes full of tears, and faid in her language, 
Amezi ChriiUano* Amexi, which • is, thou art g(^ng 
away, Chriftian, thou art going : to which I anfwer*d, 
yes, madam, I am, but by no means vnthout you ; yott 
may expe^ me Wxt Friday, and be not furpri2*d wnen 
you fee us, for we will certainly go to the land of 
the ChrifUans. I faid this t^ pailionately, that ihe un- 
derftood me ; and throwing one of her arms about my 
neck, ihe began to walk foftly and with trembling to- 
wards the houfe. It pleas'd fortune, that as we were in 
this poihire walking together (which might have proy*d 
Very unlucky to us) we met Agimorato coming back 
from the Turks, and we perceiv'd he had feen us as 
we were $ but Zoraida, very readily^nd difereetly, wat 
fo far from taking away her arm from about my neck, 
that drawing ilill nearer to me, ibe leanM her head 
Upon my brcail, and letting her knees give way, was 
in the poilure of one that fwoons) I at the iame 
time, made as if I M much ado to4>ear her up agair

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toy will. Her father cane haftiiy to us, and iecSi| 
liii daughter ia this condition, aikM her what was 
the matter } But flie not answering readily* he prefendy 
laid, without doubt thefe TurJu have frighted her, 
and Ae faints away $ at which he took her in his vnu* 
She, as it were, comirg toherfelf, fetch'd a deep figh, 
and with her eyes not yet dry*d from tears, fte ^ 
Amesd Chriftiaoo, Amezi, be gone, ChriAJan, be gone ; 
to which her father reply *d, *tis no matter, child, wbc- 
ther he go or no, he has done thee no hart, and the 
Turks at my requeft are gone, 'tis they who &)ghted 
her, faid I $ but fince (he deiires I ihouM be gonr, 
I'll come another time for my Callad, by your l^ve ; 
for my flufter fays the herbs, of .your garden aie 
the heft of any he can have. Thou nay*A have 
what, and when thou wilt, faid the father $ for ny 
daughter does not think the Chriftians trouUeibnic, 
file only wiih*d the Tur^s away, and by miftake bie 
thee be gone too, or make hafte and gather thy herbi. 
With this I immediately took leave of !em both ; and 
Zoraida, Shewing great trouble in her looka^ weat away 
with her lather. I in the mean time, upon pretence 
pf gatheriag my herbs here and there, ^^alk^d *all over 
the garden, obferving exa£Uy all the places of comla^ 
in and gomg out, and every comer fit for my puipcls, 
as well as what ftrength there lyaa in the houie, w^th 
all other cenvtniencies to facilitate our bufiaefs. Hav. 
tng dose^thia I went my ways, and gave an cxadl k- 
count of all that had happenM, to the renegade and, 
thf reft of my friends, longing eameftly for the tiir?; 
in which I- might promife myfelf my dear Zoraida'« 
company, without any ^ar of difturbance. At laft the 
happy hour came, and we had all the good fucccfs «e 
could promife ourfelves, of a defign fo well laid j for 
the Friday after my difcourfe with Zoraida, toward 
the evening we came to an anchor with our bark 
almofl over-againfl the place where my lovely miflrrb 
liv*d ; the Ouifbians, who were to be emploT*d at tk 
oar, were already at the rendeevous, and hid up a:i 
down thereabgnts. They were ail in expeaation ot nw 
^ming, and very defvoiw tofcMc thf bark which tki 
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ikw be(bre their eyes, for they did not know our agree, 
meat with the renegade, b^t thought they were by 
main force to gain their conveyance and their liberty, 
by kilfing the Moors on board. As (bon as I and my 
frieniis appeared, all the reft came from their hiding- 
places to us. By this time the city-gates were ihut^ 
aad no foul appeared in all the country near us. When 
we ivere all together, it was a aueftion whether we 
fiuold firft fetcn Zoraida, or make ourfelves maAert 
of thnfe few Moon in the bark. As we were in this 
cooiultation, the renegade came to us, and a/king what* 
we meant to ftand idle, told us his Moors Were all gone 
to reft, and moft of them afleep. We told him our 
difficulty, and he immediately faid, that the moft im- 
portant thing was to (ecure the bark, which might 
ca£ly be done, and withont danger, and then we might 
go for Zloraida. 

Wewere all of his mind, and fo, without more ado, 
he march*d at the head of us to the bark, and leaping 
ioto it, he firft drew a fcimitar, and cry^d aloud in 
the Moorifli language, let not a man of you ftir, ex- 
cept he means it ihouM coft him his life j and while 
he faid this, all the other Chtiftians were got on board* 
The Moors, who are naturally timorous, hearing the 
mafter ufe this language, were frighted, and without 
aayrefiftance, fufferM Uiemfelves to be manacl*d, which 
was done with great expedition by the Chriftians, who 
told them at the fame time, that If they made the 
kaft nolfe, they would immediatly cut their throats. 
This being done, and half of our number left to guard 
them, the remainder, with the renegade, went to Agi- 
nwrato's garden ; and our good fortune was fuch. that 
coming to force the gate, we found it open with as 
much facility, at if it had not been fhiit at all. So 
we march'd on with great filence to the hou(e, with* 
out being perceivM by any body. The lovely Zoraida, 
who vas at the window, aikM foftiy, upon hearing 
us tread, whether we were Nazarani, that is Chriftians f 
I anfwer*d yes ; and defirM her to come dowp. As 
^n as ftie heard my voice, fhe ftaid not a mmute 
but, without faying a word, came down and oper 
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tbe aoor, tppcarine to us all lila a goddcfs, Bct ^n^T 
and the richncft of her drcfs not bewg to be dtfaib <L 
Ai foon as I few her, I took her by the hand, wliidi 
I kifs'd, the renegade did the fame, and then my 
friMs ; the icft of the company foUoVd tlK iame 
ceremony > fo that we all paid her a kindof homagp 
for our libCTty. The renegade aikM her in Monfco, 
whelher her father was in the garden ? She £iid yo, 
«M that he was adcep. Then faid he, we qiuII aw^ 
him. and uke him with us, as alfo aU that a ▼alnable 
in the houfc. No, no, faid Zoraida, my fttha: mn^ 
notbe toachM,.and in the houfe there » nothmg fo 
rich as what I Audi carry with me, which is •mmh 
to make you all rich and content. Having fold this 
foe ftept into the houfe, bid us be quiet, and foe wqidd 
foon return. I afitM the renegade what had pafiM be- 
twecn them, and he told me what he had foid : to 
vhich I xeply'd, that by no means any tWag was t© 
he done, othcrwifc than as Zoraida foouM pleafo. She 
was alridy coming back with a fmall titmk fo fuU 
of gold, that foe could hardly carry it, when, to 
our Ei«at roisfbrtune, while thit was doing, her fe- 
ther awaked, and hearing a noife in the garde^ ofcaM 
a window and lookM out : having perceiv d that there 
were Chriftians in it, he began to cry oat m Arabicfc, 
Thieves, Thieves, Chriftians, Chriftians. Thefo cnes rf 
his put us all into a terrible difordcr and fewrj^ but the 
renegade feeing our dsnger, and how inuch it unported 
us to accomplim o«^ enterprise before wc were per- 
' ceived, he ran up to the place where Agimwato wa^ 
and took with hin» fome of our company j for Idnxil 
by no means leave Zoraida, who had fwooa'd wy ia 
my arms. Thofe who went up beftir'd thoirfelTCs fo 
well, that they brought down A^morato with his hsnda 
tyM behind him, and his mouth ftoppM with a haad- 
kerchief, which hindered him from fo much as fpc^^ 
a word i and threatning ^im belides^ that if he made 
the leaft attempt to fpeak, it foould coft him his life, 
^en his daughter, who was come to herfel^ &w 
h{«^, Jhfi «eTgf*4 htf qres to ftvoid the fiftt^tf and her 
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^«ther icnttiaM the more aftoniniM, for he knew not 

Xiovr wiUiflgly (he htd put herielf into otir hands, jyili^ 

^lenc^ on eat fide being the chief thing retiTiftltey. we 

-cu^d it fo as we got to our bark^ when our men began 

Co be in pain for us, as fearing we had met with fome 

mil accident : we got on board about two hours afber it 

'twa* daric ; where the firft thing we did was to unty 

thB Imnda of 21oraida*s father^ and to unAop his mouth, 

liut IBll with the fame threatnings of the renegade, in 

cafe he made any noife. When he faw his daughter 

there, he began to figh mod paflionately, and more 

'vrhea he faw me embrace her with tendemefs, and that 

ihe, without any refiftance or ftruggling, feem'd to en* 

<lure it: he, for all this, was filent, for fear th^ threat* 

xunss of the renegade Aould be put in execution. Zo* 

Taa£k Seeing us a board, and that we were ready, to han* 

die cnar oars to be gone, fhe bid the renegade tell me, 

ihe defired I would let her father, and the other Moors, 

our prifoners, on Aore ; for elfe fhe would throw her-t 

ftif into the (ea, rather than fee a father, who had us*d 

her lb tenderly, be carried away captive fdr her fake, 

before her eyes. The renegade told roe what ihe faid, 

to 'which I agreed j but the renegade was of another 

opinion | faying^ that if we fet them on (hore there, they 

would raife the country, and give the alarm to the 

city, by which fome light frigates might be difpatchM 

in otieft of os, and getting between us and the fea, it 

would be iiBpoflible for us to make our efcape ; and that 

all that could be done, was to fet them at liberty in the 

liril Chriftian land we could reach. This feem*d fo rea- 

loaable to us all^ that Zoraida herfelf^ being inform^ of 

the Jidotites we had^ not tp obey her ^t prefent, agreed 

to St. Immediately, with great filence and content, 

^re began to ply out oan, recommending ourfclves to 

providence witn all our hearts, and endeavoured to mak^ 

for Majorca; which is the neareft Chrji^ian land ; but 

the north wind rifing a little, and the fea with, k, we 

could not hold that courfe, but were forc*d to drive along 

-Ihofe towards Oran, not without great fear of being 

4jffiOYei^d from Sargel^ upon the cpaftj about thir" 

~¥z ■ . leaf 
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L^l^es from Algiers. We M^ere likewiie apprelicttfiYe 
of meeting fome of thofe galliots which < 
Tettian with mercfaandice. Though, to fay tmtliy 
'did not fo much fear thefe laft ; for except it wei 
cruising gailiot, we all of us wifiiM to meet fuck 
which we ihouM certainly take, and (b get a better 
vefTel to tranfport us in. Zoi^uda all this wlule hid 
lier face between my hands, that (he might not £» her 
father ; and I could hear her call upon Lela Maxka to 
help us. By that time we had got about thirty snilei 
the day broke, and we found ourfelves within a mile of 
the fhore^ which appeared to us « defart foiitary plao^ 
but yet we row*d hard to get oif to fea, for jfear of 
being difcover*d by fome body. When we were gpt 
about two leagues out to fca, we proposed the mes 
IhouM row by turns, that fome might refiefk thoB- 
felyes ; but the men at the oar iaid it was not time yet 
to reft, and that they could eat and row too, if thofe 
Vrho did not row would a,0ifb them, and gifve thexn meat 
and drink : .this we did, and a little while afber die 
wind blowing frefli^ we ceased rowing and fet fiul lor 
Oran, not being able to hold any other oooxfe. We 
made above eight miles an hour, heing in no lear of 
any thing but meeting fome cruisers. We g?ive vifihiais 
to our Mooriih prifoners, and the renegade comfost ed 
them, and told them they were not flaves, but that diey 
ihould be fet at liberty upon the firft opportunity. The 
fame was faid to Zorauia^s father ; • who aniwer*d, I 
might expe£^ from your courtefy any thing elie tKihspi, 

Chriftians ; but that you fhcnild give me .my llbestj, 

1 am not iimple enough to believe it ; for you sxvcr 
would have run (he hasord of takinjg it from m^ ifyoa 
intended to reflore it me U> eafily ; efpecially ' 
know who I am, and what you may get for my 
Vrhich if you will but name, I do nom this 
offer yoy ail that you can defire for tait and for that 
forttnate daughter of mlne> or for her alone, iinGe ftc 
is the better part of me. When he had fiiid this« he hwA 
out into tears fo violently, that Zora«da co«H not ftr- 
hear looking up at him, and indeed he moT*d oomi 
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in US all* but in her particularly ; infonuch, as Parting 
Torn mv arms^ Ae flew to her father*9y and putting 
ler head to his, they began again fo pailionate and ten-* 
kr a foene, that moil of us could not forbear accom- 
)anyiiig their grief with our tears ; but her father feeing 
ler £0 richly drefs*d, and fo many jewels about her, 
lid to her, in his language, what is the meaning of 
thitf daughter ? for lad night before this terrible mif- 
fortufie befel us, thou wert in thy ordinary dre6 ; and 
BOW, without fcarce having had the timt to put on fuch 
thios*, I fee thee ardornM with all the fineries that I 
u>uld give thee, if we were at liberty and in full profr 
peritjr. This gives me more wonder and trouble thaa 
even our. fad misfortune ; therefore anfwer me. The 
renegade interpreted all that the Moor (aid, and we 
faw that ZoraJda anfwer*d not one word ; but on a fud* 
6cn. fpying the little caiket in which fhe was us*d t^ 
put her jewels, which he thought had been left in Mm 
giers, he remalnM yet more adoniihM, and aik.*d her 
how that trunk could come into oiir hands, and what 
was in it? to which the renegade, without expe^ing 
2Sonuda*s anfwer, replyM, do not trouble thyfelf to aik 
thy daughter fo many queftions, for with one word I caa 
iatisfy uem all. Know then that ihe is a Chriftian, and 
'tis flic that has filed oiFour chains, and given us liber* 
tjr I ihe IS with us by her own con(ent, and I hope 
irell pleas*d, as people fhould be who come from darkneis 
into L'ght, and frogi death to life. Is this true, daugh»> 
ter ? faid the Moor. It is, reply'd Zoraida, How then, 
iaid the old man, art thou really a Chriftian? and ■ art 
tbou Ate that has put thy father intp the power of his 
enemies ? to which Z^raida reply'd, 1 am /he that is a 
Chriftian, but not fttt that has brought thee into this 
condition, for my defign never wu to injure my father, 
but only to do myfelf g&od. And what good haft thou 
done thyfeTf ? faid the Moor. Aik that of Lela Marien, 
reply*d Zoraida, for fte can tell thee bcft. The old man 
had no fooner heard this but he threw himielf, with in- 
credible fury, into the fea, where without doubt he had 
bcea drow^n^d, had not his garments, which were l'- 

J'3 
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and wide, kept himfome time above water, 
cryM out to ift to help him, which we all did {b readily^ 
that we ^uU*d him out by his veil, but half drown*d^ 
and without any- fenfe. This fo troubled 2^nida, that 
Ihe threw herfelf upon her father and began to lament 
and take on as if he had been really dead. We tuin*d 
hk head downwards, and by this meahs having difgotg*d 
a great deal of water, he recover^ a little in about two 
hours time. The wind in the mean iNrhile was cqbk 
a1)0ut, and forc*d us toward the fhore, fo that we were 
Oblig'd to ply our oars not to be driven uoon the land. 
It was our good fortune to get into a fmali baj, which 
fs made by a promontory, calPd the cape of the Gaha 
Rumia*; which, in our tongue, is the cape of the 
Wicked Chriftlan woman : and it is a tradition amoc^ 
the Moors; that Caba, the daughter of cctyit Jalia% 
who was the caufe of the lofs of Spain, lies buried there s 
and thiey think it ominous to be forced into that bay, 
for they never go in otherwife than by neceffity ; but ta 
tis it was no unlucky harbour, but a fafie r etreat, oon- 
fidering how high the fea went by this time. We poT. 
ted our centries on Ihore, but ke^^ our oars ready to be 
plyM upon occafion, taking in the mean time ibme xe- 
frefliment of what the renegade had provided, praying 
heartily to Cod and the virgin Mary, to protefi us, and 
help us to bring our defign to a happy conclufion. HcR^ 
at the defire of Zoraida, we refolv*d to fet her father on 
Ihore, with all the other Moors, whom we kept fiift 
bound J for Ae had not courage, nor could her tender 
heart foffer any longer, to fee her father and her countiy- 
men ill us*d before her face { but we did not think to 
do it before we were juft ready to depart, and then they 
could not much hurt us, the '^place being a folitary onc^ 
and no habitations near it. Qur prayers were not in 
▼ain ; the wind fell and the fea became calm, invitiag 
us thereby to purfue our intended voyage ; We unbound 
our prifoners and (et them on ihore, one by one» vdiich 
they were mightily aftoni/h*d at. When we came to 
put Zoraida*s father on fhore, who by this tine wu 
> hinlclf, he (aid, why do you think, Ghriaians, 

that 



tftbe renowned Don Q\3 worn* i^i 

tliat this wicked woman defires I flioul^ be fet at liberty ^ 
do you tbink it is for any pity Ac takes of me ? no 
certaioly, but it is becaufe fhe is not able to bear my 
prefence, which hinders the profecution of her ill deflres s 
I wouM not have you think neither t&at ihe has em* 
brac*d your religion, becaufe (he knows the djfterence 
between yours and ours, but becaufe ihe has heard that 
ihe xnay live more loofely in your country than at home s 
and then turning himfelif to Zoraida, while I and. ano- 
ther held him iaft by the arms, that he might commit 
no extravagance, he faid, O infanoous and blind young 
wonaaJi, where art thou going in the power of the£ 
dogSy our natural enemies ? curs'd be the ^our in which. 
I begot thee, and the care and aife£tion with which I 
bred thee. But I, feemg he was not like to maike an 
end of his exclamations foon, made hafte to fet him on* 
ihore, firoift whence he continued to give us his curfea 
and imprecations ; begging on his knees of Mahomet to* 
beg of God Almighty to confound and deftiov us ; and 
when being under fail, we cou*d no longer hear him^ 
we iaw his a£lions, which were tearing his hair and 
beard, and rolling himfelf uuon the ground ; but ho 
once firainM his voice fo high, that we heard what hci 
faid, which was, come back, my dear daughter, for I 
forgive thee all : let thole men have the treafure which 
is already in tneir polTeSon, and do thpu return to 
comfort thy difconfolate father, who mull elfe lofe hit 
life m thefe fandy defarts. All this Zoraida heard, and 
fhed abundance of tean, but could anfwer nothing 
but beg that Lela Marien^ who had made her a Chriflian, 
wou*d comfort him. God knows, faid Ihe, I couM not 
avoid doing what I have done ; and that thefe ChriiViana 
are not obligM to me^ fdr I couM not be at reft till I 
had done this, which to thee, dear father, feems fo ill 
a thing. All this Ihe faid, when we were got fo far 
out of his hearing, that we cou*d fcarce fo much as fee 
him. So I comforted 2!^raida as well as I cou*d, and 
we all minded our voyage. The wind was now fo right 
for our purpofe, that we made no doubt of being & 
next morning upon the Spaoiib ihore j but as it feld 
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htppenf that any felicity comes {o pure as aot f» lie 
temperM and alla^M by fome mixture of forrow j GSdosx 
our ill fortune^ or the Moor^s curies had foch an ef- 
fect (fox a fiither*s curfes are to be dreaded, let the 
father be what Jie will) that about midnight, when 
we were under fall fail, with our oars laid by, ive faw 
Ky the light of the moon, hard by tis, a round fteni*d 
▼eflel witn t^ her falls out, coming a head of ns, 
which ihe did fo clofe to us^ 'that we were forced to 
ftrike our fail not to run foul of her $ and the Tcffel 
likewiie feem'd to endeavour to let us go byj they 
had come fo near us to afk from whence we came, 
•nd whither we were going ? But doing it in French, 
rhe renegade forbid us to anfwer, faying without doubt 
thefe are French pirates, to whom every thing is prize. 
This made us all be filent; and as we iaird on, tli^ 
being under the wind, fir'd tw6 guns at us, both, at 
it appear'd, with chain-ihot, for one brought our maft 
by the board, and the other went thro* u*, without kiliizif 
•ny body ; but we, perceiving we were finking, callM to 
them to come and take us, for we were going to be 
drown*d j they then ftruck their own fails, and jmt- 
tirtg out their boat, ther« came about a dosen FVcoch 
<jn board us, all well arm'd, and with their matcbea 
lighted. When they were clofe to us, feeing we were 
but few, they took us a-board their boat, faving that 
this had happened to us for not anfwermg their qucf- 
f ions. The renegade had time tp take a little coIkt or 
trunk, full of Zoraida*s treafure, and heave it over- 
board,* without being perceiv'd by any body. When 
we were on board their veflcl, after having levnt 
from us all they cou*d, th^ began to ftrip us, as if 
we had been their morul enemies : they pluoderM Zo- 
i^da of all the jewels and bracelets ftit had on her hasdi 
and feet j but that did not fo much trouble me, as 
the apprehcnfion t was in for the rich jewel of her 
Jhaftity, which Ae valued above all the reft. But that 
fort of people feldom have any defires beyond the gmifig 
of nches, which they faw in abundance before theiz 
eyesj and their jQovetouiheis wu (b Ibarpca^d hy it, 

that 
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tbat even our flaves clothes tempted them. They coa<* 

lalted what to do with ut ^ and Tome were ef opinion 

Co throw us over-board^ wrapt up in a iail> becaule 

they intended to put into fome of the Spaxilih ports, 

under the notion of being of Britany ; aad if they car« 

ry*d ui with them, they might be puniihM^ aad their 

roguery come to light : but the captain, who thought 

hjmielt rich enough with Zoraida*s plunder, iaid he 

virouM not touch at any port of Spain, but make hit 

way through the Straits by night, and fo return to Ro* 

chel from whence he came. This being refolvM, they 

bethought themfelves of giving us their long-boat, and 

what provi£on we might want for our Aort pallage* 

As ibon as it was day, and that we defcryM the Spamfli 

ihore (at which fight, fo defirable a thing is liberty, all 

our miferies vaniih*d from our thoughts in a moment) th^ 

began to prepare things, and about noon they put us on 

board, giving us two barrels of water, and a (mall quan« 

tity of biiket : and the captam, touched with fome re4 

morfe for the lovely Zoraida, gave her, at parting, about 

forty croWns in gold, and would not fuffer his men to 

take from her thofe cloaths which now (he has on. We 

went aboard, ihewiog ourfelves rather thankful than 

complaining. They got out to fea, making for the 

the Straits, and we having the land before us for 

our north-ilar, plyM our oars, fo that about fun-fet 

we were near enough to have landed before it was 

quite dark ; but confidering the moon was hid in clouds, 

and the heaveas were growing dark, and we ignorant 

of the ihore, we did ndt think it fafe to venture on 

it, tho* many among us were fo defirous' of. liberty, 

and to be out of aU danger, that they would ^ve 

landed, though on a deiart rock : and iy that means, 

at Va& wa might avoid all little barks of the pir»tes of 

^e Barbary coaft, fuch as thofe of Tetuan, who oome 

firom home when *tis dark, and by morning are -early 

upon the Spaniih coaft $ where they often make z. prize, 

and gp home to bed the fame day. But the other 

ounion prevailed, which was to row gentlv on, and i£ 

the iba and ihore gave leave;, to Und quietly where we 
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<M*d. We did accordingly, and about midnight m 
CUM usder a great lull, vrhicb had a £mdy Ihore, coa- 
▼enieat enough for onr landing. Here we ran our boat 
in as far as we cott*d, and being got on land, we aO 
Iti&'d it for joY> and thank*dOod with tears for our de- 
lirerancc. This done, we took out the little protifioa 
we had left, and dtmb'd op the. mountain, thinkiag 
imrfelves more in fafety there, for we cou*d hardly per- 
fuade ourfelves, nor believe that the land we weie 
upon was the Chriftian ihore. We thought the daj 
long a coming, and then we got to the top of the 
hill, to fee if we cou*d difcover any habitations ; int 
we could no where defcry either hou&, or perfoa, or 
path. We lefoW^d, however, to go i\irther on, n 
thinking we could not mifs at laft of fbme body to !&• 
form 08 where we yitxt :' that which troubI*d ne 
mioiSt was, t« foe my poor Zoraida go on foot amoag 
the iharp rocks, and I would fomettmes liave axqi 
her on my flioulders ; but ihe was as much coacen'4 
at the pains I took, as ihe coa*d be «t what Ae eo- 
duf *d ; fo leaning on me (he Went on with nock 
patience and content. When w« were g(me about s 
quarter of a league, we heard the (bund of a little 
pipe, wl^ch we took to be a ceitun ISgn of tsnt 
flodc near us j and looking well about, we perceif *^ 
at laft, at the foot of a cork-tree a young fhepberd, 
who was cutting a ftick with his knife with great at- 
tention and ferioufnefs* We callM to him, and he 
having lookM up, ran away as hard as he could. It 
Ibems, tB we afterwards heard^ die firft ne fiiw veie 
the renegade and Zoraida, who being in the Moorift 
drefiy he thought all the Moors in Barbarv were np0i 
him \ and Tuamng into the wood, ciy*d all the waytf 
loud as he cottld. Moors, Moot^, arm, arm, theMoofS 
•re landed. We hearing this out-cry, did not well 
know what to do : but considering that the ftephod'i 
roaring wouM raife the country, and thd horfe-go^ 
of tlie coaft would be upon us, we a^eed that the 
senegade fhould poll off his TurkiA habit, and put os 
• (l4ye*s coat, which one of ul lent him, tbpu&b he 
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J%4t lent it )>im xcmainM in his Ihirt. ThiM recom* 
Bneoding ourfelves to God, we went on hj the &xn% 
way that the ihepherd ran, ihU expecting when the 
horfe would come upon ut { and we were not deoeivM. 
for in left than two hours, at we came down the hills 
into a plain, we difcoverM aboot fifty horie coining upoa 
n hall gallop towards us j when we law that, we ftood 
fiill, expe£ting them. As foon as they came up, and, 
inAead of (6 many Mowrs, faw fo many poor Chriftiaa 
captivet, they were aftonidi*d. One of tnem aflL*d vt 
if we were die occa/ioo of the alarm that a young 
ihepherd had given the country ? Yes, faid f, tnd upon 
chat began to tell him who we were, and whence we- 
came | out one of our company knew the horfe-mah 
that had afkM ut the queftion, and without letting me 
go on, find, God be praised, gentlemen, for bringing 
OS to ib good a part of the country, for if I mifiake 
not, we are near Velea MaUwa ; and if the many yuan 
of my captivity have not taken my memory from me 
too, I thmk, that you, Sir, who aw us theie queftioas, 
are my unde Don Pedro Buftamente, The ChHfliaii 
flave oad hardly faid this, but the gentleman h'ghting 
from his horfc^ came haftUv to embrace the young ilavc^ 
faying, dear nephew, my toy, my life, I know thee^ 
and have often lamented thy iofs, and (o hastily mo- 
ther and thy other relations, whom thou wilt yet find 
alive. God haff preferv*d diem, that they may have 
the pleafure of feemg thee. We had heard thou wert 
in Algierti and by what I (ee of thy drefi, and that of 
all ^ia company, yon muft all have had fome miracu- 
lous deliverance. It is fo, reply^d the voong man, and 
we ihall have time enough now to tell all our adven* 
tures. The reft of the horiemen hearing we were Chrif- 
tiana f&zp*d from flayery, lighted likewife from their 
hoi^, offering them to ua to carry ua to the city of 
Velez Malaga, which was about a league and t half off. 
Some of than went where we had left our boat^ and 
got it into the port, while others took us up behind 
them; and Zocaida lid behind the gentleman, uncle 
to onx captive. All the people, who had aires cly heard 

fome*^ 
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fomethiog of our adventure, came out to meet os j thef 
did not wonder to fee captives at liberty, nor Moon 
prifonertf $ for in all that coaft they are usM to it j but 
they -were aftonifli*d at the beauty of Zoraida, wiuch 
at that inftant feem*d to be in its point of perfedioa } 
for, 'what with the a^tation of travelling, and whtf 
with the joy of being fafe In Chriftendom, widioot 
the terrible thought of being retaken, fhe had fuch i 
beautiful colour in her countenance, that were it not 
lor fear of being too partial, I durft fay, there was 
, not a more beaumul creature in the world, at leaft that 
I had feen. We went ftraight to church, to thaok 
Ood for his great mercy to us $ and as we came into it, 
«i| that Zoraida had lookM upon the pidures, fte £ud 
tR&e were feveral ftces there that were like Leia Ma- 
rien^s \ we told her they were her pi^lures, and the 
renegade explain*d to her as well as he could the fsaq 
of them, ' that (he might adore them, as if in reality 
each of them had been the true Lela Marien, wiio 
had fpoke to htt \ and ihe, who has a good and dear 
underfhinding, comprehended Immediately all that vai 
faid about the pi«ures and images. After this, ve 
were . difpersM^ and lodged in different houfes of the 
town; but the young Chriitiah Have of Vclea cany'i 
me, Zoraida, and the renegade to his father's houfe, 
where we were accommodated pretty well, according ts 
their ability, and usM with as much kindnefs as tiiei 
own fon. After fix days ftayat Velez, the renega^ 
having informed himfelf of what was needful forhsB 
to know, went a^^'ay to Granada, there to be le^ad' 
mitted by the holy inquifition into the bofom of tk 
church. The other Chriftians, bring at liberty, wtf 
tach whither he thought fit. Zoraida and I vanabl 
without other help thaii the forty crowns the pirate sant 
her, with which I bought the afs ihe rides on, ** 
iince we landed, have been to her a father and a fi 
but not a huiband s we are now going to fee whet 
my father be alive, or if cither of my brothen hai I 
better fortune than 1 1 tho* fincc it has pleasM hea' 
to give me Zoraida^ and make me ,lier compioiofl, 
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teckoi no better fortune could beikll mt. The pati* 
ence with wiiich ihe bears the Inconvenience of poverty^ 
the defire ihe ihews of being made a Chriftian, do give 
me fnbjedt of continual admiration, and obilge me to 
ferve and love her all the days of mv life. 1 confeis 
i!tie, expectation of being hers is not a little allayM with 
the uncertainties of knowing whether I fliall find in my 
countxy any one to i:eGeive us, or a comer to pafs my 
life with her \ and perhaps time will have (b altered 
the aiBdrs of our familyj that I ihall not find any. 
body that fviU know me, if my father and brothen ars. 
dead* 

Thu is, gentlemen,, the fum of my advcfituicffy 
which whether or no they are entertaining, you arc 
beft judges. I wiih I had told them more compendia, 
oufly \ and yet, I ailure.you, the fear of being tedious 
has made me cut ihort many circumftancea of my ftory*

Every thing being now ieftled, to the univerial fatis- 
fa^ion of the eompaay^ aad being very late, 'they all 
agreed for bed« except Don Quixote, who Vould needs 
guard the caiUe whUft they -flept, left fome tyrant or 
giant, covpttras of the great treafurc of beauty which 
it inclofedy ihould make fome dangerous attembt.

"anted you need make no doubt of his iafety. Unfor- 
mate wretch that I am, faid Mar'.tornes, who over* ' 
card him, before you can have this leave, my mafter 
ill be feat to the other world.

, a clear cafe, faid the curate, Cardenio, Don Fodisaal 
and his companions, and the judge himfelf (had roc 
Lewis's concern made him thoughthil) would hare bu- 
mottrM the matter. Lord have mercy upon as now 
(faifd the poor barber half diftradled) is it pofliUe 
{hit fo many fine honourable gentlemen jhould knov 
a bafon or a helmet no better than this comes to^ 
Oadiookcrs, I defy the wifeft univeriity in all Spain 
ificb their ichobtihip, to ihew me the like, wel 
-«-*if it muft be a hehnet, it muft be a helmet. that*f 
a!L— *And by the fame rule my pack-faddie Bnft 
troop too, as this gentleman fays. I muft c(»M 
laid Don Quixote, as to outward appearance it is * 
pack-faddle ; but as I have already (aid, I will Btt 
pretend to deteitnine the difpute as to that ^9^ 
Nay, faid the curate, if Don Quixote fpcak not, d« 
matter will never come to a decifion ;. becaufe in aH 
affairs of chivalry, we muft all give him tbc pfe»* 
xence. I fwcar, worthy gcntlmcn, laid Don QujxoW^ 
that the adventures I have encountered in this cM\ 
are fo ftrange and fupematural, that J muft inMi%l 
conclude them the efteds of pure magick and iDcAaafr- 
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nent. The firft time I ever enter*d its gates. I was 
ftrangely embarrafs'd by an inchantedf Moor that in- 
babited it^ and Sancho himielf had no better enter- 
tainment from his attendants ; and laft ni^ht I hung 
fnfpended almoft two hours by this arm, without the 
power of helping myfelf, or of afllgning any reafonable 
caufe of my misfortune. So that for me to medr 
die or give my opinion in fuch con/us'd and intri- 
cate events, would afpear prefuntptioo | ^ i^ave al- 
ready given my final oeterminatlon. as to the helmet 
in controverfy, but dare pronounce no de^nitive fentcnce 
on the pack-faddle, but fhall remit it to the difcern- 
ing judgment of the company j perhaps • the power of 
iochantment n>ay not prevail on you that are not dubbM 
knights, lb that your underflandings may he free, 
and your judicial faculties more piercing tf enter into 
the true nature of thefe events, and not amclude upon 
them from their appearances. Undoubtedly, anfwer'd 
Don Ferdinand, the decifion of this^rocefs depends 
lipon our fentiments, according to Doh Quixote* s opi- 
nion $ that the matter therefore may he faifly difcufs'd, 
and th^t we may proceed upon folid and firm grounds, 
we'll put it fo the vote. Let every cne give me 
his fu(trage in my ear, and I will oblige myfelf to 
report them faithfully to the board. 

To thofe that knew Don Quixote this proved excellen|k 
fport ; but to others unacquainted with his humour, aa 
Don Lewis and hls^ four fervants, it a{^ar«d the moft 
ridiculous AufT in nature ^ three other travellers too 
-that happenM to call in by the way, and were found 
to be officers of the holy brotherhood, or pudfuivants, 
thought the people were all bewitched in .good earnefK 
But the barber was quite at his wit's end, to think 
that his bafon, then and there prefent be^re his eyes, 
was become the helmet of Mambrino \ and that his 
pack-faddle was likewife going to be chang'd into 
rich horfe-ftiffik«ir«. Every body famgh'd vwy h g artil y 
to fee Don Ferdinand whifpering e^cK particular perfon 
very gravely to Rave his vote upon the important 
cont«Btio& of the pack-faHdle. When he had go*- 
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Ibe rounds among his own fa^^ion, that vcre all 

rivy to the jeft, honeit. fellow, laid he rery loudly^ 
grow weary of afking fo many impertinent ^nefHot ; 
every man has his anfwer at his tbngue^s-end, that 
*tls meer madnefi to call, this a pack-middle^ and that 
*Cis pofitiveiy, Nemine ContradictHtgg right horle-funu- 
tuie, and great horie-fnjiiitiire too 5 befides, friend, 
your allegations and proofs are of no force, therefore 
in fpight of your afs and you too, we give it fer the 
defendant, that this is, and will continue the famitare 
of a horfe, nay and of a great horfe too. Now the 
devil take me, faid the barber*, if you be not alt 
damnably deceivM ; and may be I hang*d if my conici* 
ence does not plainly tell me ^tis a dows-right pack* 
£iddie) but I have loft it according to law, and (6 
hit it well. — — But I am neither mad nor dnink 
fire, for I am £reih and lifting this morning firoo 
tvery thing but fin. 

The barber's raving was no lefs diverting than Don 
Quixote's dloaourf j fentence is pafsM, cry*d he ; 
and let every man take poiTeiTion of his goods and 
chattels, and heaven give him joy. This is a jefi^ a 
meer jeft, faid one of the four fcrvants ; certainly, 
gentlemen, you can*t be in earneft, you're too wiie 
to talk at this rate : for my part, I fay and will 
maintain it, for there's no reafon the barber AooU 
he wrong'd, that this is a bafon, and that the pack* 
faddle, of a he^afs. May'nt it be a flie-afs*s pack* 
Middle, fjriend, fud the curate? Thafs all one, fir, 
^id the fellow, the mieftion is not whether it be a 
he or ihe«afs''s pack-iaddle, but whether it be a pack. 
Addle or not, that^s the matter, fir. One of the of- 
ficers of the holy brotherhood, who had heard the 
whole controverfy, very angry to hear fuch an error 
aaintain'd ; gentlemen, iiud he, this is no mote a 

hocfe's 
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laorfe*s d^dle than *ti8 . my father, and he that fays 
^he contrary is drunk or mad. You lye like an un« 
nanncfly rafcal, faid the knight, and at the fame time 
-writh his lance, which he had always ready for fuch 
occafions, he <^er*d fuch a ^low at the officer's head, 
€hat had not the fellow leap*d afide it would have 
laid hjm flat. The lance flew mto pieces, and the 
reft of the offic^ feeing their comrade fo abus*d, 
cry*d out for help, charging ererv one to aid and af- 
lift the holy brotherhood *^. The inn-keeper being 
one of the tratemityy ran for his fwotd and rod, and 
then joined his fellows. Don Lewises fervants got 
louiid their mafter to defend him from harm, and fe- 
cure him left he fliould make his dcape in the fcuffle. 
The barber feeing the whole houfe turnM topfy-turv)-, 
JUid hold again on his pack-laddle : but Sancho, who 
watchM his motions, was as ready as he, and fecur*d 
toother end of it. 

Don Quixote drew and aflkulted the officers pell-mell. 
Don Lewis call'd to his fervants to join Don Quixote 
and the gentleman that fided with him ; for Caraenio^ 
Don Ferdinand and his friends had engaged on his 
fide. The curate a7*d out, the landlady ihriek*d, her 
daughter wept, Mairitomes howrd, Dorothea was dif- 
traced with ftar, Locinda could not tell what to Mo, 
and Donna Clara was ftrancely flighted; the barber 
ponuneird Sancho, and Sancno belabourM the barber. 
One of Don Lewis's fervants went to hold |um, but he 
gave him fuch a rebuke on his jaws, that his teeth 
i)ad like to have forfook their ftation : and t|ien the 
judge took him into his protection. Don Ferdinand 
had got one of the officers down, and laid him on 
back and fide. The inn-keeper ftiU cry*d out. help 
the holy brotherhood ; io . that the whole houfe vras 
a medley of wailings, cries, flirteks, confuftons, fears, 
terrors, difaflers, fl£(hes, buflfets, blews, kicks, cufls, 
battery, and bloodihed. 

In 

^ All thtfi tro9pt ofjbt.holi brotherhood Miry w»t 
4f r^M^markofiitir^ce, 
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In the greateft heat of this hurly-borly »t ca«c into 
Doa Quixote's head, that he was certainly involvM io 
the diforder and confufion of king Agramant's amf ; 
and calling eut with a voice that fliook the whole houfc i 
hold, valorous knights, iaid Jie, all l»I<i your furious 
hands, (heath all your fwords, let noncpTefuine to 
ftrike on ^n of death, but hear me (peak- Toe loud and 
inonllrous %oice furpriz'd every body into obedience, 
and the Don proceeded : I told you before, gentle* 
tticn, that thifi.ca^Ie was inchanted, and that fococ 
legiod of devils did inhabit it : now let your own 
eyes confirm my words : don*t you behold the ftrange 
and horrid confufion of king Agramant*s anny removM 
hither* luid put in execution amoi^ us ? fee, fee how 
they fight .for the iword, and yonder for the horfe; 
behold hoy fome contend f<Jr the helmet, and here 
others battle* it for the ftandard ; and all fight we 
don't know how, nor ctn tell why. tct therefore 
my lord judge, and his reverepce Mr. Curate, rrprc- 
fent, one, king Agramant, and the other king Sohnco, 
3nd by their wifdoro and conduct appeafe thia tumult : 
Cor, by the powers divine, *tv/ere a wrong to honour, 
and a blot on chivahf>', to let fo many worthias, as 
are here met, kill one another for fuch trifles. 

Don Quixote's words were Hebrew t» the omcen, 
«'bo havuig.been rou^ly handjed by Cardcnio, Fcr- 
dinandj, and his friends, would not give it over io. 
But the bafbcr was content; for Sancho had demc/- 
li/h'd his beard and pack-faddk both in the fcuifie t 
the fqulre dutifully retreated at the firfl found of 
lis mafler*s voice; Don Lewi8*8 fervaats . were cahn, 
Ending it their heft way to be quiet 5 hut the inn- 
keeper was refractory. He fwoxe that madman •ughc 
to be puniflied for his ill-behaviour, and that every 
hour he was making fome difturbance or another in h>« 
Aoufe. ' But ab laft, the matter wais made up, the 
pack-faddle was agreed to be horfe-fumiture, the baion 
a helmet, and the inn a caftle, till the day of judg- 
ment, if Don Quixote would have it fo. Don Lewis's 
hufiMfs came next i» play, The judgt, in osorert 
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^th Don Ferdiiiaiidy Cardenio, and the curate, reTolv'd' 
tliat Don Ferdinand fliould interpofe his audiority on 
I>on Lewis** behalf, and let his fervants know, that 
lie >A ould carry him to Andalnfia, where , he ihouid 
be entertain*d according to his quality by Ms bro« 
thcr the marquis j and they Hiould not oppofe thii 
dcfign, feeing Don Lewis was pofitively reloIvM not 
to be forcM to go back to his father yet. Don Fer* 
dxnand*8 Quality, and Don Lewises refolution prevail^ 
on the fellovrs to order matters fb, that three of them 
might return to acquaint their old mailer, and the 
fourth wait on Don Lewis. Thus this monflrous heaf 
of confufion and diforder was digefted into form, by 
the authority of Agramant, and wifdom of king Sch 
briflo. 

But the enemy of peace, finding hit prcjeft of let* 

ting them all by the ears fo eluded, reiolv^d once 

again to have another trial of (kill, and plav the de« 

tU with them all the fecond boot s for though the 

officers, underftandiag the quality of their adveriaries^ 

vrere willmg to defift, yet one of them, whom Don 

Ferdinand had klck*d moft unmercifilly, remembring 

that among other wtrranta, he had one to apprehend 

Don Quixote for fetting free the gally.flaves (which 

Sancho was fadlyafnid would come about) he refolved 

to examine if the marks and tokens giren of DonQ^xote 

agreed with this perfon; then drawing out a parch* 

ment, and opening hit warrant, he'^'^de a ihift te 

read it, at every other Word looking cunningly 04 

Don Quixote*s face ; whereupon having folded up the 

parchment, and taking his warrant in his left hand^ 

he clapt his ri^t hand faft in the knight's collar, 

crying youVe the king*s prifoner : gentlemen, I am 

an officer, here*s my warranto I charge you all to 

aid and aifift the noly brotherhood. Don Quixote, 

finding himfclf o^d fo rudely, by one whom he took 

to be a pitiful fcoundrel, kindl*d up into fuch a rage, 

that he ihookwith indignation, and catching the fellow 

by the neck with both his hands, fqueez*d him fo 

violently, that if hit companioot had not preTently 
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jfreed him, the kaight woiild certainly have diiottled 

Iblm before he had quitted his hold. 
' The inn-keeper heing obliged to affift His hiother* 
efficer, prefently }oin*d him : the hofteis ieeing ber 
hafband engaging a fecond time, raisM a new oatcry» 
her daughter and Maritomea bore the bordea of the 
fone, fomctimes praying, fometjmes trying, fometines 
icoMJng: Sancho, feeing what pafsM, by the locd, 
iaid he, my mafter is in the tights tnit place k 
Ikaunted, that*8 certain j there's no UviAg qidedy aa 
hour together. At laft Don Perdband parted Don 
t^ixote and the oiGcer, who ivere both pretty weli 
pleat'd to quit their bargain. However, the officers 
<KU demaixled their prifoaer, and to have him de« 
liverM bound into their hands, commandixig nU the 
Company a fecond time to help and affift them in 
jecuring that publick robber upon the kiag^s h^ 
road. 

' Don Quixote ibil*d at the fupposM fimplidtr of Ae 
feUows; athft, withfol^mngtavity, come hither, &id 
he, you offspring of filth and extnfUon of dtuq^Us, dot 

Sfu caH ioonng the fettered, freeing (he captivM, hdping 
e mifefable, railing the fairn, and fapplying the 
indigent^ dare you, I fay, baic-fj^rited nicals, caB 
tiiefe aCthins robbery } ' Your thoughts^ indeed, are 
fbo groveh'ng and fervile to underftand^ or reach the 
pitch of chivalry, otherwife you had onderftood, that 
even the' ihadow of a knight*errant had claim to 
^uf . adoration. You a band of officers ; yoia^re a 
pack of rogues indeed, and robbers on the hignway by au- 
thority. What blockhead of a magiftrate durft ifloe 
out a ^^arrant to appsehend a knight-errant like ae .' 
CouJd not his ignorance . find out that we are eaempt 
from all courts of judicature ? That our valour is the 
bench, our will the conunon law^ and cor fwcfd 
the cjfccutioner of juftice. Could not his duhieft in- 
form hiA that no rank of nobility or peerage o^oys 
more inununitics and privileges ? Has he any rre- 
cedcnt that a knight-errant ever paid taxes, fubiidy, 
poU-moaey, or to much as fare * on /eity ? What tay- 
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QT evor hsi^ money for his doaths, or what con-« 
bible ever made him a reckoning fpr lodging in hi9 
:aftje ? What Jtings are not proud of his company } 
and what dam£els of his love ? And laftiy, did you 
Ever cead of any knight-errant that ever was, is, or 
fliall bc^ that could not, with his Angle force, cudg^ 
four hundred fuch vogues as you to pieces^ if they 
have the impudence to oppofe him? 

CHAP. XIX. 

*rb9 Miakh udmtukut of the offieert of the Hojy ftrother^ 
Jiood, mkb Dw Qiuzote'x great ferocity aitd incbant'^ 



WHILST Don Quixote talked at this rate, the 
curate endeavourM to perfuade the officers 
that he was diftraAed, as they might eafily gather 
from kis ifords and anions ; and therefore, though 
they Aoald carry htm before a magilhate, he ^ouH 
be prefeitly acquitted, as being a inad-man. He 
that had the warrant made anfwer, that 'twas 'not* 
his bnfineft to examine whether he were mad or not ^ 
he was a» officer in commiflion, and muft obey or- 
ders ; and accordingly was refolvM td deliver him up 
to the fuperior power, which ohce done, they might 
acquit him five hundred times if they wou*d. But for 
all that, the curate perfifted they fiiouid not carry Don 
Quixote away with them this time, adding, that the 
knight himietf would by bo means be brought to it ; 
and in Aort, faid fo much, that they had been g^vater 
loois. than he, could they not have plainly fecn his 
madnnft. ''They therefore qot only defifted, but oifer'd 
their £wice in compovnding the difference bet^A-een 
Sancho and the barber ; their mediation w^s accepted, 
they bein^ officers of juftice ; and fuccccded fo weH, 
that both paKies ftopd t« Ih^ arbitration^ though not 

enlirel*' 
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ciitirtly Satisfied with their award, which ord|!r*d tlKB 
to change their pannel?, but not their halters aor. the 
girtha. The ctirate made up the bufinds of the h«- 
Mn^ ^ying the barber under-hand, ei^t reals for it, 
and getting a general relcafe under his hand of aU 
daioM or actions concerning it, and all thinga cUe, 
Thefe two important difFerencet being fo happily de- 
cided, the only obftaclea to a general peace were Don 
i«wis*f fenrants and the inn-keeper x the firft were 
prevatt*d upon to accept the propofaU oflSer*d which 
weie, that three of them Aoold go home, and the 
fourth attend Don Lewis, where Doo Ferdinand ihould 
appoint. Thus this difference was made up, t» the 
unfpeakabk joy of Donna Clara. Zoraida aot well 
vuideribnding any thing that paft, wat ftd anii cfacar- 
fnl by turns, as ihe obfervM ouien to be bv their cona- 
tenances, efpecially her beloved Spaniara, «n when 
her eyes were more particularly fix*o. The ion-keeper 
made a hideous bawling \ having difcoverM that the 
barber had received money for his bafon, he knew 
no reafbn, he faid, why he ihould not be paid as 
well as other folks, and Iwoie that Roeiaante and Sao- 
cho*8 a(s /hould pay for their aoafter's extravaganct 
before thqr ihould leave his ftable \ the curate pacif}'^ 
him, and Don Ferdinand paid him his bilL AU things 
thus acconunodated, the inn no longer refrmWed t£c| 
confufion of Agramant^s camp, but rather the univcrOl 
peace of Auguftus's reign t upon which the curate ar' 
Don Ferdinand had the thanks of the houie, aa a jt 
acknowledgment for their fo elfedliial mediittioa. 

Don Qjiixote being now free from the difficuk 
and delays that lately embarrafsM him, held it h: 
time to profecutc his voyage, and briiw to feme 
cifi<^ the general enterprize which he had the 
and eleaion for. He therefore folly leftdTM to 
his departure, and fell on his knees before 
but Ae would not hear him in that pofture, 
nrevallM upon him to rife : he then addiei&ng 
In his ufual forms j moft beautiiul lady, iaid he. 
% kfwwn proverb, Th^ dlUgeiioe is the mother 
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^VscceTs : arid we have foond the gteateft fuccMIes in 
wax ftill to depend on expedition and difpatch, hy pre* 
venting the eneniy*s defign, and forcing a vidloty be- 
fojre ap aflault is expe£t^. My inference ftmn this, 
moft high -and illuftrious lady, ia, that oiir refidence 
in thif caftle appears nothing coaditdve to our defigns, 
but may prove dangerous ; for we may reafonably Aip. 
pofe that our enemy the giant may learn by fpie^^ or ' 
fome other fecret intelligence, the fcheme of our in- 
tentions, and confequentiy fortify himfelf in fome in- 
expugnable fortreffi, againft the power of our otmoft 
endeavoors, and fo the ftrength of my iitviiicible arm 
may be ineHe^ual. Let us therefore, dear madam, 
hy our diligence and fudden departure hence, prevent 
any fach his defigns,* and force our good fortune, by 
miiSing no opportunity that we may lay hold of* 
Here he ftopt, waiting the princefs*s anfwer. She, ' 
with 'a grave afpe^l, and ftyle fuitiog his extravagance, 
replyM, the great inclination and indefatigable defirv 
you ihew, wor^y knight, in affifting the injur*d, and 
refhnring the opprefs'd, lay a fair claim to the pndfet 
and univerfal thanks of mankind \ hut your Angular 
concern, and induffarious application in afiifting me, 
deferve- my particular acknowledgments and gretiika* 
tion I and I ihall make it my peculiar requeft to hea* 
ven,f that your generous defigns, in my favour, may . 
be foon accomphihM, that I may be enabled to con« 
vince you of the honour and i^itude that may be 
found in fome of our fex. As to our departure, I 
/hall depend upon jrmir pleafure, to whofe manage* 
ment I have not only committed the care of my per* 
fon, but alTo rciignM^the whole power of commaod* 
Then by the ftffift^oB of the divine power, a&fwerM 
he, I will lofe no opportunity of re-inftatiog your 
hijghneis, lince you condefcend to humble yourfeif to 
my orders ; let our march be fudden, for the cagar* 
nefs bi my delires, th^ length of the joumev, and 
the dangers of delay, j^re ^reat fpurs to mydilpatch| 
iiJKe therefore heaviftn has not created, nor hcu feei^ 
tlie man I evar foarM: «y Sancfao. faddlc |lozin«nt» 
Vpt. H, ' ^T tor 
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livroeft your a&, tnd make ready the lady*8 palfry ; 
let us take leave of tlie governor liere, and thefe otfacr 
iord«, and iet out from henee immedbteiy. 

Poor Saneho hearing all that pais*d, fliook his head. 
I«ord, lQr4> xoa&KSy (vA he^ there*$ always more tricks 
in a towi) than are talked of (with revoencs be it 
fpoken.) Ho 4 Viilain, cryM DonQwx»te> what tracks 
can any tow|i or city ihew to impair my credit ? N«y, 
£r, quoth Saacho, if you fprow angry, I can hold mj 
tongue, if that be aU $ but there are iome things which 
you ought to hear, and I ihould tell as hecone» a 
trufty %uire# and honeft feryant. Say what thoo wilt, 
faid the kn^t, ib it tend not to ^wazdice; for tf 
thou art afraid, keep it to thyftlf, and trouble net 
nk with the mention of fear, which my foul ab-> 
liors. Pihawy h^ag feat^ anfwerM Saneho, diat^s aot 
the ivatter ; hat I muft tell you, fir, that which is 
as certain aaii plain as the nofe on your face. This 
lame madam ncre, that calk heilislf the ipieen of the 
Sreat khigdom of Micanicon, is no more a queen 
^hati my grtndam* For, do but confider, fir, if flke 
were fuch a fine queen as you believe, can you imagine 
ih$wou*d ahvaya be fucking of fnouts^ and kiffiag 
and flabbering a certain perion, that fliall be name- 
leis in this cen^^any? Dorothea bhiihM at Sancho^s 
words, for Don Ferdmand had, indeed, foxnetimes, and 
in private, udtea the ficeedomwith his lips to leap 
ibme part of the reward his affedioa dsierv*d \ whick 
Ssincho fpying by chance made fbme conibudioDs 
upon ity veiy much to the diladvantage of her royalty j 
for, in ihort he concluded her no better than a wo- 
man of pleafuse. Slie neverthelefs wouM take no notice 
of his afperfion, but let him go on ; I fay thi^ 
lir, contiau'd he, becaufe after cur trudgbg thro* all 

weathers^

Heavens ! Into what a fury did theft ^refpedfbl 
words of Sancho put thfe knight } Hit whole body 
Aook, his tongue faulter'd, his evts elowM. Thotf 
viUanous, ignorant, rafh, unmannerly, blafphemous de- 
tradiory faid he, how dar'ft thou entertain fudh bafe 
and diftooourable thoughts, much ilkore utter thy 
rude and contemptible fufpicions before nle and this 
honourable prefence ? Away from my fight, thou men* 
Her of nature, magazine of lies, capboatd of decdts. 
granary of guile, publifter of follies, foe of all honour I 
Away, and never let me fee thy face again, on pttn 
of my moft fuxkms indignation. Then bending hia 
angry brows, puling his cheeks, and ftamping on the 
gxonnd, he mt San6ho fuch a look as alfflbft frig^tMl 
the poor fellow to annihilation. 

In the height of this conftematiofl, all that the poor 
fquire could do, was tfr tarn his back, and (hedk out of 
the room. But Domtfaea knowing the knight^s teirt* 
per^ ondcrtook to mitigate Ms ang^r, fir knight of the 
wofol figure, fiud (ho, aflWage your wrath, t befeech 
you $ *tt8 below your dicmty to Ins offended at thefe idle 
words of your fipfife ; and I dare not affirm but that he has 
£omt eolour of reafmi for what he (aid \ for ft were un- 
charitable to fttfpefthis finceicunderibnding, and honeft 
principles, of any foUe or maKcious flander or accufatioii. 
We muik therefore fearch deeper into this afllair, and 
believ^ that as you have found all tranfadtions in this

^Tisevidcnty fiud Don Ferdinand, we therefore all in- 
tercede in behalf of honeft Sancho, that he may be again 
Teih)t*d to your frvoor, ftmt wrst im phmipm^ hdfore 
thefe illofioot had imposed upon his ienle, Don 
Qiu)[ote comply'dy and the curate brought in poor San- 
cho tremhlinf, who on his kneet aude an izcunble ac- 
Icnowledgment of hit crime, and beggM to have his.par- 
\ don coofirm*d by a gradous fcifs of his maAer't hand. 
Don Quixote gave him his hand and his bleffing. Kow 
Sancho> faid he, will yon hereafter believe what I fe

Jufion of. your fcnfe. Don Ferdinand and CsnWJJ 
upon thcfe difcourfesr between martcr and «»»'*> **!: 
afraid that Sancho would fpoil all, and therefoW**'* 
the inn-keeper privately to get ready Rosifli"^*" 
Sancho's afs, while the curate agreed vrtth tkeoft«^ 
for Co much a day to condu£l them home. Ca<»^. 
having hung Don.Quijtote's target on the FflaBO*'''' 
Rozinante's faddle, aivi the bafon on t'other £^^i Z^' 
^cnify'd to S;incho by figns, that he A«l>*() 0""^^ ,. 
a^s, and lead Rozioante by the bridle % and i#/f'''' 
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two officers with -their fire-locks on esch fide of tl^ 
cart. 

Being juft ready to march^ the boftefs^ her daughter, 
and Maritoniesy came to the door to take their leave 
of the kni^ti pretending unfiapportable grief for his 
misfortune. Reibain your tears, moft honourable la- 
dies, faid Don Quiiote^ for theie mifcfaancea ase in* 
cident to thofe ^my iirofeffion ; and fnm thefe dif- 
aAers it it we date tne greatnefs of our gloiy and 
renown ; they are the efie& of envy, which ftul at* 
tends Tirtttous and great actions, and brought upon 
Qs by the indire£k means of fuch princes and knights 
as are emulous of our dignity and fame: but.ipiteof 
all oppre0ionj fpite of all tfaemagick, that ever its firft 
inventor Zoroiifares tinderftood, virtue. will come off 
vidorioos ; and triumphing over every danger, will at 
laft diine out in its proper luibe like the fun to enlighten 
the world. Pardon me, fair ladies, if (thro* ignorance 
or omifilon of the refpedb due to your qualities) I have 
not behavM myfelf to pleaie you j for to the beft of 
my knowledge I never committed a wilful wrong. And 
I crave the affiftance of your prayers, towards my en- 
largement firom this prifon, wnich feme malicious ma- 
gician has coBJfinM me to ; and the firft bufinefs of my 
freedom, ihall be a grateful acknowledgment for the 
mai^ and obl ig ing favours confer'd upon me in this 
your caille. wbilft the ladks were thus enter- 
tain*4 by Don Quixote, the curate and barber were 
buiy taking theirleayes of their company; and after 
mutual compliments and embraces, they engaged to ac- 
quaint one anoUier with their fucceeding fortunes. Don 
Ferdinand intreated the curate to give him a |^rticular 
relation of Don Quixote^s adventures, . aflunng him, 
that nothing wouldbe a greater obligation, and at the 
fame time engagM to inform him of his own marriage 
and I<ucinda*8 return to her parents j with an account 
of Zoraida's baptifm, and Don Lewises fuccefs in hit 
amour. 

The curate having given hfs word and honour, to 
iatisfy Don Ftrdinandy and the laft compliments bein* 
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pift/wnjuft |oing, when Ae Snn-keeper made lum i 
proffer of a bundle of papers found in the folds of the 
lame cloak-b^ Where he got the curious impettinenr, 
telling him wlnial^ that they were ail at his fervict; 
becaule fince the owner was not like to come and de- 
mand them, sind he could not read, they cou*d not bet- 
ter be difpw*d of. The curate thank *d him heartilv, 
^nd opening the papers, found thementitIM, lUporj 
of Mtncmtiti, and Cortatlil/a, The title iBewing it to 
be a novel, and probably written by the author of tbt 
ctirhut impertinent, becaufe found in the fame wallet, 
he put it \A his pockety with a itfolution to penfe i^ 
the very firil opportunity s then mounting with his 
friend the barber and both putting on their mafks, they 
^foUow*d the proceflion, which march*d in this order. 
The carter led the van, and next his cart, flank*d on 
right and left with two officers with their firelocks,* 
then followed Sancho oh his aft^ leading Roz'uaotej 
and laftly the curate and barber 6n their miehty muics 
brought <ip the rear of the body^ all with a grare 
tnd iblenln air, marching tto fafter than the heavy 
dxen allowed.

^eyhad traveird about two leagues this da^vA 
leifurely paCe^ when tlRir cofnld^r lipoping in a lirJ: 
valley, proposM it as a fit place to bait m 9 but he ^1**^ I 
prevaird upon to defer halting a little longer, being is* 
Torm'd by the barber of a certain valley beyond a OrJ; 
hill in their view, better ftor'd with graft, and more coo- 
venievit for their purpofe : they had not traveird muf'' 
farther whbil the curate fpy*d coming a round pafcc aftt* I 
them fix or ffeven men very well accoutred : they ap 
pear'd, by their briflc riding, to be mounted on church- 
mens mules, not carry'd as the Don was. by a team « 
•fluggifh oxen : they endeavoiirM before the heat of tie 
day to rekh their inn, which was about a league farther. I 
In Aort, they foon canae up with our flow itinerants ; 
and one of them, that Wai i cahon Of Tokdo^ tri 
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mafter •£ tkofe that caane ^long with hiqi, laiiriciiig the 
formal jproce^on of |he cart, guvds, Saacho, Kozi* 
nante, the cuiate, and the barber, but chiefiy the in- 
cag'd Dob QuixOO^ coH*d not forbear aikiiig what meant 
their ftrange method of fecuriog that n»an ; tho' he al- 
ready believ'd (hainng oWcrv'd the guards) that he waa 
fome notorious criminal in cuftody of the Holy Brother- 
hood. ' One of the fraternity told hin^ that he cou'd 
not tell the caufe of that knighf « in^rifoament, but 
that he might ai^wer for hJQiielf> becaufie he beft 
cou'd teU. 

Don Quixote over-hearing dieir di^courfe^ gentle- 
men, Ikid he, if you are>co^verfant and ikiird in matters 
of knight-errant)!, I will oommuiucate my misfortunes 
to ^ou ; if you are not* I hai^ no reafon to give my^ 
felt' the trouble. . Xnily, friend^ anfwer*d the canon, 1 
am bettor a^ijuainted with books of chivalry than with 
Villalpando^a diviaiity j atid if that be all your obje^lion, 
you oaay £k£dy in|ipA»t |o -me what you pleafe. With 
heaven's permiBlon he U &, faid Don Quixote ^ yea- 
muft then imderftsi^Nd^ iir knight, that I am borne away 
is this cage by the £p«ce of incbantmenss, thro* the en- 
vious ipight and fnahce of fome curfed jooagicians \ for 
virtue is more «eilllott% perfecuted by ill men, than *tis 
beloy'd by t^e good. I am by profeiSon, a knight-er- 
rant, and JismQ ^ thofe, I affiue you, vrhofe deeds never 
merited a place in the records of fame \ hufone^ who 
in fpight of eSLvy'S lelf, in %ight of all the magi of 
Pcrfia, the; brachnaaas of India, or the gymnoiophifta i 
of Ethiopia^ ihall fccttre.tohis aame a place in the tem- 
ple of irqmortalitjE, as a pattern and mofdel tpi fallowing 
ages, that e&fuing knights-errant, fblkxwin^ mv ikq», 
may be guided to -the 'top and higheft pitch of heroick 
hoQpur. The noble Don Quixote de la Maaoha fpeaka 
truth, iftid the curate, coming up to thetxtmpaay, he 
is indeed inchanted m this cart, not thro* his own. de- 
n;ierits or oftenccs, but the natictous treachery of thofe 
whom virtue difpletiies and vakur ofienda. This is, 
(Ir, the kpight of the woful figure, of whom you have

logues, that at once delight and in^btid. But tho' 
the main defign of fuch books i# to pka^ i yet I 
cannot conceive how it is pofTible they fiioald per- 
form it, being fiird with fuch a multitude of unac- 
countable extravagancies. For the pleaiure which 
ihrikes the foul, muft be deriv*d from the beanty ani 
congruity it fees or conceives in thofe things the 
light or imagination lay before it ; and not&g is 
itfelf deformM or incongruous can fiye na any real 
iatisfajftion. Now what he^uty fan thqre he^ or what 
'^rojtortion of tlie parts to the whole, pr of the whole 
to the feveral parts, in a book, or fable^ where a 
ibiplihg of iixteen years of age at ofie cut of a /word

-and unknown knight? What mortal, not altogether 
barbarous and uHpoliJh^d, can be plea(ed to read^ that 
• «a great tower; 'full of armed knights, cuts thro* the 
fea like'a ihrp before the wind, and getting out ia 
the evening^from the coaiib .of Italy, lands by bieak 
of day in Preftor^fchn's country, or'in fomc other, 
nevct known to Ptofcmy sk icea' by Mvciu Piu- 
. .n ' las? 
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Ivs * f if it Aduld be suiTwerM, that the perTons who 
toinpore theib books, wHte them as cohfeisM lies | and 
thei^fore are ilot obligM t^ obferve niceties^ or to have 
regard to truth $ I ihall make this reply, that falfbood 
is £0 milch the more commendable, by how much It 
more tefembles troth ; attd is the more pleating the more 
ic is doubtful and vofiible. Fabulous ttles ought to be 
fulted to the r^er's underftandhie^ being fo contrived, 
that all inppoilibilities ceafing, all great accidents ap- 
pearing feafible alid the mind wholly hanging in fufpence, 
they auy at.oine furf^rifee, aftoniA, pleafe and divert ; 
fo that pfeafttre and admiration may go hand in hand. 
This caonot be performed by him that flies ftom pro- 
bability and imitation, which is the perft^on of what is 
written. I have not fiien amf book of knight-errantry that 
compofes an entire body of a fable with all its parts, fb 
that the middle is anfwera&le to the beginning, and the 
end to the beginning and middle ; but on the contrary^ 
they form them of fo many limbs, that they rather 
feem a chiqfaera or monfter, than a weIl-proportion*d 
figure. Befides all this, their ftile is uncouth, their ex« 
ploits incredible, their Ibve immodeft, their civility im* 
|>ertinent, their blittlei tedious, theii" language abfurd^ 
their voyages prepotebus ; and in (hort, they are al« 
together void w (olid lllgfejiuity^ and therefore fit to be 
banifh^d a ChrifUan comnuMiwealth as uielefs andpreju- 
dicial. The ctirate was very attentive, and believed 
him a man bf a found judgment, and much in the right 
in all he had orgM ; and therefore told him, that being 
of the fame opinion, and an enemy to the bocks of 
knight-erranty, he had burnt all that belonged to Don 
Qubcote^ which were a confide^ble number.

YOU are much in the ri|htj (it, reply*d the curate ; 
and dierefore thofe who have hitherto publini*d 
books of that kind, are the more to be blam*d, for 
having had lio regard to good fenfe, art, or rules, by the 
obfenratioD of which they might hare made themfelves as 
famous in profe^ as the two princes of Greek and Latin 
poetry are in veriei I muft confefs, faid the canoft, I was 
once tempted to write a book of knight-errantry myfel^ 
obfenrlng all thofe rules ; and to fpeak the truth, I writ 
above one hundred pages, which for the better trial, 
whether they anfwer*d my expedbition, I cdmmunkated 
to fome learned and judicious men fond of thole fubjedts, 
as well as to fome of thofe ignorant perfons, who only 
are delighted with extravagancies ; and they all gave me . 
a fatisfaflory approbation. And yet I made no farther 
progrefs, as well in regard I look upon it to be a thing 
xio way agreeable widi my profefllon, as becaufe I am 
feniible Sbe illiterate are much more numerous than 
the learned ; and tho* it were of more weight to be 
commended by the fmall number of the wife, than 
fcorn*d by the ignorant multitude, yet wou*d I not ex-

^oc'd frojxj the plays now ufually,a^cd : for thought I, 
£r plays now in ufe, as weQ thofe which are altogiether 
of the poet-s invention, as thofe that are grounded 
ppon hiftoiy, by all of them, or, however^ the great. 
S patt,^ voidx. i}p.. of moft .abfurd extravagandes and 
Incoherencies ; things that have neither head nor foot, 
£de nor bottom ; and yet the multitude fees them with 
iatisfa£tion, efteems and approves'them, tho* they are 
io h% firoijB.. bfiil^'good^ <jindif-thc: potts who wnte, 
and the playfuts.v^ a£t them, 'iw% they xnuft he fa coo- 
trivM and no otherwife, becaufe they pleafe the gene- 
rality of , the. audiepcef and if thofe whicK are vte^ 
smd according to art,' ferve only to pleafe half a fcore ]»• 
flicious. perfon^ who underftand them^ whilfl the left d 
the icpmpanv ^^nnpt ireach the contrivance;, nor know 
jiny thing pf the mattery and thecefbfe the poets and 
floors fay, they had rather get theix bread hy the gceato 
number^ than the applaufe of the leis ; Then may I 
conclude the fame will be the faccefs of this book j fa 
that when I have ra^k'd my brains. to obiterve the rules, 
I fhall reap no other advantage^ than to be laugVd at 
for my pains. 1 have fometime& endeavourM to con- 
vince the a^ors that they are deceived, in their opinioo, 
and that they will draw more, company and get more 
fredit by regular plays, tban by tho/e prepoftuous repie- 
fentatlons now in u(e j but they are fo pofitive in their 
htiinour, that no ftrength of reafon, nor even demcn- 
ibration, can beat this opinion intp their heads. I TtrntBh 
]>er 1 once was talking to one of thoie obftinate fellows; 
^o ypu not rtmember, faid I, that within thcfe few 
jreaus three tya^edies were afted in Spain, written by 
a famops* poet^ of ours, which were to excellent, that 
they fiirrni^J, delighted, and raisM the admiration of 
ati- lha^^«w-tfeea»J, 39 wettthe ignorant and ordinary 
propJp ,a9 the jv<Ji<;idH5 aa4 XMXk of auality 5 and the 
- gofiribrc- by thofe three, than by thirty of the 
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bcft that haVe bcto writ fince > ^oubtlefe, .^r, laid the 
a^or, you nac'an tl^e tragedies of Ifabellay Phillw, and 
Alexandra ? the very fjime, 1 replyM, and do you judge 
ivbetHer they obferv!d the rule* of the draoha ; and 
whether by doing fo, they loft aiw thing oF their efffc^m, 
or fa&^d of phafing all <brt8 of peoplfr. "-So th^tthte 
fault lies not in thfe audience*? <WnringjAfiii»ditie8^ but 
in thofe who know hpt how to give 'em any thing ell^. 
Nor was there any thing prepofterous In 'Jeveral othir 
plays, as for ttamplt?^ In^a.titude revcngM,' Nurtahcia, 
the Amordui ftercnaiit, and the* fiivouf able She-enemy; 
Jior in iomt others, cwnpos'd i by judkkr^s ppets to 
their honour knd credit,* and to the adfUntaec of thofe 
that acled thenu* M^^^ more 1 addeff, ' WhJrh did in- 
deed fomcwhat coftfcfond, mnp, .but no vi^ay fatwfy'd or 
convinced hini, fo as to make him change hia erroneous 
opinion. You have hit upon a llibjeft, fir, faid this 
curatCj which ha> fth:*d up in me ah' eld. aV^rficn I 
have for the plays np\? in ufe, "Which is not, Inferior to 
that I bear to books of kni^ht-errantryi • For whereas 
plays, '.according to the ojJinion of Qcero, ought- 1» bfe 
mirrors of human life, patterns of good manners, and 
the very reprefentative? of truth ; thofe now afbedare 
mirrors of abfurditles, "patterns of follies^ and images of 
ribaldry. For inAance, what can be tobtt abfvrd, than 
for the^ fame perfon to be brought on the-ftagea child 
in fwadlingband^, ifl^p firft fcenc of the firft a£l j an4 
to appear in the fiicond grown- a nian ? what can be 
more ridiculous than to reprefent to us a-fightSng oM 
fellow, a cowardly youth, a rhetorical footman, a poli* 
tick page, a churlift kii^g, and an unpoB#i'*d princefs I 
what ihall I fav of their regard to the time in which 
thofe a£lion$ they reprefent, either might or ought to 
have happened, for I have feen a play, in which the 
iirft a^ began in Europe, the fecond was in Aiia, and the 
third ended in Africa * ? probably, if there had been 

• 'Tm to ht olftmf^d that the Spaoifh flayt have or' 
three JQrnadas or a9u 
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a^iotbcr ady they would have cacryM k into America; 
and thus it would hate been aded in the four parts of 
the world. But if imitation is to be a principal part of 
the drama, how, can any tolerable j^dgment he pleased, 
when repiefcntiiig an aftion that happened in the time 
of king Pepin fit Charlemaign.« they ihall attrihuU it to 
the emperor HecacUuf, and bring him in carrying the 
crofi into Jerufalem, and recovering the holy fepulchr^ 
like Godfrey of Boulogne, there being a yaft diftance of 
time betwUt thefe aftions? Thus they will clap together 
pieces of true hiftory in a play of their own framing, and 
grounded upon ii£Uon, mixing in it relations of thine 
that have happenM to different people ^d m fcvcnl 
ages. This th^ do without an^ contrivance that miglit 
snake it appear probable, and with fuch vifible mifiakes 
as ase altogether inexcuJlable j but the worft of it is, tbt 
there arc idiots who look upon this as perfeffion, and 
think every thing elfc to be mere pedantry. But if we 
look into th^ pious plays, what a multitude of faitt 
miracles ftall we find in them? how . many «roi8 and 
contiadiaions, how often the miracles wrought by one 
faint attributed to another ? nay, even in the profane 
plays, they ^fjJane to work miracles upon the bare ima- 
gination and conceit that fuch a fupematural work, or a 
machine, as they call it, wiUbc ornament^, and draw 
the common fort to fee the play. Thefe things area 
refleaion upon truth itfelf, a lels'ning and depreciating 
of hiftory, and a reproach to aU Spanifh wite ; becaufe 
ftrangers, who are very exad in obferving the rufcs of 
the di^a, Ipok upon us' as an ignorant and barboroits 
people, when they fee the abfurdities and extravagancks 
of our plays. Nor would it be any excufc to aUedge, 
that the principal- defign of all good govemmentt, m 
permitting plays to be publickly aftcd, is to amuie the 
commonalty with fome lawful recreation and fo to divert 
thofe ill humours which idlenefs is apt to breed : and 
that fince this end is attained by any fort of phys, 
whether good or bad, it is needlcfs to piefcribe laws to 
them, or oblige the poets or adors to compofe and re- 
prefent fuch as are ilri^ly cWoriaabk t9 the ivies* To 
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his I wou'd anlwcr, that this end wou'd be infinitely 
setter attain'd by good plays, than by bad pnes. He 
Arho fees a play that is regular and anfwerable to the 
-ulcs of poetry, is pleasM with the comic part, inform'd 
i>y the fcrious, furpriz'd at the variety of accidents, im- 
prov'd by the language, warn'd by the ifrau ds, inftruft- 
ed by exaniples,. incens*d againft vice, and enamourM 
with Virtue j for a good play muft caufe all thefc emo- 
tions In the foul of hixn that ftes it, tho* he were 
never fd infenfiWe and uBpolilhM, And it is abfbliitely 
ixnpofflble, that a play which has thefe qualificatioasy 
fhou^d not infinitely div^ert, fatisfy and pleafe beyond ano- 
ther that wants then), as moft of them do which arc 
now ufually a^led. Neither are the poets who. write 
thtfm fn faultji for fomc of them are very fenfible of 
theJt errors, and extremcfy capable of performing their 
duty J but plays being now altogether becoming venal 
and a fort of mercbandiztf, they fay, and with reafon| 
that the actors would not purchife them, uiijeft thf;y 
were of tfiat ftamp ; and therefore the poe^ endeavour^ 
to fuit the humour of the adtors, who is to 'pay him foiT 
his labour. For oroof of this let any man obfefve that 
infinite number ot plays composed by an exuberant Spa^ 
ni/h wit *, fo full of gaiety and humoiir, in luch ^e^ 
gant verfe and choice la;iguage, fo fententious, and to 
conclude, in fuch ' a majeflick ftile, th^t ^i^ fame i; 
fpread through thc'univeiie : yet becau/e he Ai.ited ^im- 
fclf to the fancy of the a^i^s, many qf his pljcces have 
fallen jhort.oi their- due perfedlioa, tho*- Ibme have 
reach*d it. . Others .writ^ plays fo iiic^nfi^eptcly, that 
after they have appear'd on theits^ge, the a£lprs'hava 
been forc'd to fly and abfcond, for fear of being.puni(h''d, 
as it has oflen happenM, for having affronted kingS) and 
diihonour*d whole families. Thefe, and many other il| 
confequenecs, which I omit, would ccafe, Vy appqint- 
ing an intelligent and judicious perfo^ ^C court to ex-

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kotiiM all pUys before they were aAcd, that t% mc 
jooly thbfe which are repre&nted at couxt^ but through^ 
out all Spain ; to that, without his liceace, no ma- 
gifhate ihould (uflTer any play to appear in puh&ck. 
Thus players would be careful to fend their plays to 
court, and might then ail them with iafety, and 
thofe who writ would be more ciicumfpe^y as ftand- 
ing in awe of an examiner that could judge of their 
iworks. By thefe means we ihould be liirmih*d with 
good plays, and the' end they are defign'd for would 
be ittain'd, the people diverted, the ^paniih wits ef« 
teem*d, the adlors lafe, and toe goverxmient fpstrM 
the trouble of puniihing them. And if the &me 
perfon, or another, were intxufted to nraming aUthe 
sew books pf knight-errantryj, thefe is ho doubt but 
ibme might be pu(>liih*d with all that perfe^Hoa yoa, 
^i have mentioned, to the increaie of eloquence in 
our language, to the utter extirpation of the old 
books, which would be borne down by the new; 
and for the innocent paftiihe, not only of idle perfoos, 
but even ot tliofe who have moft employnient ; for 
the bow cannot always ftand bent, aor can inuBsa 
frailty fub'fift' without fome lawful recreation. 

The canon and curate were come to this period, whm 
the barber overtaking them, told the latter, that this 
was the\plac$ he had pitched on for baiting, dufing 
the heat of ,the day. The canon, inducM by the 
nleafantnefs of the valley, and the {atis£s6Hon he 
iound in the purate's convenation, as well as to be far- 
ther informed of t^n Quixote, bore thqn compaoy, 
giving order to fdme of his men to ride to the next 
inn, artd if his fumpter-mule were arrived, to fend 
him down provifions to that valley, where the cool- 
hefs of the /hade, and the beauty of the profped 
gave him fuch a fair invitation to dine ; and that 
they ihould make much of themfelves and their moles 
with what the iim couM afford. 

In the -mean time Saneho having diiengagM him-

And they are in a plot agalnft you, out 

of sneer fpite becaufe your deeds ivill be more famous 

than thefarss this being ' ftipposM^ it follows, that you 

are not iftchanted, but only coxenM and abused ; and 

if youUl but anfwef me one aueftion fairly and 

fquarely, you Aall-find this out to be a palpable cheat^ 

and that there is no inchantment in th6 cafe, but 

nierely your fenfts turn'd to^fy turvy. 

A/k me wh^t queftions you pleafe, dear Sancho, 
faxd the knight, and I will as willingly rcfolve them* 
But for thy.a^rtibn, that thofe who guard us are 
my old companions the curate and barber, *tis Ulu- 
fion all. The power of magick indeed, as it has an 
art' to clothe any thing in any il^ape, may have drefsM 
thefe demons in their appearances to infatuate thy 
fenle^ and draw t|iee into fuch a labyrinth of con- 
fufion, that even ThefeuS*s clue could not extricate 
thee out of it ; and this with a iefign,. perhaps, to 
plunge tne deeper 'inCo doubts, and make me endan- 
ger my linderftanding,' in fearching into the ftrange 
contrivance of my inchantment, which in every circum- 
fl^nce is fe difierent from all I ever read. " Therei^re 
reft iatisfyM that thefe are no mdre what thou inuu- 
gineft, than I am :■ Turk.

!>ver the brighteft fand, and remurmurs over the whiterc 
pebbles that bediniple its fmooth furfiice, while that 
other, through its liquid cryftal, feafis the eye with a 
profpeA'of' gold a^d orient pearl. There he perceives 
an ardfical foutltaiiT;;form*d of party-colour*d jafper 
and poliihM fnarble : and hard' by anomer^ contziv*d in 
grotcfque', where the fmall coclde-ihells, plac'd in or- 
derly confiifion aihon^ the white and yellow Iht^M^ and 
mix*d with pieces of" bright cryftal and counterfeit eme- 
ralds, yield a delectable fight | fo that art imitating 
nature, feems here to oiit-do her. At a diftance, on a 
fudderf, he cafts his eyes upon a ftrong cafile, or ftately 
palace, whofe walls are of mafilV gold, the battlements 
of diamonds, and. the gates of hyacinths ; in fiiort, its 
firufture is fo wonderral, that tho* all the materials 
are no other than diamonds, carbuncles, rubies, pearls, 
gold and emeralds, yet the workmanfiiip exceeds them 
in value. But having feen all' this^ can any thing be 
fo charming as to behold a numerous ^rain of bcaotiiul 
damfeh coipe out of die taftie in fiidi gforioua'and 
coilly appatel, iw would he endleft for nie to defcribe,' 
were I to relate thefe things af^.they are to be found in 

hiftor 
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hiflory? Then to fee the Beauty that fcems the cJiief 
of all the damfels, take the bp^d knight, who caft him- 
felf into the burning la'^e, by the hand« and without 
fpeaking one word, lead him into a faxnptDQUS palace^ 
vrhere he is caufed to ilrip as naked as he was bom* tbea 
put into a delicious bath, and perfumed with procioiis 
elTences and odoriferous oils ; after which he puts 00 a 
fine Hiirt, delicioufly fcented ; and this doiie ««yirtigr 
damfel throws over his (boulders a magnificent robe, 
worth at leaft a whole city, if not move. What a fight 
is it, when in the next place they lead him into another

it comes. . But abave al], what ./hajl .we /ay to iee, 
after -the dinner is ended, and tables taken away, the 
knigh); left leaning back in His chaju", twrhaps picking his 
teeui, 7^ is.uf;(}al ^ and then i^iptiher oamfeX mnch more 
beautiful than any of the former, comes unescpededly

And do -you,, good jfir;^ believe me, and at I 
faid to yoa before, 'read thefc it6)sj^ ythkh you may 
find will baniih all melancholy,' jf. jiou ^t trouhlM with 
it, and fweeten yoiir difpofition /if jtj.ic'^arflu This I 
can fey for ^nyfelf, that fince myWng a knight-emat,

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civile bold, affable, patient, a fufFerer of hard /hips, im- 
priTonmeht ahd iiichantxnents': And tho* I have fo late- 
ly been fhut up in a cage, like a ihadman, I'expefik, 
nurough the valour of my arm, heaven favouring, an*d 
fortfkne not opp^yfihg my defigns^ tq be a king of fome 
kingdom in a very few days, that fo I may give proofs 
bf my innate gratitude and liberality, Fot'oh itty word- 
fir, a poor man is incapable of exertihg" his liberality, ' 
tho' he be Naturally never fo well inclined. Now that 
]^tltude which only coniifls in wimes, may be faid t(> 
be dead^ as faith without good works is dead. There- | 
fore it i$, 1 wiih fortune would foon cffer ibnie oppor-

rents, mind no bu/inefs, live merrily, and ib let the 
world rub for Sancho. As to the management of your 
revenue, faid the canon, a deputy or fteward may do 
well, friend : but the lord himfelf is obliged to ftir in 
the adminiih^ion of juftice^ to which there is not only 
an ho^eft iincere intention requirM, but' a^. Judicious 
head alfo to diftinguiih nicely, conclude ju'ftly, and 
chufe wifely j for if this be wanting in the prihcfpal, all 
will be wrong in the medium and end, ' I don*t under- 
hand your philofophy, quoth Sancho ; all *I faid, and 
ril fay it again, is, that I wiAi I had as good an earl- 
dom as I could govern ; for I have as great a' foul as 
another man^ and as great a body as mott then : And 
the'^rtt tiiliig I \vou*d do in iziy goverament^ I wou*d 
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have DO bo4y to controul me, I wou*d be abfolnte ; and 
vrho but I; now, ^e that*s abfolute, can do what !ie 
likes ; he' that can do what he likes, can take his plear 
fure : he that can take his pleafure, can be content j and 
\t that can be content, has no more to defire j to the 
matter*s over, and come what will come Tm £itisfied : 
Hf an ifland, welcome j if no iflafid,^are it well: we 
Ihall fee our felves in no worfe a condition, as one hlind 
man faid to another. This is no ill reafoning of yoon, 
friend, (aid the canon, tho* there is muc^ mom to 
be faid upon this topick of earldoms, than yon iina*. 
gine. Undoubtedly, faid Don Quixote j bat 1 folt my 
adlions to the example of Amadis de Gaul, who made 
his f<{uir9 Gandaiin earl of the firm-i/Iand ; which is a 
fair precedent for preferring Sancho to the iaroe dienitj 
to which hit merit alio lays an unqueffionable claim, 
^he canon ^00^ amaz'd at DpnQuixoteV methodical 
and orderly madnefs, in defcribing the adventure of the 
Knight of tjie Lake, and the imptefTion made on him 
by tne fabulous conceits of the books he 'had read $ as 
llkewlfe at SanfJio*s fimplicity in fo eagerly contending 
for his earldom, which made th^ whole company veiy 
good fport, » 

By this time the panon's fcrvants had brought the

ABOUT three leagues from this valley, there r 
a Village, which, though fmall, yet is one of 
the ncheft hereabouts. In it there livM a Hixsxr 
m very great efteeih ^ and tho' itTs common for the 
rich to be refpeaed, yet was thispeffon more conlidet'd 
for hjs Virtue, thari for the wealth he polfefc^d. But 
^ r he ^accounted himfelf happieft m, iU a daughter 
of fuch extraordinary beauty, pVidw^ wSt and virtue. 
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that all wJ)o knew or li«held her, cou^d not but ad- 
mire to fe^' how heaven and natiure had dohe their 
utmoft td^ embelliih her. When ihe was but little 
Ihe was handfomey till at the age of fixteen ihe was 
moft compleatly beautiful. The 0uaae of her beauty 
began to esttend to the neighbouring villages y but why 
fay I neighboaring villages ? it extended to the re* 
xioteft cities, and entered the palaces of kings, and 
the ears of • all manner of pendns, who from all 
parts fiock'd to fee her, as fomething rare, or as a 
fort of progidy. Her father was ftri£Uy careful of 
her, nor was (he left carc^l of herfelf ; for there 
are no guards, bolts or locks which preferve a young 
woman like her own care and caution- ■ i The 
father*B nclies and the daughter's beauty, drew a great 
many, as well ftrang^rs as inhabitants of that coun« 
try^ to fue for her in marriage $ but fncK was the 
vaft number of thtf pittenders^ as' did but the more 
confound and divide the old man 'in his choice, upon 
whom to beftow 'lib valuable atrsafare* .Among the 
crowd of her admiitfS, was If having good reafon 
to tidpk .f<xt' fuccefs, from the knowledge^ her father. 
had of m§, being a' native of the fame pbce^ of a 
good famil^Ty^aad ihthe flower ^ my7eacs,.of a Gon<« 
iideraible eftat^j and not to- be > defpii'd for mv nnder« 
Handing; VlKh the Very fame advaiitages,l ttera waa 
another 'p<i£fbn ef dur village v^ho made court to her 
at the fame, time; ' This piit the father to a ftand, 
and hel^ him in fu^ence, till his daughter iioold :d9-^ 
clare tit faVbttr of one of ast* to bring this affair 
therefore to the tpeedier ifloe, he- refolv*d to aoqvainC 
Leandra,' for foVas this fair-one cail'd^ that fiace 
we werft «]uals ^in ail things, he left her entirely 
free to' chufe which of us Was moft agreeable to her* 
felf. An example %rorthy' of being imitated' by all 
parents, Who haVe any ' regard . for their . children* I 
don^t meui that they ihould be ^ow*d to chufe in 
things meSh. or milfchievous y but only that propofing 
to *em ever thbfe things which ate good^ theyfliould 
be aQowM ih theiti to gratif^f their .i^clinatton.. '' 
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4oa*t know how Leaodra appforM tUs prapofalj th7> 
I only know, that her father put ui both oS, with 
the ezeufe «f his daagbter's .being too young to be 
yet difpos^d of $ and that ht treated us both in 
liich geneial terms, as could neither wtU pleaie aor 
difpkafe. us i i i ' ■ my nipal*s nai^ft is AnfelniOy 
mine Eugenio^ foe. *tasr neteflary )(oi> /liou*d know the 
names ot the^ perlbns oofa€<iD*d in. this tragisdy, the 
cohdufioa of which, tho* .depending yet, may enfily 
be pciceiT'd likely to be unfortunate. About febat 
time there came to our Tilh^ one Vincent de la R«^- 
the (on of a poor kbouiing man tff the neighbourhood. 
This Vincent came out of Italy^ having beao a ibidie* 
there, and in othtr foreign: parti* VUiai he was but 
fiwclTe. ynu» old, » captain,, that- ha^en*d to yaft by 
here, withr his company,, took him out of this ooun* 
try, and at the end of othcv twelve years he retwa'd- 
hither, habited Hke* a ^Idies, all gay and glorious, i» 
a thoufimd* various colour^ bedecked with a ^KanfcuA 
toys of esyfial^ and chains of ^ed« .To day he put 
on one piece of fiHeiy; to mqciow another ^ but all 
£dfG, conhtedeit and worthkis. The cooaciy V^f^ 
who by nature are maHaiout, and' who Jiving iaidle-i 
iiefs arfc iUUrmote mcttn^d- to mah'Qe,(..o(>ferVd thi» 
vrefently, and couAtiilg iik his fine thing*, they found that 
aideed he had. but .three faits of doathv, which wme 
of a very difiinrent ookmr with tho ftockings and gar- 
ters belonging to .*em ; yet did he manage *cm with 
ib many tricks and inventions^ that if one had not 
oounted *em, ope wou*d have furorn he had above tea- 
ibits> and above- twenty plumes of fcathars ^i 
I^ea-it not (eem impertiaent that X mention this par- 
ticular of his clbaths and? tainketSf. fiaoe £o mudh of 
the Aory depends upon it^ Seating himfelf ugan a 
bcnchi under a large fpreading popWr-tree, which geows 
in our ftreet, he usM to entertain us with his ex- 
ploits, while we ilood gaping add lifteniog at the 
wonders he recounted 4 there was not that coootryr 
as he faid, upon the face of the earth, which ^ 
had noeiecn,. nor battk which ho had npt been ca- 
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tg'd in ; lie hid IciU'd more Moor», For his own 
I a re, than were' in Morotsco aild Tnnis together 5 and 
ad fought more duels than Oante, Luna, Diego, 
rarcia de Perede*-*, or a thoufand others that he 
am*d, ytt In all of *em had the better, and never 
ot a fcratch, *r fdft a drop of blOod. Then again 
te pretepded ^ fte^ as the fears of wounds he had 
ecciVd, which tho* they were not to be pcrcciv'd, 
et he gave us to underftand they were fo many muf-' 
cet-fhotS, which he had- got in feveral ikirmifhes 
uid rencounters. ' In fliort, he treated all his equals 
jvith an unparallelM ai^o^nce; and even to thofe 
ivho knew the meannefs of his lyrth, be did not 
(lick to affirm, that his own arm^viras his father, 
bis a£lions were his pedigree, and that except as to 
his being a fbldier, he ow*d no part of his quality 
to the king himftlf, and that in being a foldicr, he 
was as good As the king. 

Befides thefe aflumM accompli/hments, he was a 
piece of a mufician; and cou*d thrum a guittar a little, 
but 'what his excellency chiefly lay in was poetry j- 
and fo fond was he of fliewing his parts that way, 
that upon every tfiflmg occafion, he was fure to make 
a copy of verfes^a league and a half long. This fol- 
dicr whom I have defcrib'd, this Vincent de la Rofa," 
this hero, this gallant, this mufician, this poet, was 
often feen and vjew'd'by Leapdra, from' a window 
of her houfe which loofcM into the ftreet 5 ihe'was 
ftruck with the tinfel of his drefc j (hi vras charm'd 
with his veries, of which he took care to difperfe 
a great many copies j her ears w'ere pleat'd with 'the 
exploits he related of himfdf ; and- iri fliort," as the 
devil wmi'd have it, fhe fell in love with hifti, before 
ever he had -the confidence to -make his addrcfTes to 
hers and, as 'in- all affairs of love, that^is the moft' 
cafily managed,"* where, the lady*8 affe^ion is pre-en-* 
gag'd; fo waJ ft here' no hard tWhg for Leandra and*

HUttenj and bdbic etor any one of her naoy fiuton 
had the )eaft fufpicawr cS her incliiiatioo,. flie had gra- 
tifyM it{ and kaviag her fiither*s hode (for Ihehad' 
ao mother) had* ni» away with this foldicr, wIm> 
came off ^inth gretflfcutnusopbivthisenteiprisey thiua> 
in any of the reft he made hit boafla ciC The whole' 
iriUage was furprkM at thit accident, ao'waa cvciy 
^ne that heard it. I was amas*d, Anfelino diftraAed^ 
Iter father in tears, her relatjona outiapioiu } juftice 
it demanded ; a par^ with oflkert is fient out, wlio 
tiaverfe the roads^ iearch every wood, aad,. at thsee 



days end. find the poor fond Leandnkin ^ oave of 
one of toe mountains, naked to her ihift, and lohbV 
of « neat deal of money and jewelt whidi At took 
&om Aotee. They bring and preient her to her la- 
ther I opo^ enquiry made into the (wolc of licr mis* 
fortune, fhe confefs'd ingennoufly, that Vincent de Ja. 
Kola had deGeiv*d her, and upon pramiie of mar- 
riage had prevails widi her to) leaTe her £rther*s> 
Jioufe, with the afliirance of carrying her to the liclicft 
and moft delidous city 6^ the world, which was Ntfki| 
that ihe fooliihly had gtvep credit to him, and rob- 
bing her father, had put herfelf into hit haada ^ 
£rft night (he wat mift: that he caixy*d iier up a 
^eep void craggy mountain, and put £erin that cave 
-where ihe was found. In fine, flie laid, that tho* 1m 
liad. rifled her of all ihe htjd, jet he had- never at« 
:n»ipted her honour j but leavu^g her m that man' 
aier he fled. It Wat no ea^ matter to -make anf of 
%8 entertain a good opinion of the foldier*t continence^ hot 
i^t a0nn*d it witk fo many repeated aileverationi^ that 
an ibme ateafore it ferv*d to comfort her &tber in 
Slit sfBifion, who .vaiuM nothing fo much as his dangle 
ter*8 repuution. The venr fame day that i«andr» 
iBip|>ear*d again, ihe alfo diiappear*d £r<nn us, for bet 
father immediately ciapp*d herufi in a miftttftety, ia 
a town not far off, m hopes that time might wear 
away fomeUuna of her ^Iffgrace. Thofe who were 
Hit ttmtM w i«e«ada^ cnot'd ha upon the ac* 
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sount of herycuth. But thofe who wr^rc jcquignied!, 
wlih . her wit and renfet did not attribute her mU^ 
:aniage to her i^orance, but to the levity and "H-* 
lity of mind) natural to woman-kind. Since the coh- 
i^neinent of Leandi-a, Anielaio*a eyes oouTd never meet 
kvlth 4d objedl *whio^ couM give him ^dther eafe or' 
pleaiiiiej I too cou*d find aothing but what look'd 
(ad and gloomy to me -m the ahfence of Leandra* 
C^r melaacEoly increas*d> as our patience decreased ; 
We curft a thouiand times the loldier'^s finery and" 
tiinketiy and raUM at the father^s want of precau- 
tk>9 » at laft wc agreed, Aniclmo and- 1, to leave the', 
village, and to retire to 1^ valley, where, iie' fe^d-, 
ing a lai:;ge flodb of fiteep, and I as large a herd of' 
goats, all our own, we pals our time under the trees, 
givijig vent to our paflioiis> fiaging in coafort the praifes 
or rcpioachet of the beauteous Leandra, or elfe ^gh- 
ing aJbnt, make our complaints to heaven. on our mis-- 
fortuil6r lA ixnitation of us, a -great many more of 
Leandra^s lovers have come hither into thefe fteep 
and craggy mountains, and are alike empIoyM ; and 
fo many there atd of them, that the place feems to 
be turned to the old Arcadia we resid of. On the 
the top of that hiU there is fuch a sumbcr of fhep-' 
herds and their cottages, that there is no part of it jn 
which ii not to be heard the name of Leandra. This 
man coriet and calls her wanton and lafcivious, ano- 
tker callt her light and fickle; one acquits and for* 
gives her, another arraigns and condemns her ; one 
celebrates her beauty, another rails at her ill qualities ; 
in ihort, all blame, but ailT adore hert nay, fo far 
dote this citktvagMiee prevail, that here are thofe whor 
complain of her difdain who never fpoke to Jfer ; and 
other* who ate jealous of favours which ihe never 
granted ,to any; for at I intimated before, her in- 
clination was not known before her difgrace. There 
is not « hollow place of a rock^ a bank of a brook,* 
or a &aAy grove, where there is not fome or oth^r 
of thele anx>T0us fiiepherds telling their doleful fio* 
rid to the ^ and winds. Scho has learnt to^ r

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peat tlie name of LeanJra* Leandra adl the hills re> 
Ibuhd. the brooks murmur Leandra, and *tis Leasdra 
that holds us 4II inchanted, hoping witlMrat hope, and 
fearing withctat knowing' what we ftar. Of dU thefc 
^olifh people,' the perfon who ftcws the leaft, and 
yet has the moft fenfe, is my rival Anfehno, who for- 
getting' alt other caufbs of complaint, com^ains only- 
of her ahfence'j and to his htc, which he touches to 
admiration, he loins his voice in vcrfcs of his owa 
cbmpofing. Which declare the grcatncfs of his genius. 
For my part, f take another courfe, I think a better, 
I'Ai fure an cafief, ^yhich is to fay all the ill things 
I can of women's levity, inconftancy, their broken 
vows and vain deceitful prwnifes, their fondnels of 
ihow and difregard of merit. This, gentlexnen, was 
the occaffon of thofe words, which, at my cosning 
hither, I addreft to this goat 5 for being a ihe, I hate 
her, tho* flie is the beft of my herd. Tbis is the 
ilory which I promisM to tell you ; if yon have 
thought it too long, I ihall" endeavour to requite your 
patience m any thing I can ferve you. Hard by is 
my cottage, >vTicre I have fome good frefli milk and 
excellent cheefe, with feveral forts of fhiits, whicii 
I hope you will find agreeable both to the fig;ht 
and tjilfle.

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Soatbeld $ whfck made Jlkim conclude d>e cunte had m- 
fi»n to fay, tiiat even the momtains hrcd (choUn and mat 
of Tenfe. They al) made hsfe proffers of their firiendihip' 
and fecvkc to E%^fiio> hut Don Quizote Moecded *em alv 
vdA additffing himfetf to him t were \^ faid lie, at thiv 
tinle in'a capatity of undertaking «ny adventure, i wou'd 
certainly bc|ia' frpm- thi» tery moment to ierve you^ 
I wouM fooB-releiaie i«andra out of the mmntry, where 
undotthtedly i^e is detain-d againft her will ; and in fpite 
of all the oppofitioncooMberoUde by the lady abbe& 
and all her adherents J wouM return her to your hands, 
that you might have the fole difpofal of her, fo far, 
I meail^ as i> eonfiftent v^th the tsws of knighthood, 
which expse% forhi4 thaft aay maa ihou*d offer the leaft 
violtace to a damiel ; yet (I tmft in heaven) that the 
power of a friendly magician wiU prevail againft the forco 
of a malidous inchanter } and whenever this Aall happen, 
you may afliire yourfelf' of my favour and-affift^iv^ey ta 
which I am ohlig'd by my prwcflion, thatit^oins-mc t» 
relieve the oppscir«d. 

Tho goat-herd-, who till then had not taken the leaft 
notice of Don QuHioie ia particttl&r, now looking dtr- 
neftly on him> and finding his dt^mal countenance and. 
wretched habit wevo no ^vat encouragement for. him 
to ezpe£t a performance oS fuch mighty matters, whif* 
per*d the barber who fat ;iext hiih : pravi £r, £iid hey 
who is- this man thyit talks i^i extravagantly ? For I pro- 
teft I nef er (aw fo ftraqgc a figuie in ail my life. Whoia< 
can yon imogiae it ^ois'd' be reply*d the harbet, but the 
famous Don Quiaiote der hr Maneha, the eftabHiher of . 
j^ftice,. the awngnr-of isguries, the prote£bor of dam-. 
fcls, the fienor pf gum^x ^ ^^* inv^ible g^inar of 
battles^ The aceoucit yon give of this peribn, retum*d 
the goatherdF, ii much like what we leadiaiomancea 
and books of chivalry of thofe doughty dons, who, ibr 
their mighty pfowefs- and 'atchievements, werr.call*d 
lenights<-etTant j and thewfore I dare fay yoM do butjeft, 
and that this . gentle maa^s. bsaioi hanr^ -deiartod , their 
qiuuten* 
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Tlicu art tn im^dent iiilblent Vlilet, Cfy*4 Don 
Quixote, *tis thy paper-fcult it full of effipty roomt j I 
have more brains than the proftitute thy mother had about 
her when flie carryM thy lump of nonieE^ in her womb. 
With that> fnatchlng up a loisf that was near him, he 
finick the goatherd fo furious a blow with it, thac lie 
almoft levelM his nofe with his fate. Toother, not ac* 
cuflom*d to fuch falutatioAs, n6 fooner perteiirM how 
fcurvUy he was treated^ bvt without -aoyrefpe^t to the 
table-doth, napkins, ol' to thofe who were eating, he 
leapM furiouny on Don Quixote, and grafping him by 
the throat wim both his hands, had certainly ftranglM 
him, had not Sancho Panza come -In that very mck of 
thne, and griping him faft behind, pullM him backwards 
on the table, bruifing difliea, breaking glafTes, fpilling 
and OTertuming ail that lay upon it* Don (^ixote fee- 
ing himfelf freed, fell violently again apon the goat-

Sancho Pama alone was vex^d> fretted himfelf to Aadi, 
and rav*d like a madman becauJTe he couM not get from 
one dfthe cahoft^s ferving-lfteo, who- k«ft hiai from 
aififtiflg his mafter. In fhoit, '^Wttt ettceedtngir 
meny, except the? bloody combatant who -had maal'd 
one another moft mii^bly,>whefi'on afvdden they 
heard the found of a trumpet' ib doleftft, that it made 
•«m torn to fiften towards ^kst ^tt froAi whence it 
feemM to-come > but he i»htf wat niollJroi^U^d.at this 
difmal alarm, was Don Quixote 5 therefore, tho' be 
y^T under the goatherd, fulT fore againft his will, and

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Qioft Imrtc^tablj bruised and battet'd> friend devil, 
cry*d he.to.bim (w fure nothing lefs couM have So 
muich valour and ftreHgth as'to fubdue my forces} let us 
have ft caflTation of arms but for a iingle houx ; for tbe 
dolorous found of that- trumps ibikes my fouji with 
more iiorror, than .tliy hard fids do myears. with pain, 
and mecbinks excite me to fome new adventure. With 
chat Uie goath^> who was as weary 9f beatings as 
of being beaten, immediately gave him a t^c^.j a|id the 
knight oDce more getting on his feet, dire^ed his then 
not hafty fteps to the place whence the mournful found 
fe«XD M to come, and prefently faw a number, of men all 
in white, like penitents, defcendiag from a ri£ng ground. 
The real toatter Was this ; the people had wanted rain 
for a whole year together, wherefore they appointed ro- 
gations, proceffions and difciplines throughout all -that 
country, to implore heaven to open.iti treasury, and 
ihowV down plenty upon *em ; .and to this. end, .the in- 
liabitaAts of a village near that, place cam^ in [Kroc^flion 
to a flevout hermitage built on one-^ the- hills which 
■furrounded that valley, : . \ 

Don Quixote t^ing notice of the. fbraisgs habit of the 
penitents, and never reminding himfblf that he had often 
ieea the like before, fancyM immediately it ^as fome 
jBOw adventure^ and 'he alone was to engage in it> as he 
wfiis .obliged by* the. laws of kn%ht«emsii)try ; and- that 
•vrhkh the ropieiacceasM his fienzy^ was his miftaking 
an image which, they carryM (all covered wi^ black) 
/or fome great lady, whom thefe mifereiist and difcour- 
tcoas fc]|igl)t8^ . he thought were cariyiog away agtiaft 
luer will. As foon as this ^himfy took him in the

At the fame time one of them quitting his poft, 

came to encounter our hero with a wooden fork, on 

which he fupported the bier whenever they made a 

ftand, and warding with it a weighty blow which 

Don Quixote dciignM and aim*d at him, the fork was 

cut in two ; but the other who had the remaining 

piece in his hand, returned the knight fuch a thwack on 

his left (houlder^ that his target not being able to refift 

fuch ruftick force, the poor unfortunate Don Quixote 

was (buck to the ground and miferably bruisM. 

Sancho Pansa, who had followed him as faft at 
his breath and legs wou*d permit, feeing him fall^ 
cry'd out to his adverfary to forbear ftriking him, 
vripng that he was a poor inchanted knight, and one 
who in hit whole lift had never done any man harm* 
But *twas not Sancho*8 arguments that held the 
country fellow's hands, the only motive was, that he 
fearM he had kiird him, fince he cou*'d hot perceive 
he ftir*d either hand or foot 3 wherefore tucking his 
coat up to his girdle, with all poflible expedition, he 
fccurM over the fields like a greyhound. Mean while 
Den Qgixote's companions haften*d to the place wheie 
he la^, when thofe of the proceflion. feeing them come 
xunnuig towards them, attended by the officers of the 
lioly brotherhood with their croft-bow» alonj with them

^tgan'f linr^ j^tprehenfioAs of fonie di(ailer from the 
fippioaching party, wherefore drawing up in a bodv about 
tne image, tne difciplinants lifting up. their hoods, and 
grafping faft their v. hips, aa the prieft did thdr ta^ 
pers, they expe€led the aiTault with the gteateft br»- 
Very^ refolvliig to defend tt^mfelves and offend thctt 
enen.y as long and as mucn as poffible: bat provi- 
dence hadorder'd the matter much better that thev co«i*d

Thou honour of thy family, and 
gloiy of all La Maucha ! nay, and of thfe whole var- 
fal world befide ; which, now it has loft thee, will 
be over-run by mifcreants and outlaws, who will to 
longer be afraid to be maul'd for their milcleeds.

Ani then looking on hi$ faith.- 
ful (quire, goodSancho, faid he, help, ipe pnce morp 
into the inchanted carr.: for I am not in a condi- 
tion to prefs -the back of Rozinante : this ihoulder is all 
broke to pieces. With all my heart, my good lord, 
reply'd Sancho» and pr^y.let me advife you, to. go back 
to our village with titffe gentlemen who ate your 
fpecial friend?. At- home we may think of Tomp 
Qther iouijney that may be. more profitable and ho- 
nourable , than thia. With, reafon haft thou fpokeii, 
Sancbo, reply M Don Quixote : it will become bui* wiC-
